Then,  on  the  third  day,  did  Abraham  lift 
up  his  eyes,  and  saw  the  place  afar  off.  And  Abraham 
•aid  unto  his  young  men,  abide  you  here  with  the 
ass,  and  I  and  the  lad  will  go  yonder,  and  worship 
and  come  again  to  you.

O  guttler  our 
dispersions  from  among  the  nations,  ;ind  assemble  our  outcasts 
from  the  extremities  of  the  earth,  conduct  us  unto  Zion,  thj 
city,  with  joyful  song,  and  unto  Jerusalem,  the  residence  of 
thy  holy  temple,  with  everlasting  joy.  And  there  will  we  pre 
pare  the  offerings  enjoined  on  us,  even  the  daily  offerings 
According  to  their  order,  and  the  additional  offerings  accord- 
Ing  to  their  institution,  and  the  additional  sacrifices  of  (o& 
the  Sabbath  say,  the  Sabbath  day  and)  this  day  of  memorial 
will  we  prepare  and  offer  unto  thee  with  fervent  !<>ve,  accord- 
Ing  to  the  behest  of  thy  will,  as  thou  hast  commanded  in  thy 
law.  vr'ttei;  and  delivered  by  the  hands  of  thy  servant  Moses 
(as  specified). 

Lord  of  all  worlds!  It  is  not  trusting  to  our 
merits  that  we  'ay  down  our  prayer  before  Thee, 
but  on  account  of  Thy  great  mercy.  What  are  we? 
what  is  our  lifp?  what  our  love  and  mildness?  what 
our  merits?  what  our  help?  what  our  power  and 
might  V  what  shall  we  speak  before  Thee.

Are  not  all  heroes 
like  nothing  before  Thee  and  the  men  of  glory,  aa 
if  they  had  not  been,  and  the  wise  men.  as  if  they 
were  without  knowledge,  and  the  prudent  men  as  If 
they  were  without  judgment 'i  For  the  number  of 
their  deeds  is  nothing,  and  their  days  of  life  only  are 
•  transient  breath  before  Thee  and  the  preference  of

Thou  art  the  Eternal,  our  God,  in  Heaven  and 
on  earth,  and  in  the  highest  heaven  above.  It  is  true, 
Thou  art  the  first  and  Thou  art  the  last  and  without 
The*  there  is  no  God.  Unite  those  who  hope  in  Thee 
from  the  four  ends  of  the  earth.  May  all  inhabitants 
of  the  world  comprehend  and  conceive,  that  Thou  art 
»lone  the  Lord  of  all  the  empire  of  the  earth.  Thou 
hast  formed  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea  with  everything 
.*n  it  and  who  is  there  between  all  the  works  of  Thy 
hand,  between  those  of  the  world  above  and  those  of 
the  world  below,  who  could  say  to  Tbe«:  What  dost 
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Thou  make?  Our  father  in  Heaven.  O  render  us  grace 
on  account  of  Thy  great  name,  by  which  we  are  called 
*nd  confirm  what  is  written :  At  that  time  I  shall 
bring  you  home  and  unite  yon  in  that  time:  for  I 
will  make  you  known  and  glorified  between  all  th« 
peoples  of  the  earth,  when  I  return  to  your  banished 
men,  before  your  eyes,  Bays  the  Eternal. 

May  ft  be  Thy  will,  Eternal  our  God  and  God 
of  our  forefathers  to  have  mercy  upon  us,  to  forgive 
our  faults  and  to  pardon  our  sins,  that  the  holy 
temple  may  be  built  soon  in  our  days  as  thou  hast 
f*omised  us  in  the  doctrine  of  thy  servant  Moses.

throughout  their  generations. 

And  tbo  Lord  spoke  onto  MoneN.  saying:  command 
the  children  of  Israel  and  ««y  unto  them,  my  offering,  «7 
trend  which  my  Ore  consume*  for  a  *w**pt  m»»onr  unto  m*. 
•hall  ye  ob«*»r*«  to  offer  auto  uie  In  It*  due  «e»i»on.  And  tho« 
•halt  fta/  unto  them,  this  I*  tbe  offering  made  by  flr«,  whieb 
f«  Bhall  offer  unto  the  t/oril  fur  a  continual  burnt-offering. 
The  one  lamb  nhalt  thou  offer  In  the  morning,  and  the  other 
lamb  ahalt  tbou  offer  at  evening,  arid  a  tenth  part  of  an  ephab 
<af  ftuur  for  a  meat-flour  for  a  meat-offering  mingled  with  oil 
for  one  bullock  Brut  jrear  without  «;«.»t  and  thrvc  tenth-deal* 
«f  offering  mingled  with  a  fourth  part  of  •  htn  of  beaten  oil. 
(t  U  a  continual  hunit-offerlng  which  wa«  urdHlned  In  Mount 
gloat  for  a  aw**et  aavour.  a  aarrtfire  made  h.v  (1r«>  unto  th« 
Lord  Aad  a  drink-offering  thereof  phall  be  the  fourth  part  of 
a  kin  fo  tbe  one  lamb:  In  the  holy  place  aha  It  thou  canne  tha 
•trong  wine  to  he  p<iiired  (into  the  Lord  for  a  drink-offering. 
And  the  other  lamb  shalt  thou  offer  «t  evening,  a*  the  meat* 
offnrlnf  of  the  mornlr-g.  and  as  tbe  drink-offering  thereof,  the* 
abalt  offer  It,  a  aacrlflco  made  by  flre  of  a  aweet  aavoar  unto  tb« 
Urd. 
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Which  are  the  places  of  sacrificing?  the  holy  of 
holiest,  their  sacrifice  was  toward  the  north :  the  bul 
lock  and  goat  on  the  day  of  atonement,  their  sacrifice 
was  in  the  north:  and  the  reception  of  their  blood  in 
the  vessel  of  service  in  the  north,  and  their  blood  re 
quired  sprinkling  over  and  between  the  staves,  the 
veil/  and  the  golden  altar,  one  gift  neglected,  inter 
rupted  the  serviec ;  the  rest  of  their  blood  was  poured 
at  the  bottom  on  the  west  side  of  the  outer  altar;  if 
not  given  it  did  not  interrupt  the  service.  The  bul 
locks  and  the  goats  which  were  burnt,  their  sacrifice 
at  the  north  side.  And  the  reception  of  their  blood, 
in  the  vessel  of  service  at  the  north  :  and  their  blood 
required  sprinkling  on  the  veil,  and  on  the  golden 
altar :  one  gift  omitted,  interrupted  the  service ;  and 
the  rest  of  their  blood  was  poured  at  the  bottom  on 
the  western  side  of  the  outer  altar ;  if  it  was  not 
given,  it  would  not  hinder :  both  were  burnt  in  the 
house  of  ashes.  The  sin-offering  of  the  whole  congre 
gation,  and  of  particular  persons,  these  are  they; 
the  sin-offerings  of  the  whole  congregation,  the  goats 
which  were  brought  on  the  beginning  of  the  months, 
and  they  of  the  festivals,  their  slaughter  was  at  the 
north  ;  and  the  reception  of  their  blood  was  in  vessels 
of  service  in  the  north  ;  and  their  blood  required  four 
gifts  on  the  four  corners.  In  which  manner  he 
went  up  the  sloping,  and  turned  towards  the  Sobib, 
and  came  to  the  southeast  corner,  then  to  the  north- 
fast,  northwest,  and  from  thence  to  the  southwest; 
the  rest  of  the  blood  was  poured  at  the  bottom  of  the 
south  ;  and  they  were  eaten  within  sight  of  the  cur 
tains,  by  the  males  of  the  priesthood,  dressed  after 
any  manner,  for  that  day  and  night,  until  midnight. 
The  burnt-offering  is  holy  of  holies ;  her  sacrifice  was 
at  the  north ;  the  reception  of  her  blood  was  in  a 
serving  vessel  in  the  north ;  and  her  blood  required  two 
gifts,  which  are  four :  it  required  flaying  and  dis 
membering  and  total  consuming  by  fire.  The  peace- 
offerings  of  the  whole  congregation,  and  for  tres 
passes,  these  are  the  trespasses :  the  trespass  of  thiev 
ery  :  of  falsities ;  of  a  betrothed  servant  of  Nazarite ;  of 
':*  Vol.  T. 
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leprosy ;  and  doubtful  sin  :  their  slaughter  was  in  the 
north;  the  reception  of  their  blood  was  in  a  vessel  of 
•ervice  at  the  north;  and  their  blood  required  two 
ffift8,  which  are  four;  and  they  were  eaten  within  the 
curtains  by  the  males  of  the  priesthood  dressed  after 
any  manner,  for  that  day  and  night  until  midnight. 

The  thanksgiving-offering,  and  the  ram  of  the  Naz- 
arite,  less  holy,  their  slaughter  was  in  all  places  in  the 
outer  court  ;  and  their  blood  required  two  gifts,  which 
are  four:  and  they  were  eaten  in  all  the  city  by  all 
men,  dressed  after  any  manner,  that  day  and  night, 
until  midnight.  That  which  the  priest  takes  from  the 
offerings,  are  like  the  rest,  except  that  what  wa.s  separ 
ated  was  eaten  by  the  priests,  their  wives,  their  chil 
dren,  and  their  servants.  The  peace-offering  less  holy, 
their  slaughter  was  in  any  part  of  the  court,  and  ita 
blood  required  two  gifts,  which  are  four :  and  were 
eaten  throughout  the  city  by  all  men  dressed  after  any 
manner,  for  two  days  and  one  night  :  the  separation  of 
them  was  like  the  rest,  except  that  which  was  separ 
ated,  was  eaten  by  the  priests,  their  wives,  their  chil 
dren,  and  their  servants.  The  first-born,  the  tithes, 
and  the  offering  of  passover  was  less  li  >ly.  their  sacri 
fice  might  be  in  any  part  of  the  court,  and  their  blood 
required  one  gift,  only  it  must  be  given  towards  the 
bottom,  but  there  was  a  difference  in  the  eating:  the 
first-born  was  eaten  by  the  priest,  and  the  tithe  by 
every  one;  and  they  were  eaten  in  all  the  city,  dressed 
after  an_y  manner,  for  two  days  and  one  night.  The 
passover-offering  was  not  eaten  but  in  the  night,  it  wa* 
not  eaten  but  till  midnight :  it  was  not  eaten  but  by  a 
certain  number,  nor  was  it  eaten  otherwise  than  roast 
ed.

From  the 
principal  constitution  contained  in  one  Terse,  and  the  prin- 
fipal  constitution  deduced  from  two  verses.  4.  Prom  comparing 
A  general  description  with  Its  specified  particular.  B.  From 
t  particular  text  followed  by  a  general  one.  6.  Precepts 
treated  of,  first  In  general,  and  then  in  particular,  and  again 
la  general,  thou  must  not  adjudgt  but  according  to  that  which 
Is  similar  to  th*  particular.  T.  From  a  general  description 
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that  requires  a  particular,  or  specific  text,  to  explain  It;  and 
from  a  particular  text  that  requires  a  general  one.  8.  Every 
thing  that  is  comprehended  under  a  general  description,  and  it 
afterwards  particularly  exempted  therefrom  in  order  to  teach 
as  something  concerning  it;  the  exemptiou  Is  not  given  for  lt§ 
•ake  only,  but  to  teach  the  same  of  the  whole  general  term. 

9.  A.nd    everything    that    is    included   in    a    general    description, 
and  IB  afterwards  excepted,  to  prove  an  argument  similar  to  iti 
•ubject;    in    that    case,    it    alleviates,    but    does    not    aggravate. 

10.  And  every   thing   that   is   included   in   a   general   description, 
and   is  afterwards  excepted,  to  prove  an  argument  not  similar 
to  its  subject;   in   such  case,   it  serves  to  alleviate  and   aggra 
vate.        11.  And    every    thing    that    is    included    in    a    general 
description,    and    Is    afterwards    excepted,    to   determine    a    new 
natter,    cannot   be   restored    to   the   general    term,    unless   it   be, 
by    being    expressly    mentioned    in    the    text.     12.  And    a    thing 
that   is  deduced   from    the   subject  Itself;   and   a   thing   deduced 
from  the  end  of  the  text.     13.  And  thus  when   two  texts  con 
tradict    each    other,    we    cannot    determine    the    sense    until    a 
third  text  is  produced,  which  reconciles  them.

Lord  la  perfect,  converting  the  soul;  the  testimony  of  the  Lord 
la  wire,  making  wise  the  simple.  The  Htatutes  of  the  Lord 
•  r«  right,  rejoicing  the  heart;  the  commandment  of  the  Lord 
Is  pur*  enlightening  the  eyea.  The  fear  of  the  Lord  Is  clean, 
enduring  for  ever:  the  Judgments  of  the  I<ord  are  true  and 
righteous  altogether.

Come,  ye  children,  hearken  unto  me :  I  will  teach  you 
the  fear  of  the  Lord.  What  man  is  he  that  desireth 
life,  and  loveth  many  days,  that  he  may  see  good? 
Keep  thy  tongue  fr.om  evil,  and  thy  lips  from  speak 
ing  guile.  Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good ;  seek  peace 
and  pursue  it  The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  upon  the 
righteous,  and  his  ears  are  open  unto  their  cry.  The 
face  of  the  Lord  is  against  them  that  do  evil,  to  cut 
off  the  remembrance  of  them  from  the  earth.  The 
righteous  cry,  and  the  Lord  heareth,  and  delivereth 
them  out  of  all  their  troubles.  The  Lord  is  nigh 
unto  them  that  are  of  a  broken  heart ;  and  saveth  such 
them  all.  He  keepeth  all  his  bones :  not  one  of  them 
as  be  of  a  contrite  spirit.  Many  are  the  afflictions 
of  the  righteous :  but  the  Lord  delivereth  him  out  of 
to  broken.  Evil  shall  slay  the  wicked:  and  they  that 
hate  the  righteous  shall  be  desolate.  The  Lord  re- 
deemeth  the  soul  of  his  servants :  and  none  of  them 
that  trust  In  him  shall  be  desolate. 
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A  Prayer  of  Moses  the  man  of  God.  Lord,  thoo 
fc*«t  been  our  dwelling  place  In  all  generation*.  Before  tht 
mountains  we-*  brought  forth, 'or  erer  thon  hadst  formed  ths 
•arth  and  the  world  even  from  everlanting  to  everlasting, 
thou  art  GoJ.  Tbon  turnest  man  to  destruction,  and  sayest, 
usturn,  ye  children  of  man.  For  a  tbouaand  yeara  In  thy  sight 
art  but  a*  .venter-day  wh«'u  1t  la  past,  and  as  a  watch  In  th« 
Thou  hart  set  our  inlquitlea  before  tbee,  oor  secret  alna  in  th« 
night.  Tbou  carr1*-«t  tbein  away  aa  with  a  flood;  they  are  at 
a  aleep,  |j  the  morning  they  are  like  grass  which  growetfc 
•p.  In  the  morning  it  flourlshetb  and  groweth  up;  IB 
tb«  eTenlng  it  In  cut  down,  and  wltbereth.  For  we  ara 
consumed  by  thine  anger  and  by  thy  wrath  are  we  troubled. 
Thou  baat  set  our  Iniquities  before  thee  our  aecret  ulna  in  tht 
tight  of  thy  countenance.  For  all  our  daya  are  passed  away 
In  thy  wrath:  we  spend  our  jears  aa  a  tale  that  la  told. 
The  daya  of  our  rears  are  threescore  yeara  and  ten;  and  if 
by  reavon  of  strenptb  they  be  fourscore  years,  yet  ia  thert 
strength.  lat>or  ami  sorrow,  for  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly 
away.  Who  kno^etb  tbee  In  thy  wrath?  So  teach  ua  to  num 
ber  our  daya.  Ihe  power  of  thine  unger,  even  according  to 
thy  fear,  so  we  may  apply  our  ho  arts  unto  wisdom.  Return, 
0  Lord,  bow  long?  and  let  it  repent  thee  concerning  thy 
Sfrrants.  O  sttlsfy  ua  early  with  thy  mercy;  that  we  may 
rejoice  and  he  glad  all  da.ra.  Make  ua  glad  according  to  tha 
taja  wherein  thou  bust  a  filleted  us,  and  the  yeartt  wherein 
ir«  hare  seen  evil.  Let  the  work  appear  unto  thy  servants  and 
thy  glory  unto  their  children.  And  let  the  beautv  of  the 
Lnrd  our  God  be  upon  us:  and  establish  thou  the  work  of  our 
broda  upon  us;  yea,  the  work  of  our  bands  establish  thou  it.

Praise  ye  him,  sun  and  moon :  praise  him,  all  ye 
stars  of  light.  Praise  him,  ye  heavons  of  heavens,  and 
ye  waters  that  be  above  the  heavens.  Let  them 
praise  the  name  of  the  Lord,  for  he  commanded, 
and  they  were  created.  He  hath  also  established  them 
for  ever  and  ever :  he  hath  made  a  decree  which  shall 
not  pass.  Praise  the  Lord  from  the  earth,  ye  dragons, 
and  all  deeps.  Fire  and  hail ;  snow  and  vapors ; 
stormy  wind  fulfilling  his  word.  Mountains,  and  all

Thou  didst  blow  with  the  wind;  the  sea  covered  them:  they 
tank  as  lead  In  the  mighty  waters.  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  0 
Lord  among  the  gods?  Who  is  like  tbee,  glorious  in  holiness.

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fearful  in  praises  doing  wonders?  Thou  stretchest  out  thy 
right  hand,  the  earth  swallowed  th^ru.  Thou  in  thy  ineroj 
hast  led  forth  the  people  whi?h  thou  hast  redeemed:  thou 
hast  guided  them  in  thy  strength  unto  thy  holy  habitation* 
Th,?  people  shall  hear,  and  be  afraid:  sorrow  shall  take  hold 
ou  the  tnhabltance  of  Palestine.  Then  the  dukes  of  Edom 
shall  be  amazed:  the  mighty  men  of  Moab,  trembling  shall 
take  hold  upon  them;  all  the  inhabitants  of  Canaan  shall  melt 
•  way.  Fear  and  dread  shall  fall  upon  them;  by  the  greatness 
of  thine  arm  they  shall  be  as  still  as  a  stone;  till  the  people 
pass  over,  which  thou  hast  purchased.

the  Almighty  continually,  declaring  the  glory  of  thee, 
O  God  !  and  thy  holiness. 

Be  thou  Blessed,  O  Lord,  our  God,  for  the 
praise  of  the  works  of  thy  hands,  and  for  the  bright 
luminary  which  thou  hast  made  to  .glorify  thee.  Selah, 
be  thou  blessed,  O  our  King !  our  Redeemer !  the 
Creator  of  holiness,  be  thy  name  praised  for  ever.  O 
our  King!  who  formed  ministers,  all  which  minister 
unto  thee,  standing  in  the  height  of  the  universe,  who 
cause  their  voices  to  be  lovely,  and  mighty,  and  all 
performing  with  terror  and  fear,  the  pleasure  of  their 
Creator;  and  all  open  their  mouths  in  holiness,  with

resplendent  light;  at  his  look  the  moon  assumed  its 
varying  form.  The  whole  heavenly  host  ascribe  praise 
unto  him :.  the  seraphim,  ophanim,  and  holy  angels 
ascribe  glory  and  majesty. 

We  will  give  praise  to  God,  who  rested  from 
all  his  works  on  the  seventh  clay;  he  exalted  himself 
and  sat  on  his  majestic  throne.  With  honor  did  he 
adorn  the  day  of  rest,  and  called  the  sabbath-day  • 
day  of  delight.  This  is  the  glory  of  the  seventh  day ; 
the  omnipotent  rested  thereon  from  all  his  work,  and 
the  seventh  day  therefore  praiseth  itself  with  a  psalm 
and  song  for  the  sabbath.  Therefore  all  whom  God 
hath  formed  shall  glorify  and  bless  him ;  they  shall 
ascribe  praise,  honor  and  glory  unto  the  King  who 
hath  formed  all  things,  and  who  through  his  holiness 
causeth  his  people  Israel  to  inherit  rest  on  the  holy 
sabbath  :  Thy  name,  O  Lord,  our  God  !  shall  be  sancti 
fied,  and  thy  memorial.  O  our  King!  be  glorified  in  the 
heaven  above,  and  on  the  earth  beneath,  for  all  the 
praiseworthy  works  of  thy  hands,  and  for  the  bright 
luiuiaaries  \vhich  thou  hast  formed,  they  shall  glorify 
tb««  for  ever. 
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purity,  with  songs  and  with  psalmody,  they  bless  and 
praise,  glorify  and  strengthen,  sanctify  and  proclaim, 
the  name  of  the  Almighty  King!  great,  strong  and 
tremendous,  holy  is  he ;  and  they  all  receive  the  yoke 
of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  upon  them,  one  from  the 
other,  and  give  power  one  to  the  other,  to  sanctify 
their  Creator  with  a  quiet  mind,  pure  lips,  and  with 
holy  swee  less  :  they  all  answer  as  one,  and  say  with 
terror — Hu/y,  Holy,  Holy,  O  Lord  of  hosts !  the  whole 
earth  is  full  of  his  glory. 

The  King  enlarges  on  this  merciful  day  his 
glory  as  a  tent :  he  searches  the  thoughts  of  low  and 
high,  the  King!  The  king  is  girt  with  majesty  and 
almightiness  ;  heaven  and  earth  quake  for  fear  of  the 
King. 

The  King,  who  hath  formed  all  the  hearts, 
he  will  have  indulgence  for  them  ;  the  King,  who  doth 
know  the  intentions  of  their  actions,  he  will  pardon 
them.  As  a  memorial  is  fixed  that  day,  on  which  we 
sound  the  trumpet  before  the  King,  fixed  for  Israel, 
to  purify  them  before  thee,  O  King!  The  King  of  the 
Kings  givps  sustenance  to  those  that  fear  him:  he  will 
remember  his  confederacy  for  ever  at  best,  the  King ! 
O  King,  have  indulgence  with  the  posterity  of 
the  King  (Abraham)  !  We  approach  thee  with  fear, 
our  King,  we  have  prepared  to  supplicate  thee  since 
yesterday.  O  King!  Preserve  thy  favor  to  the 
descendants  of  him,  to  whom  thou  hast  vouchsafed 
te  send  him  three  angels,  O  King!  Hear  those  who 
rely  upon  the  merits  of  him  for  whom  the  angels  wept 
(Isaac)  ;  O  King!  Despise  not  their  entreaties  for 
the  sake  of  him  who  lodged  in  the  place  where  the 
angels  of  the  King  ascended  and  descended. 

O  deliver  them  this  day  from  strict  jus 
tice  and  fault,  O  King !  Let  them  be  innocent  with 
mercy  and  destine  them  for  good,  O  King !  Let  be 
agreeable  to  thee,  O  King,  the  (on  Sabbath  join 
memorial  of)  sounding  of  the  trumpet  (on  Sabb.  join: 
en  which  we  do  only  remember  this  day),  take  pitj 
on  those  who  hope  for  thee,  O  King ! 
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Give  heed  to  the  praying  of  a  people  who  searches 
thee,  O  King,  turn  to  those  who  support  the  blessing 
and  bless,  thee,  thee,  the  almighty  and  everlasting 
King ! 

And  the  angels  shall  sing,  the  cherubs  glorify,  the 
seraphims  exalt  in  song,  and  the  angels  bless  the 
Lord ;  and  the  face  of  every  angel,  orphan  and 
cherub ;  also  the  seraphim  opposite  each  other,  thej 
sing,  praise  and  say:  Blessed  be  the  Glory  of  ch« 
Lord  from  his  place. 

To  the  blessed  God  pleasant  song  shall  be  given,  to 
the  King,  the  living  and  ever  existing  God,  psalms 
shall  be  said,  and  praises  be  heard,  for  he  alone 
worketh  mighty:  maketh  new  things,  master  of  bat 
tles,  sower  of  righteousness,  raiser  up  of  salvation, 
creator  of  medicine,  tremendous  in  praises,  Lord  of 
wonders;  who  reneweth  with  his  goodness,  daily  and 
constantly  the  works  of  the  creation,  as  it  is  written, 
to  him  that  made  great  lights,  for  his  mercy  endur- 
eth  for  ever,  O  shine  forth  a  new  light  on  Zion  !  that 
we  may  all  speedily  behold  its  light.

It  Is 
true  that  the  everlasting  God  is  our  King;  the  Rock 
of  Jacob,  and  the  Shield  of  our  salvation.  He  en- 
dureth  from  generation  to  generation  ;  his  name  also 
abideth  :  his  throne  is  established,  and  his  kingdom  and 
truth  endure  for  ever.  His  words  also  are  living  and 
stable,  faithful  and  desirable  for  ever,  even  unto  all 
Hges  ;  as  well  those  which  he  hath  spoken  concerning 
our  fathers,  as  those  concerning  us,  our  children  and 
our  genprations,  and  all  the  generations  of  the  seed  of 
Israel,  thy  servants.  Roth  concerning  the  first  and 
the  last,  it  is  a  good  word,  and  established  unto  all 
eternity;  spoken  in  truth  and  faithfulness,  and  is  a 
statute  that  shall  not  pass  away.

sons  in  judgment  ;  for  he  is  both  witness  and  accuser, 
and  perfectly  acquainted  with  the  works  of  mankind 
which  he  judgeth  ;  and  every  one  beareth  witness 
•  gainst  himself  on  the  day  of  judgment,  and  according 
to  ait  written  contract  and  his  deeds  will  he  be 
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judged,  and  his  actions  will  point  out  his  judgment: 
•urely,  the  stone  from  the  wall  and  the  beam  from 
the  timber  will  bear  witness  against  him  in  judgment : 
all  ia  truth,  and  all  is  justice ;  conformable  to  mercy, 
and  conformable  to  justice.  Surely,  this  day  is  estab 
lished  thereon  to  judge  the  nations,  and  in  which  all 
souls  wiH  be  judged :  it  is  ordained  as  a  day  of  memo 
rial  to  the  first  and  last  day,  thereon  to  remember  the 
mer't  of  those  who  sleep  in  Hebron  (our  ancestors), 
under  whose  shade  the  rose  of  Sharon  (Israel)  may  be 
protected ;  those  who  return  to  the  stronghold  may  be 
justified ;  even  those  who  sound  the  cornet,  and  cry 
aloud,  that  through  their  righteousness  they  may  find 
favor  to  be  delivered  from  wrath  and  indignation.  And 
as  the  father  of  the  nation  (Abraham)  observed  the 
path  of  justice  and  righteousness,  so  may  his  offspring 
find  justice,  mercy,  and  liberality :  and  as  the  mute 
dove  (Israel)  sowed  liberality,  so  may  his  posterity 
rea^>  truth  and  liberality :  and  as  was  given  the  per 
fect  (Jacob)  In  faith,  so  may  his  offspring  be  en 
dowed  with  faith  and  righteousness ;  for  the  throne  of 
his  glory  is  arranged  with  justice ;  and  the  advocate 
stands  in  his  presence  to  intercede  for  righteousness; 
and  when  the  cornet  is  sounded  by  those  who  are  poor 
in  righteousness,  the  righteous  father  will  compas 
sionate  them,  and  pray  for  them,  to  him  who  loveth 
righteousness,  saying,  far  be  it  from  thee,  who  pub- 
llsheth  righteousness,  to  do  justice  without  righteous 
ness.  And  though  in  justice  there  is  no  favor;  and 
where  there  is  no  justice  there  is  favor;  yet  dost  thou 
truly  blend  justice  with  righteousness,  to  judge  the 
world  according  to  the  rule  of  righteousness  ;  for  the 
base  of  thy  throne  is  justice  and  righteousness.

HIa 
head  is  a  fine  gold,  he  will  justify  me:  his  garment  IB 
a«  w&ite  as  snow  :  he  will  cleanse  me:  and  the  hair  of 
k  *  head  is  as  pure  wool :  be  has  declared  he  will 
c  fanse  those  that  are  not  clean,  and  will  surely  thor- 
c  4ghly  cleanse  me:  he  Videth  above  the  heavens,  and 
will  enlighten  me:  and  sitteth  in  the  chambers  of  the 
South  as  an  experienced  Judge,  in  the  borders  of  Ben 
jamin  in  TselLsach.  to  clear  me.  And  the  feet  of  the 
living  creatures  in  the  plain  of  the  heavens  are  ex 
alted  exceeding  high  :  they  praise  him  who  is  blessed 
from  his  residence  ;  they  spread  their  wings,  and  join 
each  other  to  multiply  pardon,  to  justify  thy  people 
In  judgment:  they  run  and  return  as  the  appearance 
of  a  flash  of  lightning:  they  bide  themselves  from 
beholding  the  divine  presence,  and  in  dread,  sweat 
drops  as  burning  coals,  whence  issues  a  fiery  stream 
of  flaming  fire;  and  over  their  heads  is  expanded  the 
likeness  of  a  firmament  of  tremendous  ice.

And 
Ablmelech  sjild,  I  Unow  nut  who  hatb  done  this  thing;  neither 
didst  thou  tell  me.  in.r  have  I  heard  of  It  till  tMs  d*y.  And 
Abraham  took  sheep  and  oxen,  and  gave  them  unto  Abime- 
lech;  and  both  of  tti*>ut  made  a  covenant.  AIK!  Atiraham  set 
•eren  ewe  lambs  of  tin-  dock  by  themselves.  Ai><i  Aolmelech 
•aid  onto  Abraham,  what  mean  those  seven  ewe  hunt*,  which 
tbon  hast  set  by  themselves?  And  he  said,  for  these  seven 
twe  lambs  shalt  thou  take  of  my  hand,  that  they  tu*y  b» 
witness  unto  me  that  I  have  digged  thia  well  When-fore  be 
called  the  name  of  that  place  Reer-Slieha;  because  the/  botb 
Of  them  swore.  Thus  made  they  a  covenant  at  Bet- r-Slieha ; 
then  Abimelech  rose  up.  and  Pblcol,  the  chief  captain  of  his 
host,  and  they  returned  unto  the  land  of  the  Philistine*.  Aud

And  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt-offer 
ing  for  a  sweet  savor  unto  the   Lord:  one  young  bul 
lock,  one  ram,  and  seven  lambs  of  the  first  year  with 
out  blemish.      And  their  meat-offering  and  their  drink- 
offering,  as  is  said  :  three  tenth  deals  unto  the  bollock. 

•  ud   two   tenth   deals   unto  the  ram,  and  a   tenth   'leal 
unto  the  lamb,  and  the  wine  for  the  drink  offering,  and 
the  two  kids  for  an  atonement,  and  the  two  continual 
offerings  according  to  their  institution. 

And  this  is  the  law  which  Moses  set  before  the 
children  of  Israel,  by  the  command  of  the  Lord,  by 
the  band  of  Moses.  It  is  a  tree  of  life  to  those  that 
lay  hold  on  it ;  and  the  supporters  thereof  are  happy. 
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Its  ways  are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all  it*  pftth* 
are  peace.  Length  of  days  is  on  its  right  and  on  It* 
left  are  riches  and  honor.  The  Lord  was  pleased  for 
hi*  righteousness  sake  to  magnify  the  law  and  adorn 
it 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Tx>rd.  our  Ood  !  King  of  the  uni 
verse  !  who  hath  chosen  good  prophets  :  and  delight«4 
in  their  words,  which  were  dplivered  in  truth.  Blessed 
art  tbou,  O  Lord  !  who  hath  chosen  the  law,  his  ser 
vant  Moses,  his  people  Israel,  and  the  true  and  right 
eous  prophpLs. 

And  there  was  a  certain  man  of  Ramathaim 
zophim,  of  mount  Ephraim,  whose  name  was  Eikanah. 
the   son    of   Jeroham,    the   son    of    Klihu,    the   son   of 
Tohu,  the  son  of  Zupf  and  Ephrathite.

(Peninnah)    also    provoked    her    continually    to    make 
her    fret    because    the    Lord    had   shut    up    her   womb. 
And   thus    It   was   yearly,    when   she   went   up   to   the 
hoiise  of  the  Lord,  the  other  provoked  her :  therefore 
•ha  wept,  and  did   not  eat     Then  said   Eikanah,  her 
husband,   to  her,   Hannah,   why   weepest   thou?     Why 
eaiest  thou  not?    And  why  is  thy  heart  grieved?     Am 
not  I  better  to  thee  than  ten  sons?     So  Hannah  rose 
ap  after  they  had  eaten  in  Shiloh,  and  after  they  had 
drank.     Now   Eli,  the  priest  sat  upon  a  seat  by  the 
po*t  of  the  temple  of  the  Lord.     And  she  was  in  bit 
terness  of  soul,  nnd  prayed  unto  the  Lord,  and   wept 
•ore.      And  she    vow*»d   a    vow.   and   said.    O    lx>rd  of 
(f    thou    wilt    indped    look    on    the    affliction    of 
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thine  handmaid,  and  remember  me,  and  not  forget 
thine  handmaid,  but  will  give  unto  thine  handmaid  a 
male  child,  then  will  I  consecrate  him  unto  the  Lord 
all  the  days  of  his  life,  and  no  razor  shall  come 
upon  his  Head.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  she  continued 
praying  before  the  Lord,  that  Eli  observed  the  motion 
of  her  mouth.  Now,  Hannah  spake  in  her  heart,  her 
lips  only  moved,  but  her  voice  was  not  heard ;  there 
fore  Eli  thought  she  had  been  drunken.  And  Eli 
said  unto  her  how  long  wilt  thou  be  drunken?  Put 
away  thy  wine  from  thee.  And  Hannah  answered 
and  said,  no,  my  lord,  I  am  a  woman  of  a  sorrowful 
spirit ;  I  have  drank  neither  wine  nor  strong  drink, 
but  have  poured  out  my  soul  before  the  Lord.  Count 
not  thine  handmaid  for  a  base  woman,  for  out  of  the 
abundance  of  my  complaint  and  grief  have  I  spoken 
hitherto.  Then  Eli  answered  and  said,  go  in  peace, 
and  the  God  of  Israel  grant  thee  thy  petition  that 
thou  hast  asked  him.  And  she  said,  let  thine  hand 
maid  .find  grace  in  thy  sight  So  the  woman  went 
away,'  and  did  eat,  and  her  countenance  was  no 
more  sad.

offerings  according  to  their  institution. 
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On  the  Sabbath  say  : 

They  shall  be  joyful  in  thy  kingdom,  the  observers 
of  the  Sabbath  ;  and  they  be  called  a  people  that  de 
light  and  sanctify  the  seventh  day.  They  are  all  satis 
fied,  and  delight  in  thy  benevolence,  for  in  the  seventh 
day  thou  delighted  ;  thou  sanctified  it ;  the  desirable  of 
all  days  t>ou  called  it,  in  rememberance  of  the  works 
of  tin-  beginning  of  thy  creation.

For  we  reverently  kneel, 
bow  and  prostrate  before  the  Supreme  King  of  kings, 
holy  and  blessed  is  He ;  who  hath  extendeth  the 
heavens,  and  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth ;  resi 
dence  of  whose  glory  is  in  the  heavens  above,  and  his 
potent  and  divine  presence  in  the  highest  empyrean. 
He  is  our  God,  and  there  is  no  other ;  he  is  truly  our 
king,  and  besides  him  there  is  no  other ;  as  it  is  written 
in  his  law,  know  therefore  this  day,  and  consider  it  in 
thine  heart,  that  the  Lord  he  is  God  in  heaven  above, 
and  upon  the  earth  beneath  ;  there  is  none  else. 

We  therefore  hope  in  thee,  O  Lord,  our 
God  I  speedily  to  behold  thy  glorious  power ;  to  remove 
the  abomination  from  the  earth,  and  cause  the  idols  to 
be  utterly  destroyed  that  the  Universe  may  be  estab 
lished  under  the  sole  dominion  of  the  Almighty,  «jo  that 
all  flesh  may  invoke  thy  name,  all  the  wicked  turn  unto 
thee,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  know  and 
acknowledge  that  unto  thee  every  knee  shall  bend,  and 
every  tongue  swear.  Before  thee,  O  Lord,  our  God  I 
shall  they  kneel  and  fall  prostrate,  and  to  thy  glorious 
name  shall  they  ascribe  honor ;  and  all  of  them  shall 
they  ascribe  honor ;  and  all  of  them  shall  willingly 
submit  to  the  yoke  of  thy  dominion.  Deign  thou  there 
fore  to  reign  over  them  forever  and  ever  ;  for  the  king 
dom  is  thine,  and  forever  and  ever  thou  shalt  reign 
in  glory ;  as  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  the  Lord  shall 
reign  forever  and  ever. 

It  is  also  said  he  hath  not  beheld  iniquity 
in  Jacob,  neither  hath  he  seen  perverseness  in  Israel ; 
the  Lord  his  God  is  with  him.  and  the  shout  of  a  king 
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is  among  them.  And  it  is  said  he  was  king  in  Jeshu- 
run,  when  the  heads  of  the  people,  and  the  tribes  of 
Israel,  were  gathered  together.  And  in  thy  holy  word 
It  is  written,  saying,  for  the  kingdom  is  the  Lord's,  and 
he  is  the  governor  among  the  nations.  And  it  is  said 
the  Lord  reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with  majesty;  the 
Lord  is  clothed  with  strength,  wherewith  he  hath 
girded  himself;  the  world  also  is  established,  that  he 
cannot  be  moved.  And  it  is  said  lift  up  your  heads,  O 
ye  gates;  and  be  raised  wide,  ye  everlasting  doors! 
and  the  King  of  glory  shall  c\>me  in.  Who  is  this 
King  of  Glory  The  Lord,  strong  and  mighty :  the 
Lord,-  mighty  in  battle.  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye 
gates !  even  lift  them  up,  ye  everlasting  doors,  and  the 
King  of  Glory  shall  come  in.  Who  is  this  King  of 
Glory  The  Lord  of  Hosts !  he  is  the  King  of  Glory. 
Selah.  And  by  the  hands  of  thy  servants,  the  proph 
ets,  it  is  written,  saying  thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  King 
of  Israel,  and  his  Redeemer,  the  Lord  of  Hosts  I  I  am 
the  first,  and  I  am  the  last  and  beside  me  there  is  no 
God.  And  it  is  said,  and  deliverers  shall  go  up  to 
Mount  Zion,  to  judge  the  Mount  of  Esau ;  and  the 
kingdom  shall  be  the  Lord's.  It  is  also  said,  and  the 
Eternal  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth ;  in  that  day 
the  Lord  alone  shall  be  acknowledged  an  unity,  and 
his  name  be  unity.  And  in  the  law  it  is  written, 
saying :  Hear,  O  Israel !  the  Lord  is  our  God,  is  One. 

Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors, 
reign  thou  over  the  whole  earth  in  thy  glory ;  and  in 
thv  majesty  be  exalted  over  the  whole  earth;  shine 
forth  in  the  excellence  of  thy  supreme  power  over  all 
the  inhabitants  of  thy  terrestrial  world :  may  every 
thing  which  hath  been  made  be  sensible  that  thou  hast 
made  it ;  and  every  thing  formed  understand  that 
thou  hast  formed  it,  and  all  who  have  breath  in  their 
nostrils,  declare  that  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  reigueth, 
and  by  his  supreme  power  ruleth  over  all.  (On  the 
Sabbath  say :  Our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers, 
we  beseech  thee  to  be  pleased  with  our  days  of  rest.) 
O  sanctify  us  with  thy  commandments,  and  let  thy 
law  be  our  portion;  satisfy  us  with  thy  goodness; 
rejoice  our  souls  with  thy  salvation.  (On  the  Sabbath 
day  say)  :  And  cause  us,  O  Lord  our  God!  to  inherit 
the  holy  Sabbath  with  love  and  delight;  and  grant 
that  Israel,  who  sanctify  thy  name,  may  have  rest 
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thereon,  and  purify  our  hearts  to  serve  thee  in  truth  ; 
for  thou  art  the  God  of  truth,  and  thy  promise  is  true 
and  permanent  for  ever.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord ! 
King  of  the  whole  earth,  who  sanctifieth  (on  the 
Sabbath:  the  Sabbath  and)  Israel  and  the  day  of 
memorial. 

This  day,  the  world  was  called  into  existence; 
this  day  he  causeth  all  the  creatures  of  the  universe 
to  stand  in  judgment,  either  as  children,  or  as  ser 
vants.  If  we  are  esteemed  as  children,  have  mercy 
upon  us,  as  a  father  hath  mercy  on  his  children,  and  if 
as  servants  our  eyes  are  attentively  fixed  on  thee. 
until  thou  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  bring  forth  our 
judgment  as  the  light,  O  thou  who  art  so  tremendous 
and  holy. 

Thou  hast  in  mind  all  the  works  of  the 
universe,  and  visitest  all  the  ancient  formations ;  in 
thy  presence  is  revealed  every  hidden  thing,  and  the 
multitude  of  concealment,  which  have  existed  from 
the  beginning ;  for  there  is  no  oblivion  before  thy  holy 
throne,  neither  is  anything  hidden  from  thy  sight. 
Thou  recordest  every  act  committed,  nor  is  there  any 
thing  formed  concealed  from  thee ;  all  is  manifest  and 
evident  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord,  our  God  !  for  thou 
beholdest  and  viewest  all  things,  to  the  end  of  all 
generations :  when  thou  wilt  produce  the  decree  and 
memonal,  for  the  visitation  of  every  soul  breathing, 
to  bring  to  remembrance  many  actions  and  a  multi 
tude  of  creatures  without  end.  From  the  beginning 
hast  thou  made  this  known,  and  revealed  it  from 
aforetime ;  that  tlm  day  is  the  commencement  of  thy 
work,  a  memorial  of  the  first  day  of  the  creation  ;  it 
is  a  statute  unto  Israel,  as  a  day  of  judgment  of  the 
God  of  Jacob.  And  thereon  is  the  fate  of  the  differ 
ent  countries  pronounced,  which  is  to  be  visited  with 
the  sword,  and  which  is  blessed  with  peace ;  which 
afflicted  with  famine,  and  which  enriched  with  plenty  ; 
and  thereon  individuals  are  also  visited,  to  be  remem 
bered  for  life  or  death.  Who  is  not  visited  on  this 
day?  For  the  memorial  of  the  whole  creation,  the 
deeds  and  habits  of  man,  his  thoughts,  dexterous 
counsels  and  the  very  motives  of  his  actions.  Happy 
is  the  man  that  doth  not  forget  thee,  and  the  son  of 
man  who  steadfastly  believeth  in  thee.  For  those 
who  earnestly  seek  thee,  shall  never  stumble ;  nor 
those  who  confide  in  thee,  ever  be  ashamed ;  the 
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memorial  of  the  whole  creation  cometh  before  the? ; 
and  thou  dost  take  cognizance  of  all  their  actions. 
Noah  also  didst  thou  in  love  remember,  and  visited 
him  with  the  promise  of  salvation  and  merry,  whe?* 
thou  didst  bring  the  waters  of  the  deluge  to 'destroy 
all  flesh,  for  their  evil  deeds  ;  then  did  his  memorial 
come  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God!  to  multiply  his 
seed  as  the  dust  of  the  earth,  and  his  offspring  as  the 
sand  of  the  sea  ;  as  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  and  God 
remembered  Noah,  and  every  living  creature  and  all 
the  cattle  that  was  with  him  in  that  ark  ;  and  God 
caused  a  wind  to  pass  over  the  earth,  and  the  waters 
were  assuaged.  And  it  is  said,  and  God  heard  thoir 
groaning,  and  God  remembered  his  covenant  with 
Abraham,  with  Isaac,  and  with  Jacob.  And  it  is 
said,  and  I  will  remember  my  covenant  with  Jacob, 
and  also  my  covenant  with  Isaac,  and  also  my  cove 
nant  with  Abraham,  will  I  remember,  and  tho  land 
will  I  also  remember.  And  in  thy  holy  word  it  is 
written,  saying,  he  hath  instituted  a  memorial  of  his 
wonderful  works:  the  Lord  is  gracious  and  full  of 
compassion.  And  it  is  said,  he  hath  given  food  to 
those  who  fear  him ;  he  will  for  ever  remember  his 
covenant.  It  is  also  said,  and  he  remembered  unto 
them  his  covenant,  and  repeated  according  to  the  mul 
titude  of  his  mercies.  And  by  the  hands  of  thy  ser 
vants,  the  prophets,  as  it  is  written,  saying,  go  and 
proclaim  in  the  ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying,  thus  saith 
the  Eternal !  I  remember  the  gracefulness  of  thy 
youth,  the  love  of  thine  espousals,  when  thou  didst 
follow  me  in  the  wilderness,  through  an  uncultivated 
land.  And  it  is  said,  and  1  will  remember  my  cove 
nant  with  thee  in  the  days  of  thy  youth,  and  I  will 
establish  an  everlasting  covenant  with  thee.  And  it 
is  said,  is  not  Ephraim  my  precious  son?  is  he  not  my 
darling  child?  for  whenever  I  speak  of  him,  I  do 
earnestly  remember  him  still :  therefore  my  bowels 
are  troubled  for  him  ;  I  will  surely  have  mercy  upon 
him,  saith  the  Eternal. 

Our  God !  and  the  God  of  our  Fathers !  O  remem 
ber  us  with  a  good  memorial  before  thee,  and  visit  us 
with  the  visitations  of  salvation  and  mercy,  from  the 
ancient  heaven  of  heavens ;  and  remember  unto  us,  O 
Fx>rd !  our  God !  the  covenant,  the  mercy,  and  the 
oath,  which  thou  didst  swear  unto  our  ancestor 
(Abraham),  upon  Mount  Moriah.  and  may  the  act 
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a*  binding  his  son  (Isaac)  upon  the  altar,  be  present 
before  thee  ;  and  as  he  suppressed  his  tenderness  to 
perform  thy  will  with  an  upright  heart,  so  we  beseech 
thee,  let  thy  tender  mercy  suppress  thy  wrath  ;  and 
in  thy  great  goodress  avert  the  heat  of  thine  anger 
from  thy  people,  thy  city,  thy  land  and  thine  inheri- 
tance,  and  confirm  unto  us,  O  Lord  our  God!  the 
word  which  thou  hast  assured  us  of,  in  thy  law,  by 
the  hands  of  thy  servant  Moses:  as  it  is  said,  and  I 
will  for  their  sakes  remember  the  covenant  of  their 
ancestors,  whom  I  brought  forth  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  in  the  sight  of  the  nations,  that  I  might  be 
their  God  ;  I  am  the  Lord.  For  thou  hast  in  mind  all 
things  long  since  forgotten  ;  neither  is  there  any  ob 
livion  before  the  throne  of  thy  glory.  O  remember 
also  this  day  the  binding  of  Isaac,  in  favor  of  his 
posterity.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord!  who  remern- 
the  covenant. 


Thou  didst  reveal  thyself,  amidst  the  cloud 
of  thy  glory,  unto  thy  holy  temple,  to  s«peak  with 
them.  From  heaven  didst  thou  cause  them  to  hear 
thy  voice,  and  was  revealed  unto  them,  through  the 
brightness  of  intervening  clouds:  the  whole  world  also 
was  agitated  at  thy  presence,  and  all  creatures  of  the 
Creation  trembled  because  of  thee,  when  thou  didst 
reveal  thyself,  on  Mount  Sinai,  to  teach  thy  people 
thy  law  and  precept:  and  made  them  to  hear  the 
majesty  of  thy  voice  and  thy  holy  words  from  amidst 
flames  of  fire.  With  thunder  and  lightning  didst 
thou  reveal  thyself  unto  them,  and  with  the  sound  of 
the  trumpets  didst  thou  cause  thy  glory  to  shine  over 
them:  as  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  and  k  came  to  pass, 
on  the  third  day,  at  daybreak,  there  was  thundering 
and  a  thick  cloud  upon  the  Mount,  and  the  trumpet 
was  exceeding  loud,  and  all  the  people  in  the  camp 
trembled.  And  it  is  said,  and  the  sound  of  the  'trum 
pet  waxed  exceeding  loud  :  Moses  spake,  and  God  an 
swered  him  with  a  loud  voice.  It  is  also  said,  and 
the  people  perceived  the  thunder  ar,d  lightning,  and 
the  sound  of  the  trumpet,  and  the  mountain  smoking; 
and  when  the  people  saw  it,  they  were  moved  and 
«rood  afar  off.  And  in  thy  holy  word  it  Is  written, 
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saying,  God  ascends  amidst  the  sound  of  trumpets : 
the  Eternal  amidst  the  sounding  of  the  cornet.  And 
it  is  said,  with  trumpets,  and  the  sound  of  the  corne.t, 
shout  ye  joyfully  before  the  Lord,  the  King.  It  is 
also  said,  blow  the  trumpet  on  tho  new  moon:  on  the 
day  of  our  solemn  feast.  For  this  is  a  statute  for 
Israel,  and  an  ordinance  of  the  God  of  Jacob.  And  it 
is  said,  praise  ye  the  Lord.  Praise  God  in  his  sanc 
tuary  ;  praise  him  in  the  firmament  of  his  power ; 
praise  him  for  his  mighty  acts  ;  praise  him  according 
to  his  excellent  greatness  ;  praise  him  with  the  sound 
of  the  trumpet;  praise  him  with  the  psaltery  and 
harp:  praise  him  with  the  timbrel  and  flute:  praise 
him  with  melodious  instruments  and  organs:  praise 
him  upon  the  harmonious  cymbals  ;  praise  him  upon 
the  high-sounding  cymbals.  Let  every  thing  that  hath 
breath,  praise  the  Lord.  Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Halle 
lujah  !  And  by  thy  servants,  the  prophets,  it  is  writ 
ten,  all  ye  who  inhabit  the  world,  and  that  dwell  on 
the  earth,  when  the  standard  is  lifted  up  on  the 
mountains,  ye  shall  behold  it,  and  when  the  trumpet 
is  sounded  ye  shall  hear  it.  And  it  is  said,  and  it 
shall  come  to  pass  on  that  day,  the  great  trumpet 
shall  be  sounded,  and  those  shall  come  who  are  perish 
ing  in  the  land  of  Assyria,  and  dispersed  in  the  land 
of  Egypt ;  and  they  shall  worship  the  Lord  in  the 
holy  mountain  in  Jerusalem.  It  is  also  said,  and  the 
Lord  shall  be  visible  for  them,  and  his  arrows  shall 
go  forth  as  lightning  :  and  the  Lord  God  will  blow 
the  trumpet,  and  walk  amidst  the  whirlwinds  of  the 
south.  The  Lord  of  Hosts  will  be  their  shield.  Thus 
inayest  thou  shield  thy  people  Israel  with  thy  peace. 

Our  God !  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors, 
sound  the  great  trumpet  as  a  signal  for  our  freedom : 
and  lift  up  the  banner  to  collect  our  captives,  and 
gather  our  dispersions  from  among  the  nations,  and 
assemble  our  outcasts  from  the  extremities  of  the 
earth  ;  and  conduct  us  unto  Zion,  thy  city,  with  joy 
ful  Bong,  and  unto  Jerusalem,  the  house  of  thy  sanc 
tuary,  with  everlasting  joy.  And  there  will  we  bring 
unto  thee  the  offerings  enjoined  us,  as  instituted  for 
us  in  thy  law,  by  the  hands  of  thy  servant  Moses, 
from  thy  glorious  mouth  :  as  it  is  said,  and  on  the 
days  of  your  gladness  and  your  solemn  festivals,  and 
on  the  new  moon,  ye  shall  blow  with  the  trumpets. 
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by  your  burnt  offerings,  and  by  the  sacrifices  of  your 
peace  offerings,  tlint  they  may  be  a  memorial  for  vou 
before  your  God.  I  am  the  Eternal,  your  God  !  For 
thou  deiguest  to  hear  the  sound  of  the  cornet,  ai'fl  art 
attentive  to  the  joyful  shout ;  and  there  is  none  that 
can  be  compared  unto  thee.  Blessed  art  thou,  O 
Lord  !  who  with  mercy  deigneth  to  hear  the  sound  of 
the  joyful  shouting  of  thy  people  Israel. 

H¥"l  Graciously  accept,  O  Lord,  our  God !  thy 
people  Israel  and  have  regard  unto  their  prayers.  Re 
store  the  service  to  the  inner  part  of  thine  house,  and 
accept  of  the  burnt-offerings  of  Israel  and  their  pray 
ers  with  thy  love  and  favor.  And  may  the  service  of 
Israel,  thy  people,  be  ever  pleasing  to  thee. 

O  that  our  eyes  may  behold  thy  return  to  Zion  with 
mercy.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  !  who  restoreth  his 
divine  presence  unto  Zion. 

O^D  ^TG  reverentially  acknowledge  that  thou  art 
the  Lord  our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  for  ever 
more:  thou  art  our  strength,  the  support  of  our  life 
and  the  shield  of  our  salvation  ;  from  generation  to 
generation  will  we  render  thanks  unto  thee  and  relate 
thy  praise,  for  our  lives  which  are  ever  in  thine  hand. 
and  our  souls  which  are  always  depending  on  thy 
care;  for  thy  miraculous  providence  which  we  daily 
experience,  and  for  thy  wonders  and  thy  goodness, 
which  are  at  all  times,  evening,  morning  and  at  noon 
exercised  over  us.

^3^pr»  Sustaining  by  thy  benevolence  the  living  and 
by  thine  abundant  mercies  animating  the  dead  :  sup 
porting  those  that  fall,  healing  the  sick,  setting  at  lib 
erty  those  that  are  in  bonds ;  and  performing  thy 
faithful  words  unto  those  that  sleep  in  the  dust.  Who 
Is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord  most  mighty?  or  who  may 
be  compared  with  thee?  the  King  who  killeth  and 
again  restoreth  to  life,  and  causeth  salvation  to  flour 
ish. 

When  thou  art  seated  on  the  seat  of  judgment  and 
thy  mind  is  occupied  to  chastise  the  earth,  then  0 
most  exalted,  let  thine  ear  be  inclined  to  hearken  to 
the  sound  of  the  cornet,  which  ascends  unto  thee  from 
the  earth.  Thou  once  didst  promise  not  £o  destrov 
the  earth  a  second  time,  therefore  we  beseech  thee,  O 
Lord !  when  thou  judgest  the  earth  in  the  four  ap 
pointed  times,  remember  then  thy  promise,  and  sup 
port  us  with  thy  mercy  and  truth.

This  day  dost  thou  balance  the  actions  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  world.  O  let  righteousness  pre 
ponderate  and  bless  this  year  with  plenty,  with  dew, 
and  plenty  of  rain,  if  a  hot  season  :  and  may  those 
that  are  shut  up  in  the  bowels  of  the  earth,  be  vivified 
from  their  sleep  with  dew.

Although  thou  hast  chastised  us  according  to 
the  ways  of  thy  judgments,  yet  we  hope  in  thee,  O 
Eternal !  and  even  in  trouble,  the  desire  of  our  heart 
is  to  think  of  thee ;  with  a  pure  heart  we  sought  thee 
early  yesterday,  before  we  caused  thee  to  hear  the 
sound  of  the  Shophar.  Thou  hast  decreed  from  the 
beginning  of  creation,  principally  ordained  repent 
ance;  so  that  before  justice  was  appointed  didst  thou 
cause  it  to  precede,  for  the  deliverance  of  sinners  from 
severe  punishment.  O  thou  who  hast  fashioned  our 
inclinations,  thou  who  viewest  and  beholdest  our  in 
ward  thoughts,  if  inquiry  is  perceived  in  our  secret 
imaginations,  remember  the  merits  of  our  ancestors 
O  remember  the  merit  of  him  (Joseph)  from  whose 
shoulder  thou  didst  remove  the  yoke  of  bondage,  even 
the  servant  thou  didst  free  from  the  afflictive  chains ; 
and  though  we,  his  descendants,  have  erred,  yet  let 
his  virtue  procure  us  thy  compassion  in  this  state  of 
vanity.  O  bring  that  day,  for  which  we  so  many 
years  have  waited,  on  which  thou  wilt  gather  us  to 
gether,  and  take  vengeance  upon  the  malevolent,  the 
end  of  all  our  afflictions  ;  let  the  appointed  month  be 
revealed  in  which  the  wicked  will  flash  up  as  thorns, 
and  perish,  and  deceit  be  removed  from  the  subtle 
heart ;  and  thou  wilt  remember  the  piety  of  Abraham, 
Isaac,  and  Jacob. 

The  Lord  reigueth  for  ever ;  thy  God.  O  Zion  !  unto 
all  generations.  Hallelujah! 

Thou  most  Holy,  who  abidest  among  the  praises  of 
Israel,  we  supplicate  thee,  O  Omnipotent! 

O  God !  thou  who  art  most  faithful  in  thy  order 
of  judgment,  if  thou  shouldst  press  to  the  strictness 
of  judgment,  who  can  be  justified  before  thee,  most 
Holy ! 

If  he  doth  not  remove  his  anger,  wrath  and  in 
dignation  from  us,  in  vain  we  search  for  good  actions 
for  our  justification,  O  most  Holy  ! 

The  most  righteous  and  meritorious  men,  when  ex 
amined  in  judgment,  are  found  to  deserve  chastise 
ment  as  if  nothing  commendable  was  found  in  them. 
The  first  man  (Adam)  was  formed  of  the  dust  of  the 
earth,  whom  God  compared  to  the  heavenly  angels ; 
but  he  not  understanding  the  importance  of  his  being, 
became  as  vanity.  He  was  appointed  to  cultivaro  and

guard  the  Garden  of  Eden,  but  disobeying  God's  com 
mand,  be  was  driven  out,  and  tbis  day  he  experienced 
his  lenity.  In  due  time  the  ancient  patriarch  (Abra 
ham)  shone  forth,  when  the  world  was  sunk  in  dark 
ness  and  ignorance,  having  for  twenty  generations 
been  in  a  despicable  and  worthless  state.  lie  en 
deavored  to  lead  the  perverse  into  the  path  of  recti 
tude :  because  he  said,  whereby  shall  I  know?  he  was 
adjudged  with  the  answer  of  "know  of  a  surety." 
Observe  ye  who  follow  your  inclinations,  in  the  valley 
of  weeping  (this  world)  when  strictly  examined  in 
judgment,  who  of  you  will  be  able  to  vindicate  him 
self  in  the  presence  of  the  heavenly  judge.  He 
(Isaac)  who  was  pure  and  cheerfully  resigned  his 
soul  when  bound,  did  not  find  rest  in  his  old  age,  for 
his  eyes  waxed  him,  by  reason  of  the  smoke.  He 
<\Tacob)  who  led  his  children  to  the  tents,  where  the 
law  was  studied  :  because,  he  said,  my  way  is  hidden 
from  the  Lord,  the  fruitful  bow  (his  son  Joseph)  was 
concealed  from  him :  how  much  more  it  is  necessary 
for  the  wicked  to  repent,  and  do  good  that  their 
righteous  acts  may  shelter  them  io  the  day  of  wrath. 
When  he  examined  the  twelve  co/  anions,  the  twelve 
(tribes)  he  did  not  justify  them  ^n  their  cause,  be 
cause  they  sold  the  righteous  (Joseph)  for  silver. 
Now,  they  ill  of  fame,  who  sold  those  that  were  borne 
from  tlie  womb  for  an  harlot,  and  wine,  and  violently 
spoiled  them,  how  will  they  be  borne  down  in  judg 
ment?  When  he  ariseth  to  plead,  when  he  standeth 
up  to  judge,  he  will  judge  them  for  this,  that  all  may 
be  sensible  of  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  in  judg 
ment.  He  who  brought  down  the  law  from  heaven 
(Moses)  and  freed  the  children  of  Israel  from  the 
Egyptians,  was  punished,  when  he  said,  hear  now,  ye 
rebels ;  and  because  he  made  use  of  ten  degrading  ex 
pressions,  his  death  was  mentioned  ten  times;  and 
•when  he  drew  near  to  the  borders  of  the  land,  lie  was 
prevented  from  entering  it.  How  then  can  ye  judges, 
who  are  bribed  in  judgment,  escape  strict  line  of  jns- 
tice,  but  be  judged  according  to  your  actions?  Th« 
souths  who  offered  strange  fire  in  thp  presence  of  the 
Internal,  were  overtaken  by  the  wrathful  decrees,  by 
which  many  transgressors  might  be  the  instructed. 
The  foolisl  ~(Achan)  coveted  the  accursed  thing. 
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whirh  caused  him  and  all  belonging  to  him,  to  be 
come  accursed.  The  treacherous  spoiler's  labor  is  In 
effectual,  for  richer  obtained  In  wrath  cannot  avail; 
man  should  therefore  only  supplicate  him  who  teach- 
eth  that  which  is  really  beneficial.  When  Uzzah  put 
forth  his  hand  to  the  ark,  he  incurred  the  wrath  of 
God,  and  was  punished;  what  then  shall  those  do 
who  are  prone  to  evil,  as  the  skittish  lambs?  When 
he  (David)  who  knew  how  to  tune  the  harp,  snid, 
prove  me.  O  Lord  !  and  when  he  was  tried  he  was  fain 
to  deplore  the  divine  mercy,  and  said,  enter  not  into 
judgment  with  me :  so  we  also  beseech  thee,  amidst 
the  sound  of  the  cornet,  if  our  transgressions  be  num 
bered  in  judernent  this  day,  O  grant  us  a  gratuitous 
expiation.  When  Uzzah  presumed  to  offer  incense 
to  the  supreme,  the  leprosy  rose  in  his  forehead  to 
punish  him,  and  mark  his  tresspass  though  done 
through  ignorance.  At  the  time  that  the  feet  of  the 
proud  who  entered  thy  temple  presumptuously  shall 
•Up,  thou  wilt  Judge  and  humble  the  proud.  When 
the  time  comw  to  examine  and  take  cognizance  of  the 
works  of  falsehood,  they  will  be  judged  and  rebuked 
In  wrath,  and  the  month  of  those  that  speak  lies  will 
be  stopped.  The  Just  king  (Hezekiah)  who  walked 
before  Ood  In  troth :  yet  after  the  establishment  of 
things  did  the  Ood  of  truth  examine  his  works.  The 
beloved  king,  Joslah,  like  whom  there  never  was 
one  before,  or  after ;  yet  for  all  this,  waa 
God  minutely  particular  with  him.  By  this,  all 
the  creature*  of  the  earth  may  understand  that 
if  it  it  tbu*  with  the  pillars  of  the  earth  (the 
pious)  what  will  become  of  the  wicked  of  the  earth? 
Surely  the  shrubs  of  the  forest  ought  to  consider,  that 
if  the  flre  hath  caught  hold  of  the  greon  trees,  those 
that  are  dry  and  cut  down,  should  tremble.  Behold 
there  IB  no  man  to  intercede  for  us,  the  children  of 
men  ;  but  thou  art  no  man.  O  God!  Our  actions  of 
tke  whole  year,  which  are  marked  in  the  book  of 
truth,  will  I  acknowledge :  and  endeavor  to  reconcile 
thee  with  the  (on  the  Sabbath,  say  memorial  of  the) 
•»rnet  OB  this  new  yea*. 
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Read. — And  thus  Ele  (God)  was  King  of  Jeshurni 
\ Israel ).  The  most  high  King!  the  God  who  dwelt 
«th  in  heaven,  who  is  mighty  in  his  eminence,  he  win 
exalt  his  all-powerful  hand :  he  will  i\»ign  for  eve? 
and  evermore.  The  most  high  King!  he  is  mighty  to 
Accomplish  ;  he  decreeth  and  performeth.  he  discover 
eth  the  most  profound  things:  he  will.  etc.  The  most 
high  King!  he  sponketh  righteousnoss  and  is  attentive 
to  prayer;  h*  will,  etc.  The  most  high  King!  he  r«- 
memhereth  the  piety  of  the  patriarchs,  to  purify  their 
posterity;  he  despUeth  their  adversaries:  he  will,  etc. 
The  most  high  King !  he  Is  all  goodness,  abideth  ia 
heaven,  and  his  goodness  Is  eternal  ;  he  hath  spanned 
the  immeasurenble  heavens :  he  will,  etc.  The  most 
high  King!  who  veils  himself  with  light,  as  with  a 
garment :  from  whom  proceed  all  the  bright  lumi 
naries  ;  potent  and  tremendous  Is  he :  he  will,  eta 
The  most  high  King!  is  King  of  the  universe;  to  him 
*re  revealed  the  most  secret  things :  he  caused  even 
the  dumb  to  speak ;  he  will,  etc..  The  moat  high 
King !  he  supporteth  all ;  he  is  ancient,  and  consumeth 
all ;  and  vieweth  all  things  ;  he  will,  etc.  The  most 
high  King!  his  glory  is  might;  the  work  of  his  right 
hand  la  magnificent ;  Fie  Is  the  Redeemer,  and  tha 
refuge;  he  will,  etc.  The  most  high  King;  hla  holy 
Angela  are  flames  of  fire;  He  commandetb  the  waters 
of  the  aea :  he  is  Dear  to  those  who  call  upon  him  la 
love ;  he  will,  etc.  The  most  high  King !  sleep  la  not 
in  his  presence,  tranquillity  dwelleth  with  his  angela: 
for  which  be  In  greatly  praised  by  those  (angels)  who 
hide  themselves  at  his  presence;  he  will,  etc. 

The  most  high  King  I  his  power  ia  eternal :  his  glory 
is  evermore;  his  priiise  continueth  eternally;  he  will, 
etc.  .Now  let  the  sanctification  ascend  unto  thee,  for 
thou  art  our  God,  O  King  I 

We  will  express  the  mighty  holiness  of  this 
day,  for  It  is  tremendous  and  awful ;  on  which  thy 
kingdom  is  exalted,  and  thy  throne  established  in 
t;rac«;  whereupon  thou  art  seated  in  truth.  Verily 
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it  is  thou  who  art  Judge  and  Arbitrator,  who  knoweat 
all,  and  art  witness,  writer,  sigillator,  recorder,  and 
teller;  thou  callest  to  mind  all  tilings  long  forgotten 
and  dost  open  the  book  of  records,  so  that  it  may  be 
read  of  itself;  every  man's  signature  is  in  it.  The 
$reat  trumpet  is  sounded !  a  dull  murmuring  noise  is 
heard!  the  angels  shudder!  fear  and  trembling  seize 
them!  "Ha  !  (they  cry)  it  is  the  day  of  judgment! 
the  heavenly  choir  are  to  be  visited  in  judgment"  I 
(for  in  justice,  even  they  are  not  found  faultless  be 
fore  thee).  All  who  are  about  to  enter  into  the 
world,  now  pa.ss  before  thee,  as  a  herd  of  sheep ;  as 
the  shepherd  mustereth  his  flock,  and  passeth  under 
his  crook,  so  dost  thou  cause  to  pass,  number,  appoint 
and  visit  every  living  soul,  fixing  the  limitation  of  all 
creatures  and  prescribing  their  destiny. 

On  the  First  Day  of  the  year  it  Ls  in 
scribed,  and  on  the  Fast  Day  of  Atonement  It  is

But  penitence,  prayer,  and  charity  can 
avert  the  evil  decree. 

For  as  thy  name  is  merciful,  so  is  thy 
praiseworthy  character:  with  difficulty  excited  to 
wrath,  and  easily  reconciled ;  for  thou  desir^th  not 
the  death  of  the  sinner,  but  that  he  return  from  his 
evil  way,  and  live,  nay.  even  unto  the  day  of  his  death 
dost  thou  wait  for  him.  and  if  he  return,  dost  imme 
diately  receive  him.  Verily  it  is  thou  who  art  their 
Creator  and  thou  only  kuowest  their  nature,  for  thej 
are  but  flesh  and  blood.  Man's  original  is  dust,  ana 
kia  termination  is  also  dust;  his  sustenance  is  ob 
tained  at  the  constant  expense  of  his  life,  for  h«  U 
Uke  the  fragile  potsherd,  the  withered  grass,  the  fad- 
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lug  bloom,  the  passing  shadow,  the  dissipated  smoke, 
the  waving  wind,  the  lying  dust,  and  the  transient 
dream. 

Put  thou,  O  King!  art  the  living  and  ever- 
existing  Power!  Thy  years  have  no  limitation,  nor  the 
length  of  thy  days  any  end  ;  there  is  no  passible  esti 
mation  of  the  innumerable  attendants  on  thy  glory  ; 
nor  any  degree  of  explication  to  the  mystery  of  thy 
holy  name.  Thy  name  is  suitable  to  thee,  and  thou 
only  to  thy  holy  name;  yet  our  name  hast  thou  called 
after  thy  name.  Favor  us,  therefore,  for  the  sake  of 
thy  name,  and  let  thy  name  be  honored  by  those  who 
sanctify  thy  name:  O  grant  it  for  the  sake  of  thy 
glorious  name,  that  IB  reverenced  and  sanctified,  ac 
cording  to  rhy  mystic  expression  of  the  holy  seraphim, 
who  sanctify  thy  name  in  holiness;  both  those  that 
dwell  in  heaven,  as  well  as  (we>  the  inhabitants  of 
the  earth,  proclaim  with  tripled  voice  a  thrice  re 
bounding  sanctification  ;  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand 
of  thy  prophet,  and  one  (angel)  called  unto  another, 
and  said  :  Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  the 
whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory.  (Cong.)  His  glory 
ftlleth  the  universe,  and  his  ministering  angpls  inquire 
of  each  othpr,  where  is  the  place  of  his  glory?  whilst 
they  alternately  proclaim.  Blessed  ! 

Blessed  is  the  glory  of  the  Lord  from  the  place  of 
bis  residence.  From  the  place  of  hus  residpnce  may  he 
regard  with  mercy,  and  be  gracious  to  the  peonje,  who 
evening  and  morning,  daily  proclaim  the  unity  of  bis 
name,  by  repeating  once  every  day,  continually  with 
(fervent  love  and  say : 

Read.  And  against  each  other  with  blessings  they 
•ay: 

Cong.  Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  from  his 
place. 

Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  Is  our  God,  the  Lord  is 
One.  (Cong.)  Onr  God  is  Unity,  he  is  our  Father, 
our  King,  our  Saviour:  and  through  his  infinite 
mercy,  will  cause  us  to  hear  the  second  time  in  the 
•ight  of  all  living  (the  expression)  "to  be  your  God." 

Cong  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thj  God  in 
Zion  from  generation  to  generation.  Praise  ye  the 
Lord. 
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Who  taketb  hold  of  the  attribute  of  judgment.  And 
all  believe  that  he  la  the  God  of  truth. 

Who  searcheth  and  proveth  the  secret  repositories 
And  all  believe  that  he  searches  the  thoughts  of  man. 

Who  reedemeth  from  death,  and  delivereth  from  the 
grave.  And  all  believe  that  he  is  a  mighty  Redeemer. 

Who  alone  judgeth  all  who  come  into  the  world. 
And  all  believe  he  is  a  true  Judge. 

Who  is  called  the  immutable  Eternal  Being!  And 
all  believe  that  he  was,  is,  and  ever  will  be. 

It  is  he  whose  praise  is  equal  to  his  name.  And  all 
believe  that  he  is  God,  and  none  else  besides  him. 

Who  remembers  to  do  good  to  those  that  make  men 
tion  of  him.  And  all  believe  that  he  remembers  the 
covenant. 

Who  decreeth  the  life  of  all  living.  And  all  believe 
that  he  lives  and  exists  eternally. 

He  is  all  benignity,  and  is  beneficent  to  the  wicked 
and  righteous.  And  all  believe  that  he  is  good  to  all. 

Who  knoweth  the  inclination  of  all  creature*.  And 
all  believe  that  he  formed  them  in  the  womb. 

Who  is  able  to  accomplish  all  things.  And  all  be 
lieve  that  he  !•  Omnipotent 

Who  abideth  in  secret  in  that  Impenetrable  shadow. 
And  all  believe  that  he  is  alone, 

Who  causeth  kings  to  reign,  for  the  kingdom  I*  his, 
And  all  believe  that  he  is  the  sole  King  of  the  uni 
verse. 

Who  exerciseth  his  mercy  to  every  generation.  And 
Ail  believe  that  he  preserveth  mercy. 

Who  patiently  beareth  with,  and  turneth  his  «»ye 
from  the  rebellious.  And  all  believe  that  he  ever  par- 
Ion*. 
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He  who  it  the  Moat  High,  and  h«rh  his  eye  on  thoM 
who  fear  him.  And  all  believe  that  he  hearken*  to 
prayers. 

Who  openeth  the  gate  to  those  who  knock  with  re 
pentance.  And  all  believe  that  hia  hand  is  always 
open  to  receive  the  penitent. 

Who  waiteth  for  the  wicked,  and  desireth  his  Justi 
fication.  And  all  believe  that  he  I*  righteous  and  per 
fect 

Whose  anger  is  short  and  Is  long-sufferinf.  And 
*ll  believe  it  is  difficult  to  irritate  him. 

Who  is  the  most  merciful,  and  causer'i  mercy  t» 
precede  wrath.  And  all  believe  that  he  is  easily  to  bo 
reconciled 

Who  is  immutable,  and  who  holdeth  both  hfeh  and 
tow  equal  And  all  believe  that  he  is  a  Just  judge. 

Who  in  upright,  and  dealeth  truly  with  the  faithful. 
And  all  believe  that  his  work  is  perfect. 

And  all  «hall  come  to  aerv*  tb««.  and  bleaa  thy  glorloM 
••m*.  <J*«-Ur*  thy  rlgbteonaneaa  among  the  lalea.  and  th* 
people  Chat  knew  the*  not  aball  aeek  lhe«:  the.v  shall  praiM 
the*  to  the  uttermost  coda  of  the  earth,  and  aha II  continually 
•ay  the  lx.nl  ahall  be  extoll*-d.  They  ihall  alim  offer  their 
•aerlflces  tn  chee:  caat  away  their  tdnla.  be  aahamed  of  their 
craven  Imaffet.  Incline  to  serve  thee  with  one  accord;  they 
who  a<>ok  th.»  pr*a*nce  will  revere  and  wnrahlp  tbee  at  mm- 
rlae.  they  will  dtacera  the  power  of  thy  kingdom,  and  teack 
anderatandtng  to  thoee  who  err.  They  will  a  Inn  apeak  of  thy 
mighty  pow^r,  and  *xtol  thee,  who  art  exalted  aa  Supreme 
above  all.  They  will  pratae  thee  with  reverence,  and  crown 
th«e  with  the  crown  of  glory;  the  hills  will  burst  forth  wit* 
•one,  and  the  lalanda  rejoice,  when  thoo  aha  It  thna  reign; 
for  they  all  will  wihmlt  to  the  yoke  of  thy  kingdom,  and 
loudly  extol  thee  ID  the  congregation  of  the  people,  ao  that 
thoap  <vfao  are  Car  off  will  bear  It  aud  come  aud  present  tbee 
with  ch«  crown  of  dominion. 
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It  i»  peculiarly  our  duty  topraiseth«  Lord  of  all;  to 

ascribe  greatness  to  him  who  formed  thp  world  In  the 
beginning:  since  he  hath  not  made  us  like  the  nation* 

of  the  different  countries,  nor  placed  us  like  the  fam 
ilies  of  the  earth  ;  neither  hath  he  appointed  our  por 
tion  like  theirs,  not  our  lot  like  their  multitude.  But 
ire  bend  the  knee,  prostrate  ourselves,  and  worship 
the  Supreme  King  of  kings !  the  most  Holy  and 
blessed  Is  he,  who  stretched  out  the  heavens,  and  laid 
the  foundations  of  the  earth  ;  the  residence  of  whose 
fiory  is  in  the  heavens  above,  and  the  divine  majesty 
of  his  power  in  the  highest  heavens.  He  Is  our  Ood, 
there  Is  no  other.  Verily  he  is  our  King,  and  there 
Is  none  besides  him  ;  as  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  know 
therefore  this  day,  and  reflect  in  thy  heart  that  the 
Lord  he  is  God,  in  heaven  above,  and  on  the  earth 
beneath ;  there  Is  none  else. 


Thou  hast  been  shown  to  understand  that  the  Ix>r<! 
he  la  God,  there  is  none  besides  him.  Know  there 
fore  this  day,  and  reflect  in  thine  heart,  that  the  Lord 
he  is  God,  in  heaven  above,  and  on  the  earth  beneath  ; 
there  is  none  else.  Hear,  O  Israel !  the  Lord  is  our 
Ood,  the  Lord  is  ONE.  Behold  the  heavens,  and  the 
heaven  of  heavens,  belong  to  the  Lord  thy  God ;  the 
earth,  and  all  that  is  therein.  For  the  Ix>rd  our  God 
fa  the  God  of  gods,  the  Lord  of  lords,  the  great, 
mighty,  and  tremendous  God.  who  respecteth  not  per 
•OTVB,  nor  taketh  a  bribe.  When  I  caJI  on  the  name 
of  the  Lord,  ascribe  ye  greatness  unto  our  God. 
Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord,  from  henceforth  and 
Cor  evermore. 
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Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  be  thou  with 
the  mouths  of  the  deputies  of  thy  people,  the  house  of 
Israel,  who  stand  in  thy  presence  to  pray  and  suppli 
cate  for  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel.  Teach  them 
what  they  shall  say.  Instruct  them  what  they  shall 
apeak,  answer  their  request,  and  cause  them  to  know 
how  to  glorify  thee.  May  they  walk  in  the  light  of  thy 
countenance:  they  bend  the  knee  unto  thee,  and  with 
their  mouth  bless  thy  people ;  O  bless  them  altogether 
with  the  blessing  of  thy  mouth.  They  conduct  thy 
people  into  thy  presence,  and  they  approach  into  the 
midst  of  them ;  the  eyes  of  thy  people  are  fixed  on 
them,  and  their  eyes  wait  on  thee.  They  approach 
the  ark  in  dread,  to  appease  thy  wrath  and  anger ;  thy 
people  compass  them  about  as  a  wall ;  O  that  thou 
wouldst  regard  them  with  compassion  from  thy  emi 
nence.  They  life  up  the  eyes  towards  heaven,  and 
pour  out  their  soul  before  thee  as  water ;  O  mayest 
thou  hoar  them  from  heaven.  O  may  they  not  falter 
with  their  tongue,  nor  be  entangled  in  their  speech. 
aor  be  ashan»?d  of  their  support,  nor  their  congrega 
tion  be  confounded  through  them ;  suffer  not  their 
mouth  to  utter  a  word  that  is  contrary  to  thy  will; 
for  those  who  are  favored  of  thee,  O  Lord,  our  God  I 
are  indeed  favored:  and  those  on  whom  thou  hast 
mercy  are  treated  with  the  tenderest  affection;  we 
know  it,  O  Lord,  our  God !  that  thou  wilt  be  gracious 
to  whom  thou  pleasest,  and  wilt  show  mercy  to  whom 
thou  art  inclined  :  as  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  "I  will 
be  gracious  to  whom  I  will  be  gracious,  and  will  show 
mercy  to  whom  I  will  show  mercy." 

And  it  is  said,  O  suffer  not  them  who  trust  in  thee, 
O  Lord  God  of  Hosts!  to  be  ashamed  for  my  sake: 
let  not  those  who  s^ek  thee  be  confounded  through  me, 
O  God  of  farad. 
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I  will  hope  In  ("rod :  I  will  entreat  his  presence ;  and 
beseech  him  to  grant  me  eloquence  of  language :  that 
In  the  congregation  of  the  people,  I  may  sing  of  his 
mighty  power,  and  in  joyful  strains  rehearse  his  won 
derful  works.  The  dispositions  of  the  heart  are  of 
man,  but  the  utterance  of  speech  is  from  the  Lord. 
O  Lord  1  open  thou  my  lips,  and  my  mouth  shall  de 
clare  thy  praise. 

May  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation*  ot 
my  heart  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Eternal  I 
my  Rock  and  Redeemer. 


I  will  extol  my  ( heavenly }  King  and  walk 
In  his  way ;  and  when  I  homage  his  Omnipotence, 
then  he  appears  in  his  majestic  robe  and  when  I 
throw  off  idolatry,  then,  even  before  the  appointed 
day  cometh,  will  he  send  the  promised  messenger 
(Elijah  the  prophet),  and  he  himself  will  reign.  At 
the  arrival  of  this  messenger,  will  he  drive  flattery 
from  the  throne,  destroy  the  house  of  the  proud,  that 
they  no  longer  reign  ;  he  will  then  walk  in  the  midst 
of  me,  shine  forth  as  King;  I  shall  also  then  reign 
under  his  royal  protection.  The  governors  of  em 
pires,  with  other  nations  and  kingdoms,  will  be  hum 
ble,  when  he  discomfits  nations  and  realms,  and  he 
alone  will  reign.  O  may  the  roll  and  the  book  of 
men's  actions  be  open  this  day,  to  purify  those  who

ture.  I  will  extol  the  Maker  of  all.  who  alone  spake,  and  it 
was  done.  1  will  glorify  him.  for  to  him  app^rtalneth  SOY- 
«retgnty.  I  wilK  continually  sppak  of  his  mighty  strength,  tot 
I  am  his  boat,  and  it  Is  comely  for  me  to  declare  the  great 
ness  of  his  kingdom.  I  will  proclaim  ID  the  congregation,  lo 
the  multitude  of  people  will  I  declare  to  whom  appertained 
the  true  dignity,  and  excellency,  and  to  whom  Is  the  kingdom. 
Draw  nigh,  ye  nations  come  near,  ye  kingdoms,  and  see  how 
glorious  IB  the  power  of  bis  kingdom.  O  magnify  him  wit* 
me.  and  let  as  together  extol  him,  and  pride  cot  yourselTe* 
with  the  crown  of  the  kingdom.  The  act  of  converting  the 
deep  into  sereral  paths  will  convince  ye  all  to  whom  apper- 
t&lnetb  the  kingdom.  He  trod  down  the  horses  of  six  hundred 
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hope  in  him  (Israel)  and  his  reign.  Her  reign  en- 
dureth  in  which  she  exults,  and  explains,  who  besides 
me  can  reign?  though  she  hath  obtained  it  by  the 
weeping  voice  of  our  ancestors,  when  supplicating  for 
a  blessing.  She  laid  a  heavy  yoke  upon  those  who 
are  low,  and  of  humble  spirit,  who  only  strive  for 
purity,  on  the  day  of  judgment.  (Israel)  they  must 
bear  her  yoke  till  he  who  formed  the  world  shall  again 
alone  r«»ign.  She  who  worshipped  (the  idol)  Bel, 
wherefore  is  she  suffered  to  reign?  of  whom  hath  she 
permission,  (hat  she  hath  so  suddenly  reigned?  Re- 
fore  any  King  ever  reigned,  the  living  God  did  eter 
nally  reign,  when  all  is  consumed,  he  alone  will  reign. 
Wherefore  do  the  worshippers  of  the  idol  Molech, 
pride  themselves  with  the  regal  authority  of  judg 
ment?  for,  as  the  whirlwind  rushes  forward,  so  will 
they  suddenly  be  put  by  from  reigning.  When  he 
who  is  pure  prepareth  to  judge  Israel,  he  exerciseth 
his  wonted  attributes,  but  when  he  shall  trample 
under  foot,  he  will  clothe  himself  with  vengeance  and 
reign.  When  he  shall  cast  down  the  crown  of  the 
proud,  he  will  give  strength  to  his  king  and  will  make 
those  that  are  pure  to  reign  over  all.  He  will  renew 
the  kingdom,  according  to  law  and  constitution,  and 
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him,  who  hath  the  power  of  the  kingdom?  The  princes  then 
heard  und  trembled;  they  beheld  the  danger,  and  were  dis 
mayed,  and  abhorred  their  own  kingdom:  states  declared  his 
po\\er,  and  said,  to  him  alone  ought  to  be  ascribed  the  name 
of  the  kingdom.  The  first  of  the  nations  (Amalr-k)  who 
fought  against  Israel,  was  destroyed;  for  thus  the  living  God 
swore  by  *he  tlmme  of  bis  klnjrdom  in  every  generation  he 
was  at,  because,  he  did  not  consider  who  fought  at  the  Red 
Sea,  robed  In  Majesty.  The  slave  (king  of  Arad,  the  Canaan- 
ite).  who  dwelt  in  the  south,  rebelled  against  his  muster;  for 
this  the  eurth  trembled  when  the  slave  was  exalted  to  th* 
kingdom.  But  the  blessed  seed  (Israel)  destroyed  the  accursed 
ones,  when  they  prayed  to  him  who  Is  excellent  in  the  king 
dom.  Sihon,  the  king  of  the  Amorltes,  who  dwelt  In  Heshbon, 
and  Og.  the  king  of  Bashan,  stirred  up  war  by  denying  a 
passage  to  (Israel)  the  hosts  of  the  kingdom.  Their  armies 
were  destroyed,  their  land  was  divided,  and  the  power  of  their 
kingdom  fell  The  children  of  Canaan  were  guilty  of  folly 
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cause  the  sceptre  of  the  kingdom  to  be  swayed  wtthi 
rectitude.  He  will  bind  up  the  deep  wound  and  apply 
«.  remedy  to  this  long  day  of  perplexity,  when  he  again 
will  reign.  The  burthensome  empires,  the  worship 
pers  of  idols,  have  defiled  the  desirable  habitation  (the 
^emple)  to  reign  imperiously  ;  but  the  Lord  will  have 
respect  to  the  lamentable  weeping  of  the  righteous 
(  Israel),  who  are  sunk  in  the  deep  wav?s.  for  he  him- 
•elf  will  reign  over  them.  The  descendants  of  kings 
(Israel)  confide  in  him,  that  he,  once  on  this  day  to 
a  certainty,  will  come  and  reign,  he  will  exterminate 
the  "Kittim,"  destroy  their  isles,  establish  the  throne 
&f  his  own  empire,  and  reign.  Then  will  the  glory  of 
his  kingdom  and  the  sanctity  of  his  way  be  manifest;

•tructlon  bowed  down  to  Bel.  and  Imagined  to  ascend  to  heaven, 
fail  heart  waa  altered  from  that  of  man  to  that  of  a  wild 
beast,  and  be  was  driven  from  his  kingdom.  When  he  wa» 
restored  from  bin  station,  be  then  waa  sensible  of  the  power  of 
God,  who  casts  down,  and  exalts;  and  acknowledged  the  per 
fection  of  fata  kingdom.  They  were  cast  »lowu  «n  sheep  to  be 
slaughtered,  and  their  actions  weighed,  but  were  delivered 
through  the  merit  of  the  descendant  of  the  younger  ruler  ox 
the  kingdom.  They  were  sold  for  nought,  and  redeemed  wlta- 
ont  allrer;  they  extolled  him,  who  divertetb  the  hearts  of  the 
as  water.

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enumerated  generations,  may  he  remember  to  tb« 
nation  compared  to  the  sand  of  the  sea  :  whose  fourth 
part  cannot  be  numbered,  who  supplicates  for  atone 
ment  ;  they  assemble  to  sound  the  cornets ;  O  remem 
ber  to  purify  them.  The  memorial  of  the  recital  of 
the  book,  in  which  my  substance  being  yet  imperfect 
was  ornamented,  is  also  written  the  meritorious 
actions  of  every  generation,  to  be  remembered.  If 
wrath  be  engraven  in  the  book,  so  that  they  cannot 
obtain  expiation,  O  may  the  performance  of  this  book 
of  the  law  be  remembered  before  him.

I  might  have 
been  favored  through  the  Intercession  of  the  ephold  clothed 
priests,  who  bore  the  breast-plate  of  justice  on  which  my  name 
was  engraven,  for  B  remembrance;  such  an  one  briskly  mov 
ing  the  censor,  succeeded  in  putting  a  stop  to  the  wrathful 
mortality,  occasioned  by  the  intrusion  of  the  stranger,  who  was 
transfixed  by  fire,  for  a  memorial.  Behold.  0  God!  as  I  now 
•tand  before  thee,  without  a  man  among  my  congregation  who 
can  espire  to  be  noted  by  thee  as  worthy  of  remembrance!  la 
any  one  existing  who  can  pray,  and  put  aside  wrath,  whose 
name  may  be  registered  to  generations  as  a  memorial?  Who 
Is  there  now  that  uninterested  can  cry,  "Witness  ye  for  me"! 
to  whom  the  Lord  will  answer,  I  witness  his  memorial.  And 
who,  with  H  suckling  lamb,  can  atone  for  us;  and,  like  Moses 
and  Aaron,  ascend  for  a  memorial?  Where  can  we  find  another 
(who  observing,  and  dreading  thy  wrath),  shall  cry  out,  0 
let  thy 'band  be  against  me?  like  him,  who  after  God's  own 
heart,  stands  as  a  memorial.  lie  cried  out.  and  the  destroying 
•word  was  returned  to  its  sheath;  wherefore  resplendent  like 
the  sun  was  bia  throne  exalted  to  remembrance!  Wherefore  I 
10  Vol.  I. 
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descendants  shall  be  crushed  in  the  snare,  may  hi* 
prayer,  when  he  interceded  in  behalf  of  Sodom,  b* 
remembered  in  favor  of  them.  The  memorial  of  him 
who  was  bound  on  Mount  Moriah  (Isaac),  whose  eyes 
became  dim  ;  and  for  the  sake  of  those  who  are  naXed

norred,  O  may  his  prayer  be  efficacious  to  them  in  the 
remembrance  of  the  covenant.  The  memorial  of  the 
twelve  tribes  expressed  by  name,  whom  flod  swore  he 
would  preserve,  whose  offspring  now  have  no  rest;  O 
may  he  remember  to  strengthen  them,  for  they  now 
bear  the  burden  of  oppression  :  and  though  he  has 
decreed  to  destroy  them,  yet  may  the  destruction  of 
the  temple  be  remembered  as  a  sufficient  atonement

«oald  hope.  In  time  of  drought,  for  the  Intercession  of  thos* 
whose  prayers  co-ild  procure  rain,  who  could  restore  life  to  a 
child  dead,  and  tost  to  remembrance,  and  who  la  living  still  a 
witness  of  the  covenant,  on  account  of  bla  saying,  I  am  Jealous, 
t>ecause  tnt  people  have  forsaken  the  covenant  and  memorial. 
Alas!  the  time  was  when  I  possessed  meana  to  appease  ths 
•countenance  of  the  Lord;  meat  offerings  were  brought  as  ft 
propitiatory  manorial:  bis  temple  was  with  Incense,  spikenard, 
«nd  spices  ctrcmi, ambulated;  the  altars,  sprinkled  with  sacrt- 
fcial  blood;  and  the  shew  bread  exhluited  as  a  memorial;  but 
BOW,  alast  the  empty  censor  is  consuming;  yet  as  thoa  ones 
•aid,  Israel  is  widowed  from  his  God;  this  do  I  put  forth  for 
th/  remembrance.  In  thee,  O  God!  do  I  put  my  trust,  and  not 
to  princes;  they  go  to  the  grave;  but  thy  name  Is  an  everlast 
ing  memorial.  All  these  have  been  my  support,  and  thy  mercies 
have  I  sought,  without  which  I  should  surely  have  been  ended, 
and  pat  out  of  remembrance.  Thy  conn  relation  Is  come  not 
with  bold  confidence,  but  with  thy  exalted  praise  in  their 
mouths;  set  forth  their  memorial,  for  this,  day  the  sum  of  ac 
counts  Is  reserved:  It  Is  the  first  of  days,  and  principal  in 
remembrance,  on  which  Is  to  be  read  the  writing  of  an  ind«ll- 
blj  pen,  clear  and  publicly  to  be  published  as  a  memorial; 
life  «nd  death,  peace  and  war,  death  and  plenty,  all  come  fort* 
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for  them.  The  memorial  of  the  patriarchs,  who  aw 
the  foundation  of  the  world,  he  hastened  to  remember 
the  merit  of  their  works  to  those  who  cried  aloud  in 
Egypt ;  thus  may  he  remember  the  cry  of  the  suck 
lings  at  the  Red  Sea,  the  command  of  the  statutes 
and  covenant,  and  his  holy  word.  The  memorial  of 
those  who  are  scattered  among  the  gentiles,  and  who 
render  the  prayer  of  their  lips  instead  of  sacrifices, 
may  he  remember ;  and  at  the  time  that  the  books 
«.re  searched,  which  declare  the  most  secret  transac 
tions,  may  he  remember  the  righteousness  of  Moses 
and  Aaron,  who  are  compared  to  two  young  roes. 
The  memorial  of  the  glory  of  the  tabernacle,  the 
place  where  my  beloved  dwelt,  and  where  the  cherubim 
were  placed  ;  O  remember  the  kindness  of  that  time. 
The  laver  and  its  stand,  and  the  pleasant  voice  of 
the  Levites  on  the  platform,  may  he  who  is  mighty 
remember  to  his  people,  on  this  appointed  day.  The 
memorial  of  the  son  of  Nun,  and  the  son  of  Uri,  who 
descended  from  Jephunah,  shall  be  mentioned  in  our 
prayers  :  that  their  wonders  may  be  remembered  :  and 
if  the  glittering  sword  be  unsheathed  to  afflict  them, 
hearken  to  their  supplication,  and  remember  those  to 
whom  thou  hnst  been  gracious.  The  memorial  of  the 
Instruction  of  the  judges,  and  the  sign  of  the  wheat 
harvest,  but  hide  the  silly  acts  of  fools,  and  do  not

into  remembrance:  all  the  work  of  man,  the  very  number  ot 
tola  steps,  long-forgotten  by  man,  bat  to  God  erer  present  b 
remembrance.  Who  can  dare  say,  my  ways  are  secret.  It  la 
to  ascribe  sin  to  my  memorial?  for  before  a  man's  face  hU 
works  will  confute  him,  prove  his  falsehood,  and  become  a 
testimony  In  memorial.  Speak  reverentially  of  the  determina 
tions  of  God,  all  ye  children  of  men:  who  like  sheep,  pass 
•nder  his  rod  for  remembrance  of  him  who  sbutteth  the  door 
upon  the  perfect,  during  the  period  of  wrath,  till  the  time  b* 
«ome  that  they  shall  go  forth  In  remembrance.  O  work  woa- 
4ers  with  the  living,  that  they  be  not  tike  unto  ttie  dead;  f«r 
how  can  thy  truth  be  declared  In  the  grave,  as  a  memorial  1 
Heretofore  hast  thou  been  roused  by  good  works.  O  pray  a«t 
for  us,  although  destitute  of  worths:  surely  thus  will  thy  mar 
vellous  actions  cause  an  eternal  memorial.  Turn,  O  Lord  I  Ujr 
countenance  towards  those  seated  in  bowers,  who  are  eo«- 
«tantly  discoursing  of  thy  law  as  a  memorial.  The  works  «f 
tli'  SP  who  eat  'the  bread  of  sorrow,  are  before  thee,  end  tfeair 
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remember  them ;  and  if  they  are  deserving  of  being 
punished,  with  the  four  dreadful  punishments,  yet  re 
member  the  laws  which  thou  didst  set  before  them. 
The  memorial  of  him  (David)  who  rose  at  midnight 
to  offer  thanksgiving;  O  remember  the  tuning  of  his 
harp  to  those  who  are  in  the  obscure  darkness  of 
night :  and  in  the  search  of  the  visitation  of  the  night, 
remember  their  meditation  of  the  statutes  by  day. 
and  enlighten  them  as  with  a  flame  at  night.  The 
memorial  of  thy  dwelling,  which  hath  been  destroyed 
because  of  my  transgression,  and  still  beareth  my 
presumptuous  sins,  remember  no  longer ;  and  if  wrath 
IB  gone  forth  to  destroy  as  the  flood,  yet  may  the 
memorial  of  the  temple  which  was  finished  in  the 
month  Bui,  be  remembered  with  mercy.  The  memorial 
of  the  reason  of  every  act,  are  all  weighed  in  the 
balance ;  and  if  the  rebellious  trespasses  should  pre 
ponderate,  O  remember  thine  abundant  mercy  ;  and 
whether  the,  works  be  good  or  bad,  at  the  time  ap 
pointed  to  reward  them,  remember  not  to  mete  to  them 
AS  they  have  meted.  The  memorial  of  the  living,  how 
long  they  are  to  live,  and  whether  decreed  to  life  or 
death.  O  remember  them,  thou  living  God,  and  the

reward  recorded  by  thee  in  the  bonk  of  remembrance.  Tbo 
foxes,  destroyers  of  Tlneyards,  thought  to  cut  off  thy  win«. 
loot  and  branch,  from  remembrance,  through  righteous  oppres 
sion;  but  they,  crying  out,  were  assisted  through  tLe  rirtue  of 
tbt  ancient  patriarchs,  long  registered  for  •  memorial.  Thoo 
hait  anticipated  generations  of  no  ?alue,  and  baat  destroyed 
and  annihilated  them  from  all  remembrance:  but  one  genera 
tion  hast  thou  selected  from  a  thousand,  bast  made  them  Inherit 
thy  word,  and  tor  them  hast  at  all  time  established  a  memo 
rial.  O  thou  Moat  High!  who  greatly  delipbtetb  in  the  youth 
Col  bride  (Israel),  al.  of  whose  slain,  kindred,  and  afflictions 
hast  thou  placed  to  remembrance;  her  following  thee  in  the 
desert,  In  the  valley  of  death,  her  complete  and  confident  IOT« 
thou  wilt  make  a  memorial.  When  these  people  were  corrupted 
and  set  up  reproach  for  their  enemies,  by  placing  an  idol,  «nd 
not  God,  for  a  memorial:  they  would.  In  an  instant,  have  been 
annihilated  had  uot  Moses  stood  in  the  breach,  and  held  forth 
the  oath  and  covenant,  for  a  remembrance.  From  that  period 
(through  his  Intercession)  hast  thou  abhorred  all  heathen,  and 
hast  dellgnted  to  select  us  from  them.  AD  eternal  witnessing 
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numerous  multitude  of  creatures,  who  pass  before 
thee,  as  young  sheep,  remember  every  one  of  them 
as  worthy  of  justification.  The  memorial  of  richei 
and  poverty,  famine  and  plenty,  sin  and  merit,  will 
he  remember  in  justice.  All  things  hidden  and  pub 
lic,  good  and  bad,  deficient  and  exuberant,  according 
to  their  limits,  will  he  remember. 

This  day,  the  world  was  called  Into  existence  { 
this  day  he  causeth  all  the  creatures  of  the  universe 
to  stand  in  judgment,  either  as  children,  or  as  ser 
vants.  If  we  are  esteemed  as  children,  have  mercy 
upon  us,  as  a  father  hath  mercy  on  his  children,  and  If 
as  servants  our  eyes  are  attentively  fixed  on  thee, 
until  thou  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  bring  forth  our 
judgment  as  the  light,  O  thou  who  art  so  tremendous 
and  holy. 

May  the  request  of  my  lips  be  acceptable  in 
thy  presence,  O  thou  Most  High  and  exalted  God,  who 
understandeth,  regardeth,  heareth  and  art  attentive 
to  the  voice  of  our  sounds.  O  be  pleased  to  receivt 
with  mercy  and  favor,  the  form  of  the  acknowledge 
ments  of  our  allegiance. 

I  will  elevate  my  knowledge  in  righteousness, 
will  ascribe  righteousness  to  my  Maker,  and  request 
righteousness  in  judgment ;  when  in  prayer  I  lift  up 
my  voice  at  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  No  one  pre 
ferred  his  suit  In  righteousness,  hear  me  O  thou  God

memorial  as  In  exchanging  a  debased  coin.  Thou  didst  recall  a 
seemingly  forgotten  generation  to  take  us  ap  again;  for  wt 
•re  forgotten  from  all  remembrance.  The  perfect  man  (Jacob), 
percelrtng  from  whom  his  posterity  would  derive  Its  nam*, 
directed  bis  hand  wisely  for  a  memorial.  0  take.  then.  Epb- 
ratm  to  thy  embrace,  whom  thou  hast  called  thy  dear  first-born; 
and  as  such,  bast  marked  him  for  a  memorial. 

In  flying  for  help,  I  ever  find  the  Almighty 
near  me,  when  I  call  with  a  loud  voice;  amidst  the 
holy  congregation,  he  is  always  standing :  and  here  in 
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of  righteousness,  when  I  call  upon  thee  during  the 
sound  of  the  Shophar.  I  have  considered  within  my- 
gelf.  and  raised  my  ideas  unto  him  (the  Lord)  who 
La  far  off.  Then  I  perceived  the  sound  of  the  T^ruah. 
And  the  long-sounding  Shophar  (on  Mount  Sinai). 
Therefore  when  I  sound  the  Shophar  my  Creator 
will  be  reconciled  unto  me,  and  grant  me 
strength  through  the  powerful  sound  of  the  Sho 
phar.  I  approach  on  the  day  of  judgment,  to  plead  in 
judgment ;  he  will  remove  the  severity  of  judgment, 
by  means  of  the  sound  of  the  clear  Shophar.  And 
If  sentence  of  guilt  should  be  pronounced  against 
me  in  judgment,  I  will  avert  the  evil  sentence  by 
my  prayer,  and  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  O 
search  for  a  cure  before  the  wound  is  inflicted, 
•nd  instruct  those  who  are  wounded  how  to  cure 
themselves  with  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  Though 
doomed  to  the  pit  for  their  crimes,  yet  pro 
claim  thou  freedom  to  all  creatures,  by  the  sound  of 
the  Shophar.  He  who  hath  been  snared  in  adultery 
by  false  embraces,  and  is  straightened  when  in  judg 
ment,  so  as  to  be  sentenced  with  the  dreadful  sound  of 
the  Shophar,  but  repents  and  wishes  to  become  pure, 
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the  little  sanctuary,  will  I  attune  my  voice.  O  search 
after  me  and  seek  me,  I  am  a  stray  sheep;  I  have  been 
shorn,  and  am  made  dumb,  nor  dare  to  raise  my  voice ; 
those  who  have  shorn  me  say,  she  is  abandoned  ;  her 
keeper  and  shepherd  will  never  more  call  for  her  with 
his  voice.  When  I  discover  an  acquiescent  expression 
of  his  statutes,  and  my  state  was  correct,  he  inclined 
the  ear,  and  said,  let  me  hear  thy  voice;  but  now  he 
has  swiftly  fled  from  me,  as  an  hart  over  all  the  dis 
tant  mountains,  or  searching  far  in  my  habitation  for 
his  law  and  signs,  and  perceiving  no  such  voice.  O 
thou  who  didst  watch  and  spring  from  place  to  place, 
restore  him  to  me ;  perhaps  be  will  regard  thy  kind 
ness  for  us :  still  keep  in  view  the  lamb  of  Mount 
Morish ;  let  his  mute  righteousness  operate  in  favor 
of  those  who  do  not  hearken  to  thy  voice.  O  rprnore 
from  Jacob,  the  rough  manners  of  Esau,  uttering  sup 
plications  to  thee  with  the  voice.  O  save  us,  that 
those  testimonies  may  not  be  forgotten,  and  its  voice 
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of  the  bent  Sbophar.  And  if  the  enticer  should  de 
light  him  with  sin,  and  then  accuse  him  in  judgment, 
then  will  virtue  hasten  to  support  him,  at  the  terrific 
•ound  of  the  Shophar.  And  as  the  sound  enters  in 
one  part,  and  goetb  out  at  the  other,  so  will  the  ac 
cuser  (satan)  fly  to  and  fro  at  the  sound  of  th« 
Shophar.  But  the  sound  of  the  Shophar,  when  th« 
nation  was  assembled  to  be  united  to  the  Supreme, 
differed  from  the  sound  of  every  other  Shophar.  The 
living  God  hath  distinguished  this  day  from  all 
others ;  it  is  appointed  for  Israel  who  are  to  be  freed 
by  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  It  hath  also  an  addi 
tional  dignity,  that  the  sins  of  the  whole  year  may 
be  put  away  by  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  O  may  he 
that  is  pure,  accept  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  When 
the  wicked  cast  off  their  filth  and  return  from  trans 
gressions,  then  wilt  thou  heal  their  wound  by  th« 
voice  of  supplication,  and  the  sound  of  the  Shophar. 
May  my  prayer  that  is  recited  this  day  with  the  r»- 
newal  of  the  sound  of  the  Shophar,  be  more  accept 
able  than  the  young  bull,  or  the  beautiful  ram.  May 
the  stumbling-block  of  sin  be  annihilated,  Satan  put 
to  shame,  and  the  upright  heart  become  beautiful,  by

depart  not  from  the  mouth  of  his  seed.  My  prophet* 
and  preachers  were  sons  of  thy  nation  ;  they  continu 
ally  urged  that  I  should  obey  his  voice.  They  stood 
on  their  guard,  and  cried  aloud  for  the  revelation  of 
divine  mysteries,  and  he  answered  them  by  a  voice: 
but  now  he  hath  withdrawn  himself  from  me :  <$hali 
I  wander  about,  and  seek  him?  he  is  everywhere; 
whither  shall  I  lift  up  my  voice?  if  mention  Is  mad* 
of  my  beloved  (God)  here  beneath;  it  is  said,  th« 
Omnipotent  is  in  the  heavens  above;  the  whole  earth 
is  full  of  his  majesty,  is  what  the  angels  on  high  pro 
claim  with  a  voice.  The  watery  hosts,  among  whom 
is  his  paths,  said,  we  saw  no  similitude,  only  heard  a 
voice.  I  inquired  in  the  wilderness  and  asked,  In  h« 
here?  but  was  informed,  no.  Once,  when  he  gave  tht 
law  he  terrified  me  with  a  voice:  the  most  pure  ha»- 
tened  over  your  mountains,  and  from  his  habitation 
on  Mount  Mour  (Zion),  he  gave  the  voice;  but  I  pro 
faned  his  lovely  habitation,  and  he  ascended ;  yet,  on 
the  appointed  day  he  will  come,  and  cause  mine  ear 
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the  sweet  sound  of  the  Shophar.  At  the  time  they 
sounded,  valleys  were  split,  cities  were  sunk,  at  the 
mighty  sound  of  the  Shophar.  All  the  multitude  of 
evil  doers  are  broken  with  terror,  when  they  sound 
the  alarm;  thus  will  he  shout  with  the  sound  of  the 
Shophar.  When  his  voice  shall  he  heard,  all  the  in 
habitants  of  the  earth  will  be  In  trouble,  he  will  chase 
nations  with  the  tempest,  and  with  the  impetuous 
•ound  of  the  Shophar.  But  of  those  who  revere  God, 
it  will  be  said,  and  it  is  a  good  sign  for  you  at  the  time 
you  arrange  your  prayer  with  the  sound  of  the  Sho 
phar.  But  those  who  reject  him,  he  will  rend  asun 
der  ;  those  who  have  dealt  treacherously  will  he  root 
out,  and  the  rebellious  will  he  overwhelm  with  the 
mighty  sound  of  the  Shophar.  They  first  sound  a 
long  blast,  then  a  short  one,  then  blow  the  alarm  and 
long  blast,  with  the  threefold  sound  of  the  Shophar. 
He  sendeth  forth  his  dread,  and  terrifieth  nations,  so 
that  they  exclaim,  fly  ye  from  the  terrifying  sound 
)f  the  Shophar.  lie  will  break  down  the  walls,  will 
•:au.se  wars  to  cease,  with  a  mighty  sound,  with  the 
voice  of  the  Shophar.  When  he  gave  the  law  on 
Mount  Sinai  to  his  peculiar  people,  he  ended  it  with 
the  long  sound  of  the  Shophar.  When  the  secret  of 
the  day  of  redemption  will  be  made  known,  joy  and 
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to  hear  his  voice.  I  was  precious  in  his  sight;  he 
forsook  me  not  in  captivity,  he  huth  assured  me  with 
a  voice  that  he  will  be  with  me.  lie  went  down  to 
Shinar,  and  set  his  throne  in  101am,  whence,  as  the 
roaring  of  a  lion  and  the  hissing  of  a  serpent,  they 
cause  their  voice  to  be  heard.  lie  put  an  end  to  the 
dominion  of  the  bear  over  me,  when  they  ceased  from 
the  work,  though  the  decree  was  proclaimed  with  a 
loud  voice;  he  subdued,  for  me,  the  four-beaded 
leopard  for  which,  I  will  also  thank  him,  and  cause  him 
to  hear  my  voice:  he  afterwards  sold  my  country  to 
the  company  of  spearmen,  who  lifted  up  their  voices 
and  exclaimed,  who  in  heaven  is  above  me?  From  the 
(ron  teeth  of  oppression,  have  I  called  on  the  God  of 
my  salvation  :  and  because  my  feet  were  sunk  in  thick 
01  in*,  I  cried  with  a  loud  voice.  The  end  of  the  time 
of  tb1/  captivity  hath  he  not  made  known  unto  me. 
Ah  !  when  shall  the  voice  of  liberty  be  heard  in  my 
land?  from  the  learned  hath  he  concealed  the  end  nt 
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gladness  will  be  heard  by  the  sound  of  the  Shophar. 
Iniquities  are  blotted  out,  servitude  is  ended  and  ser 
vants  rest,  because  of  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  He 
Will  break  and  storm  the  kingdoms  of  Seir,  and  un 
cover  her  transgressions  with  the  mighty  sound  of  the 
Shophar.  The  gates  of  thoir  cities  will  sink  down 
and  be  destroyed  by  fire,  terror  will  seize  both  old  and 
young,  with  the  dreadful  sound  of  the  Shophar.  It 
was  a  sign  of  our  future  redemption,  when  they  with 
thee  hundred  trumpets  shouted,  and  caused  the 
Midianites  to  flee,  by  the  combined  sound  of  the  trum 
pets.  Then  the  lamentable  cry  of  the  Midianites  re 
sounded,  but  the  Israelites  sang  the  wonderful  work 
of  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  with  the  melodious  sound  of  the 
Shophar.  The  threefold  sound  will  I  this  day  thrice 
rehearse,  in  commemoration  of  our  redemption,  which 
will  be  with  a  triple  sound  of  the  Shophar.  I  \vill 
supplicate  the  Most  High,  and  mine  eyes  hope  to  see 
the  captives  assembled  by  the  sound  of  the  great  Sho- 
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my  captivity,  that  my  vVatchman  may  not  know  when 
to  lift  up  the  voice.  I  therefore  beseech  thee  to  look 
up,  and  regard  mine  affliction  and  misery,  for  I  know 
none  to  whom  I  can  lift  up  my  voice.  I  nevertheless 
will  ever  hope,  that  not  one  word  will  fail  of  all  that 
was  delivered  by  those  who  heard  the  still  voice  of 
prophecy.  My  heart  will  surely  rejoice  within  me, 
when  I  hear  my  beloved  knock  at  my  door  and  call 
with  his  voice.  He  then  will  ever  place  me  as  a  seal 
on  his  heart  as  when  he  raised  me  up  under  the  apple 
tree  with  his  sweet  voice.  God  hath  exalted  me  above 
all  nations,  for  it  was  for  my  sake  that  thou  didst 
give  the  law  in  Horeb  (Mount  Sinai)  with  a  mighty 
voice.  Thou  art  exceedingly  exalted  above  all  gods : 
thou  shalt  ever  be  extolled  with  the  Shophar's  voice. 
The  nation  cried  from  the  wilderness,  hastened  as  a 
bird  from  Egypt,  and  caused  her  voice  to  be  heard  as 
a  dove  from  Assyria.  O  visit  the  domestic  bird 
(Israel),  and  seek  the  patient  dovo.  O  sound  the 
Shophar  for  them,  and  call  them  together  with  a  loud 
voice.  .O  bind  thy  statutes  in  my  heart,  that  they 
may  not  fly  away  as  an  eagle ;  and  may  they  not 
be  hid  from  me,  who  teach  with  thy  voice ;  I  will 
study  the  pure  law,  and  mine  eyes  shall  look  up  to  my 
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rhar.  The  fierce  beasts  will  be  consumed  with  flam- 
tig  coals  of  fire,  by  the  sound  of  the  flaming  Shophar. 
lAwake  from  thy  sleep  to  require  a  recompense  of  the 
tnerny,  and  break  his  pride  with  the  mighty  sound  of 
the  Shofar.  O  free  the  lily,  declare  the  redemption 
to  revive  the  dead  with  the  annihilating  sound  of  the 
awakening  Shophar.  Level  mount  Hermon,  break  In 
pieces  the  red  EJsau,  by  the  roaring  sound  of  the 
Bhophar.  O  God !  march  thou  before  us  as  thou  didst 
In  the  wilderness,  when  thou  didst  give  us  the  law; 
and  cause  to  be  heard  in  thy  temple  thy  voice  calling 
aloud  as  a  Shophar. 

Thit  day  the  world  wa«  called  Into  existence;  this  day  he 
eauiKth  all  the  creatures  of  the  unlverue  to  stand  In  judgment, 
•ither  a*  children  or  as  servants.  If  we  are  esteemed  as  chll- 
iren,  hare  mercy  npon  us,  as  a  father  hath  mercy  on  his 
children;  and  If  as  servants,  our  eyes  are  attentively  fixed  OB 
thee,  until  tbou  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  bring  forth  our 
judgment  as  the  light.  O  tbou  who  art  tremendous  and  holy, 
may  the  request  of  our  lips  be  acceptable  In  thy  presence,  O 
thou  most  high  and  exalted  God!  who  understandest,  regardeit. 
hearest,  and  art  attentive  to  the  voice  of  our  sounds.  O  b» 
pleased  to  receive  with  mercy  and  faror  the  form  of  acknowl 
•djinents  of  our  allegiance.

teachers,  as  when  the  messenger  (Moses)  spake,  and 
God  answered  him  with  a  voice.

those  who  were  silent  (in  the  grave),  cause  a  Joyful 
song  to  be  heard,  with  a  loud  voice ;  the  heart  will  no 
more  delude,  or  incline  him  to  error,  nor  his  ear  be 
dull,  so  as  not  to  hear  God's  voice.  Turn  thou  unto 
me,  as  thou  didst  aforetime,  when  thou  didst  cause  me 
to  inherit  the  law,  and  didst  terrify  me  with  light 
nings  and  thundering  voice.  The  understanding  man 
(David)  exhibited  knowledge,  he  composed  sublime 
hymus,  and  sang  them,  with  sweet  voice ;  he  caused 
all  to  know  that  it  is  comely  to  praise  God,  who  mletk 
•rer  all,  and  to  sing  unto  him  with  a  sweet  voice. 
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<xnce  didst  thou  cause  the  children  of  Greeo* 
to  bow  down  to  the  children  of  Zion  ;  thou  didst  shoot 
thine  arrows  as  lightning,  and  discomfitted  them  with 
thy  voice  ;  thou  wilt  break  in  pieces  those  who  spoil 
me,  and  blow  with  the  Shophar,  and  with  the  whirl 
winds  of  the  south,  sound  thy  voice.

The  mixture  of  the  perfume  of  incense  was  com 
posed  of  balm,  onycha,  galbanum,  frankincense,  of 
each  and  equal  weight,  viz.:  seventy  manehs;  myrrh, 
cassia,  spikenard,  and  saffron,  of  each  an  equal 
weight,  sixteen  manehs;  costua,  twelve  manehs;  the 
rind  of  an  odoriferous  tree,  three  manehs ;  cinnamon, 
nine  manehs;  soap  of  Carsina,  nine  kabs;  wine  of 
capers,  three  seahs,  and  three  kabs ;  and  if  caper  wine 
could  not  be  had,  strong  white  wine  was  substituted 
for  it ;  salt  of  Sodom,  the  fourth  part  of  a  kab ;  and  of 
tn  herb  called  Malah  Ashan,  a  small  quantity.  Rabbi 
Nathan  saith.  also  a  small  quantity  of  the  amber  of 
Jordan.  If  honey  was  mixed  with  it,  it  was  profane; 
and  if  It  was  deficient  in  any  one  of  its  ingredients, 
he  was  accounted  worthy  of  death.  Rabban  Simeon, 
the  son  of  Gamliel,  saith,  that  the  balm  issues  from 
an  incision  in  the  tree  called  balsamum.  The  soap 
of  Carsina,  was  to  refine  the  onycha  (cloves),  that  it 
might  have  a  handsome  appearance:  the  wine  of 
capers  was  brought  to  soak  the  onycha  (cloves)  there 
in,  that  it  might  become  hard  ;  and  then  meraglayim 
was  proper  for  the  purpose,  yet  was  it  not  used,  be 
cause  it  was  not  decent  to  bring  it  into  the  temple. 
The  following  is  the  song  which  the  Levites  used  to 
•ay  daily  in  the  temple.  On  the  first  day  of  the 
week  they  said,  "The  earth  and  the  fulness  thereof  are 
the  Lord*s;  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein." 
On  the  second,  they  said,  "Great  is  the  Lord,  and  ex- 
otedingly  praised  in  the  city  of  our  God.  in  the  moun 
tain  of  his  holiness."  On  the  third  they  said.  "God 
•tandetb  in  the  congregation  of  the  mighty  ;  he  judgeth 
among  the  Judges.  On  the  fourth  they  said,  "O 
Lord  God !  to  whom  vengeance  belongeth :  O  God ! 
to  whom  vengeance  belongeth,  shine  forth."  On 
the  fifth  they  said,  "Sing  aloud  unto  the  God  of  our 
•trength,  and  shout  unto  the  God  of  Jacob."  On 
the  sixth  they  said,  "The  Lord  reigneth.  clothed  with 
majesty  ;  with  strength  hath  the  Lord  clothed  and  girt 
himself ;  he  hath  also  fixed  the  unalterable  order  of  the 
Universe."  On  the  Sabbath,  they  said,  a  "Pslam 
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or  song  for  the  Sabbath  day.**  A  Psalm  or  song  tvf 
futurity  :  for  the  day  that  la  wholly  Sabbatical,  and 
A  life  of  everlasting  rest. 

Rabbi  Eliezor  and  Rabbi  Shariena  say,  that  the 
wise  men  promote  peace  in  the  world  ;  as  it  is  said. 
"And  all  thy  children  f-hall  be  taught  of  the  Ix>rd,  and 
freat  shall  be  the  peace  of  thy  children.

Thou  hast  ordained  the  blowing 
of  the  SHOFAR,  to  those  who,  as  the  dust  were  not 
countable ;  that  they  may  return  from  evil  and  to 
forgiven  on  the  day  of  atonement ;  therefore  didst 
thou  say,  blow  the  SHOFAR. 

The  Lord  was  gracious  to  his  inheritance,  he  gave 
them  a  delightful  portion.  He  gave  them  to  under 
stand  that  the  study  of  the  rites  of  offering  was  more 
acceptable  to  him  than  the  offering  of  a  fat  bull.  Holy 
art  Thou ! 

The  King!  he  judges  nations  with  strict  justice  to 
his  glory!  With  strictness  does  he  examine  their 
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cause,  when  he  rises  in  judgment,  for  his  throne  is  es 
tablished  in  rectitude.  The  Almighty  is  alone  sancti 
fied  by  justice ;  He  the  Infinite  rises  majestically  in 
judgment,  to  the  right  cause  of  his  servant.  The 
King!  is  merciful  even  in  the  time  of  wrath,  accord 
ing  to  hi*  promise  :  he  is  near  and  justifies  his  peo 
ple  Israel,  that  daily  proclaims  his  Unity. 

O  that  thy  work  and  thy  glory  may  become  visible 
to  the  righteous !  Grant  them  long  life  undor  the 
shadow  of  thy  protection,  for  thy  kingdom  is  the  eter 
nal  kingdom.  Holy  is  He ! 

O  call  to  memory  those  that  confide  in  thee!  Feed 
them  from  thy  delicious  heavenly  table!  Let  their 
mouth  bless  the  splendor  of  thy  glory !  Blessed  be 
the  memory  of  the  Just !  Remember  the  princes  of 
the  nation,  the  patriarchs  of  the  world,  and  deliver 
thy  servants  from  intentional  and  unintentional  sinsl 
Thy  goodness,  O  God.  lasts  for  ev^r  and  ever.  0 
remember  the  decayed  tabernacle  in  Salem  !  Hasten 
to  erect  it  again  and  to  sustain  it,  then  shall  Zion's 
mount  rejoice  and  Jehuda's  daughters  be  full  of  glad 
ness. 

May  they  be  registered  to  life  everlasting,  my 
faithful  ones!  May  they  behold  thy  countenance  O 
God  in  happiness !  May  they  tarry  in  the  temple  of 
the  Eternal!  Holy  is  He! 

Once  the  mighty  sound  of  the  Shofar  shall  be  heard; 
signalizing  the  approach  of  eternal  joy,  and  the  gath 
ering  of  those  that  were  lost  in  the  land  of  Ashur ! 
Then  the  voice  of  the  trumpet  shall  be  heard  on  the 
outlet  of  the  rivers,  proclaiming  deliverance  to  .Tehudn 
and  Ephraim,  and  those  that  were  lost  in  the  land  of 
Egypt.  With  tremendous  voice  shall  the  Shofar  sound 
in  France  and  Spain,  to  sanctify  the  dispersed  :  it  will 
prepare  the  dispersed  in  all  directions  to  new  joys, 
and  they  will  prostrate  themselves  upon  thy  holy 
moun  t. 

Thy  words  of  consolation  are  a  twofold  comfort 
to  me;  I  shall  worship  thee  yet  continually  within 
thine  own  borders,  and  especially  upon  thy  holy 
mount.  Holy  art  Thou  ! 

Holy  King  and  mighty  Regent  in  heaven !  hasten 
and  bring  us  soon  the  message  of  the  coming  of  our 
redeemer!  The  Lord  reigns,  the  earth  rejoices!  Ex 
alted  and  All-knowing  King!  Build  up  thy  holy  city 
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again,    the   appointed   time   has   corne.     The    Infinite  I 
He  will  reign  forever ! 

Thou  O  Lord  wilt  guide  us  into  the  land  of  the 
living,  that  we  may  walk  there  before  thee.  In 
the  light  of  the  Lord  shall  we  then  walk!  To  him,  the 
Eternal,  is  the  kingdom.  Holy  is  he ! 

The  enlightener  of  the  earth,  to  those  that 
dwell  therein  with  his  mercy,  he  reneweth  his  goodness 
daily  and  continually,  with  the  works  of  his  creation. 
O  Lord !  how  manifold  are  thy  works,  in  wisdom 
hast  thou  made  them  all  :  the  earth  is  full  of  thy  pos 
sessions.  The  King  who  alone  is  exalted,  praised, 
glorified,  and  honored,  from  that  time  in  eternity. 
O  everlasting  God,  with  thy  abundance  of  mercy, 
have  compasison  on  us ;  for  thou  art  the  Lord  of 
our  strength,  the  rock  of  our  fortress :  the  shield 
of  our  salvation,  and  tower  of  our  defence.  O 
Lord !  who  art  greatly  blessed  in  knowledge,  who 
prepared  and  wrought  the  luminary  of  the  sun  to 
shine  forth,  and  through  thy  benevolence  formed  for 
the  honor  of  thy  name!  and  ordained  lights  to  sur 
round  thy  strength,  and  hosts  of  holiness,  who  exalt 
the  Almighty  continually,  declaring  the  glory  of  thee. 
O  God!  and  thy  holiness. 

Be  thou  Blessed,  O  Lord,  our  God,  for  the 
praise  of  the  works  of  thy  hands,  and  for  the  bright 
luminary  which  thou  hast  made  to  glorify  thee.  Selah, 
be  thou  blessed,  O  our  King!  our  Redeemer!  the 
Creator  of  holiness,  he  thy  name  praised  for  ever.  O 
our  King!  who  formed  ministers,  all  which  minister 
unto  thee,  standing  in  the  height  of  the  universe,  who 
cause  their  voices  to  be  lovely,  and  mighty,  and  all 
performing  with  terror  and  fear,  the  pleasure  of  their 
Creator  ;  and  all  open  their  mouths  in  holiness,  with 
purity,  with  songs  and  with  psalmody,  they  bless  and 
praise,  glorify  and  strengthen,  sanctify  and  proclaim, 
the  name  of  the  Almighty  King!  great,  strong  and

Hear  those  who 
rely  upon  the  merits  of  him  for  whom  the  angels  wept 
(Isaac);  O  King!  Despise  not  their  entreaties  for 
the  sake  of  him  who  lodged  in  the  place  when  (he 
angels  of  the  King  ascended  and  descended. 

O  deliver  them  this  day  from  strict  jus 
tice  and  fault,  ()  King!  Let  them  be  innocent  with 
mercy  and  destine  them  for  good,  O  King!  Let  be 
agreeable  to  thee,  O  King,  the  (on  Sabbath  join 
memorial  of)  sounding  of  the  trumpet  (on  Sabb.  join  : 
on  which  we  do  only  remember  this  day),  take  pity 
on  those  who  hope  for  thee,  O  King ! 

Give  hoed  to  the  praying  of  a  people  who  searches 
thee,  O  King,  turn  to  those  who  support  the  blessing 
and  bless,  thee,  thee,  the  almighty  and  everlasting 
King ! 

And  the  angels  shall  sing,  the  cherubs  glorif.v.  the 
seraphims  exalt  in  song,  and  the  angels  bless  the 
Lord :  and  the  face  of  every  angel,  orphan  and 
cherub:  also  the  seraphim  opposite  each  other,  they 
^ing,  praise  and  say:  Blessed  be  the  Glory  of  the 
l^ird  from  his  plac*. 
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To  the  blessed  God  pleasant  song  shall  be  given,  to 
the  King,  the  living  and  ever  existing  God,  psalms 
shall  be  said,  and  praises  be  heard,  for  he  alone 
worketh  mighty ;  maketh  new  things,  master  of  bat 
tles,  sower  of  righteousness,  raiser  up  of  salvation, 
creator  of  medicine,  tremendous  in  praises,  Lord  of 
wonders :  who  reneweth  with  his  goodness,  daily  and 
constantly  the  works  of  the  creation,  as  it  is  written, 
to  him  that  made  great  lights,  for  his  mercy  endur- 
eth  for  ever.

Thou  hast  preferred  us  from  all  people  and  languages, 
and  put  us  near  thy  great  name  (Selah),  for  ever  with 
truth  to  give  praise  unto  thee,  and  to  be  united  unto 
thee  with  love.  Blessed  art  thou.  O  Lord  !  who  hast 
chosen  his  people  Israel  with  love. 
VQC?  Hear,  O  Israel '  the  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord 
is  One.

living  and  eternal  God!  high  and  exalted,  great  and 
tremendous ;  he  who  casteth  down  the  proud,  and 
exalteth  the  humble ;  who  delivereth  prisoners,  re- 
deemeth  the  weak,  and  helpeth  the  poor;  and  who 
answereth  his  people  when  they  supplicate  him. 
Praised  be  the  most  high  God,  blessed,  and  ever  blessed 
be  he.  Moses  and  (he  children  of  Israel  sang  a  song 
snto  thee  with  great  joy  ;  and  they  all  said : 

Who  Is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord !  among  the 
mignty?

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God  and  the 
God  of  our  fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of 
(saac  and  the  God  of  Jacob,  the  great  God-!  powerful 
and  tremendous:  the  most  high  God !  bountifully  dis 
pensing  benefits,  the  Creator  of  all  things,  who,  re 
membering  the  piety  of  the  fathers,  will  send  a  Re 
deemer  to  their  posterity  for  his  name's  sake  in  love 
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According  to  the  institution  of  the  wise  and  intelli 
gent,  and  their  instructive  knowledge,  will  I  open  my 
mouth  with  prayer  and  supplications,  to  implore  and 
entreat  the  presence  of  the  supreme  King  of  kings  and 
Lord  of  lords. 

With  a  doleful  and  afflicted  heart,  I  am  come 
to  supplicate  thee,  to  implore  mercy,  as  the  beggar 
at  the  door ;  O  suffer  thy  tender  mercy  to  prevail,  and 
judge  not  according  to  strict  justice.

I  depend  on  the  doctrine  inculcated  in  the 
book  of  wisdom,  "a  claim  addressed  turneth  away 
wrath."  O  thou  who  art  my  strength, -I  hope  in  thee 
for  support:  O  may  thy  first  expression  enlighten  me, 
and  inform  me  that  thou  hast  pardoned.  O  justify  and 
strengthen  me,  and  grant  me  power  ;  for  thou  art  my 
merciful  God,  in  whom  I  confide.  Thy  congregation 
stand  to  implore  thy  pardon  :  may  thy  tender  mercy 
compassionate  and  spare  them.  They  pour  out  their 
boarts  as  water  in  thy  presence ;  O  mayest  thou 
hear  them  from  thy  most  exalted  heavenly  throne.  O 
strengthen  thy  people,  who  are  feeble,  and  send  them 
help  and  cure.  May  they  comprehend  thy  words, 
and  perform  them,  for  the  words  of  God  are  pure.

bulls  and  lambs  for  peace-offerings  ;  \ve.  therefore,  will 
arrange  our  lips  in  prayer.  O  may  our  supplication! 
be  acceptable  as  the  incense  and  mixed  meat-offering. 
If  the  path  of  rectitude  hath  been  perverted  by  our 
behavior,  and  we  have  been  lax  in  the  performance 
of  the  law  thou  hast  sent  us  ;  O  remember  the  arrange 
ment  of  the  altar,  that  was  prepared  by  Abraham. 
when  he  drew  the  knife  (to  slay  his  son  Isaac).  A* 
the  father  and  son  went  together  to  Mourtt  Moriah,  to 
prepare  the  offering,  in  obedience  to  thy  command  :  so 
preserve  thou  their  offering,  and  let  thy  tender  mercy 
be  moved  by  the  memorial  of  thy  oath  When  thou 
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dost  sit  this  day  to  judge  the  nations,  be  thou  filled 
with  mercy  towards  their  descendants;  enlighten  our 
judgment  as  the  noon-day',  that  we  may  not  depart 
ashamed:  O  prepare  the  vine  (Isaac),  thou  hast  plant 
ed  to  enjoy  everlasting  life.  For  the  merit  of  him 
(Isaac)  who  was  bound:  hear  from  heaven  the  needy 
among  mankind,  who  call  on  thee  in  distress  :  O  in 
scribe  our  names  in  thy  books  of  life,  and  hearken  to 
the  speech  of  our  lips,  as  when  Isaac  entreated. 

Our  lips  declare  his  (our  ancestor  Isaac's) 
praise,  for  in  his  righteousness  we  live ;  may  he 
justify  us  in  mercy,  and  be  our  support :  O  revive  us 
again  as  in  former  days  ;  thou,  O  Eternal !  didst  revive 
us  twice ;  O  raise  us  the  third  time,  and  grant  us  eter 
nal  life! 

I  have  been  sent  on  a  mission  by  an  inesti 
mable  congregation,  who  are  strict,  and  acknowledge 
thy  unity  with  reverence.  I  have  poured  out  my 
speech  to  entreat  thee.  O  Lord !  hearken  to  my  voice, 
I  entreat  thee. 

Thou  who  speaketh  righteousness,  art  gracious  and 
favorable,  mayest  thou  be  found  a  refuge  and  a  con 
vert  to  those  who  seek  thee ;  and  though  the  sentence 
of  thy  judgment  should  be  severe  against  thy  crea 
tures,  yet  let  judgment  be  far  from  thee.  May  the 
regular  sound  of  the  be  acceptable  unto  thee; 

confuse  our  accuser  and  strengthen  our  advocates;

rocks.  O  remember  the  righteousness  of  the  perfect 
man  (Jakob),  who  dwelt  in  thy  tents,  and  is  engraven 
on  thy  throne,  and  deliver  me  from  iniquity  and  trans 
gressions  ;  let  them  not  have  dominion  over  me :  I  shall 
then  be  upright.  O  thou,  who  ruleth  with  mercy, 
and  remembereth  thy  covenant,  clear  us  from  secret 
sins,  and  purify  us  :  lead  us  in  thy  truth,  and  grant 
us  a  good  end,  this  day.  O  thou  who  pardoneth 
iniquity,  and  passeth  on  transgressions  to  the  residue 
of  thine  heritage :  when  thou  sea  test  thyself  on  thy 
terrible  and  tremendous  seat  of  justice,  to  judge  all 
the  creatures  of  the  earth,  grant  us  redemption  in  thy 
mercy,  for  in  thee,  O  God,  we  boast  ail  the  day  long. 
In  thy  compassion  remove  our  evil  imaginations;  be 
gracious  unto  us,  and  hide  us  in  the  cover  of  thy

wings  ;  accept  our  repentance  and  extend  thy  pardon ! 
Feed  the  flock  of  thine  heritage,  thy  people,  with  thy 
crook  :  instruct  us  in  thy  ways,  that  we  may  continue 
In  thy  paths,  and  preserve  thy  precepts  of  rectitude  in 
our  hearts :  may  thy  tender  mercy  be  moved  with  de 
sire  to  pardon  us,  for  we  know  that  we  have  sinned, 
and  there  is  none  to  intercede  for  us.

Draw  us  nigh  unto 
thy  salvation,  on  this  New  Year's  Day:  gather  our 
dispersed  to  my  resting  city  (Jerusalem)  then  shall 
mine  enemies  see  that  my  praise  is  from  thee :  I  earn 
estly  hope  in  the  Eternal !  be  his  my  continual  hope. 

The  Lord  reigneth  eternally,  thy  God,  O  Zion,  at 
every  time,  Hallelujah ! 

Thou,  O  most  Holy,  abidest  among  the  hymns  of 
Israel  I 

Thou  art  our  God  in  heaven  and  earth,  almighty 
and  exalted. 

Raised  by  myriads,  he  spoke,  and  it  was,  he  com 
manded,  and  it  was  created. 

His  glory  is  everlasting,  his  look  penetrates  the  life 
of  all  the  world.  He  dwelleth  in  secret,  his  crown  Is 
happiness,  his  garment  righteousness.  He  has  girt 
himself  around  with  zeal  and  revenge,  he  is  a  shield 
to  right.  His  advice  is  truth,  his  doing  is  verity,  all 
right  and  open.  He  is  near  to  those  who  call  on  him 
in  truth.  He  is  high  and  exalted.  He  dwelleth  abov* 
the  skies.  He  hanjreth  the  earth  on  a  vacuum.

His  name  is  glorified  by  his  peculiar  congregation 
(Israel)  :  and  mightily  praised  by  the  holy  angels,  and 
in  his  temple  all  declare  the  glory  of  the  most  Holy  !

The  Rock  of  my  salvation  is  exalted  in  the 
mouth  of  all  people ;  let  thy  mighty  arm  save  us  from 
those  who  rise  up  against  us.  (Cong.)  Thy  kingdom 
is  an  everlasting  kingdom.  (Read.)  When  thou  shalt 
reveal  thyself  in  the  sight  of  all  and  thy  divine  presence 
shall  dwell  in  thy  temple ;  then  shall  the  congregation 
of  many  thousands  testify  of  thee  with  their  mouth. 
(Cong.)  The  Lord  will  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 
(Read.)  Glory  and  majesty  is  due  to  thee  from  the 
world,  and  all  who  inhabit  it,  and  the  Isles.  (Cong.) 
Who  will  not  fear  thee.  who  art  the  King  of  all  na 
tions?

•phere  is  glorified  :  brightness  and  flaming  fire  are  in 
his  presence.  He  cuttetb  down  the  wicked  as  with  a 
•harp  sword.  In  defence  of  the  orphans  and  widows.  He 
rendereth  every  man  according  to  his  work :  he  hath 
formed  the  mouth,  and  maketh  dumb.  He  createth  all 
In  mercy.  He  is  exalted  and  casteth  down  those 
who  are  on  high.  lie  judgeth  his  creatures  in  mercy  ; 
his  work  is  perfect :  he  is  God  of  truth !  He  will 
bring  the  judges  of  the  earth  to  naught,  they  shall  be 
dismayed  and  astonished,  when  to  his  praise  he  first 
fudgeth  the  cause  of  his  people  before  his  wrath  ap 
pears.  Even  those  who  are  exact  in  the  performance 
of  justice  are  terrified,  because  he  vieweth  every  hid 
den  thing :  he  dwelleth  In  the  highest  heavens.  He  be- 
holdeth  all  things  and  searcheth  all  future  events ;  he 
calleth  the  generations  afore  time,  to  investigate  and 
•earch  their  hearts ;  he  rememberth  the  covenant  to 
the  patriarchs  and  will  perform  his  oath  to  their  de-

neflcent,  who  forbearest  their  troubles!  Thy  unity 
be  proclaimed  in  the  renewing  of  the  moon.  Forgiv- 
er  of  all  faults,  be  not  angry  unto  them  !  Ye  servants 
of  the  Formidable,  praise  Him,  ye  Sarafim,  in  order  to 
avert  the  storm.  Ye  wonderful  angels  open  your 
mouths  and  glorify  Him  who  survives  the  universe; 
fe  congregations  of  the  sacred  people  praise  and 
adorn  Him  with  myriad  voices!  O  h^ar  the  sounds 
of  the  Shofar  arid  forgive  UN  our  sins,  blow  the  three 
fold  Rhofar  on  the  holy  mount  like  we  are  saying 
the  threefold  "sacred"  in  holiness. 
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Read  and  Gong.  Lo ;  he  hath  no  trust  in  his 
holy  ones,  and  attributes  folly  to  his  mighty  angel* ; 
how  then  can  those  who  are  formed  of  the  earth  be 
Justified,  O  thou  who  art  Holy? 

I  revolved,  and  considered,  that  under  the 
•un,  there  Is  nothing  better  for  man  than  to  arm 
himself  with  the  fear  of  the  Almighty  God!  to  per 
sist,  and  not  to  relax  therein.  Mine  eyes  hath  be 
held  the  strict  line  of  justice ;  let  us  first  consider 
ancient  Adam,  who  was  created  in  the  image  of  God, 
and  placed  in  the  garden  of  Eden :  but  when  he  dis 
obeyed  the  command  of  his  Heavenly  King,  the  en 
joyment  of  his  honor  continued  not  over  night,  but 
he  was  driven  and  cast  out,  and  the  waving  flam- 
Ing  sword  placed  at  the  entrance.  He  (Abraham) 
who  continually  walked  in  the  availing  paths  of 
goodness,  and  shone  forth  from  the  obscure  dark 
ness  of  the  East,  and  was  attended  by  righteous 
ness;  because  he  tempted  him  in  whom  he  ought  to 
have  trusted,  and  desired  to  know  whereby  he  should 
inherit  the  land,  his  descendants  were  doomed  to 
four  hundred  years'  captivity.  Awaken,  ye  princes, 
and  strengthen  yourselves ;  limit  your  desires,  seek 
righteousness  and  meekness ;  perhaps  there  may  yet 
be  hope.  The  mighty  one  (Israel)  who  was  led  to 
your  mountain  (Moriah)  for  an  offering,  whose 
flesh  received  the  covenant  on  the  eighth  day :  he 
sowed,  and  received  an  hundredfold :  at  sixty  he 
begot  two  children :  yet  in  his  old  age  his  sight  was 
darkened,  because  he  respected  the  face  of  the 
wicked.  Do  ye  now  consider  in  your  heart:  fear, 
heaven,  and  withdraw  your  hand  from  iniquity,  per 
haps  the  Lord  of  Hosts  may  be  gracious,  and  ye 
escape  from  tribulation.  He  (Jacob)  who  was  ami 
able,  whose  tents  were  beautiful,  whose  form  \a  en 
graved  in  the  heavenly  throne :  of  whom  it  is  said, 
and  behold  the  Lord  stood  above  it :  when  he  re 
turned  from  Padan,  and  was  delivered  from  trouble : 
by  delaying  to  pay  his  vow  to  the  God  who  ap 
peared  to  him  he  was  punished  in  the  person  of 
Dinah,  the  daughter  of  Leah.  Understand  this,  ye 
his  creatures,  crave  his  mercy  and  be  afraid  of  hit 
furious  wrath,  then  may  he,  perhaps,  be  sheltered 
In  the  day  of  wrath.  The  two  illustrious  brothers 
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(Moses  and  Aaron),  who,  in  the  performance  of 
their  mission,  were  swift  as  the  hart,  and  mad* 
bounds  for  the  peculiarly  beloved  people  at  the  foot 
of  the  mountain ;  they  wrote  the  law,  instructed 
them  In  the  paths  of  rectitude  and  equitable  Judg 
ments  :  yet  were  they  visited  in  wrath  for  the  watert 
of  Meribah.  Consider  this,  all  ye  inhabitants  of  the 
earth,  if  it  is  thus  with  the  perfectly  wise,  what  will 
become  of  those  who  are  full  of  guile?  The  first 
king  that  reigned  in  Israel  (Saul)  was  the  beloved 
of  the  Lord,  and  was  clear  of  all  iniquity  ;  as  an  in 
fant  of  a  year  old :  he  delayed  not  to  wage  war  for 
the  preservation  of  his  people;  but  when  com 
manded  to  blot  out  the  memorial  of  Amalek,  he  wa§ 
disobedient,  and  brought  shame  on  himself  by  having 
compassion  on  Agag,  who  deceived  him  by  his  witch 
craft  :  so  that  the  Supreme  repented  that  he  had 
made  him  king  and  caused  him  to  fall  by  the  hands 
•f  his  enemies,  who  afflicted  him :  what  then  will 
they  who  pervert  justice  do,  when  he  arraigns  them? 
Tlie  pious  king  (David),  who  tuned  hymns  to  hi* 
maker,  whose  glorious  throne  was  established  in 
mercy,  who  administered  justice  and  righreousnesa 
to  his  subjects,  was  suddenly  obliged  to  flee  before 
the  fruit  of  his  body  :  and  when  he  was  m^t  by  the 
tale  bearer  ( Mephiboseth),  who  falsely  slandered  hla 
Lord,  and  through  his  flattery  ordered  the  partition 
of  the  field,  which  decision  bping  heard  by  the 
Supreme,  in  his  dwelling,  he  divided  the  kingdom  be 
tween  his  servant  and  his  son :  what  then  will  tale 
bearers  do,  when  he  visits  them  in  wrath?  Many 
thv/usamls  of  congregations,  which  hnve  preceded  us, 
and  are  vanished,  were  not  able  to  justify  themselves 
(n  purity.  Lo  !  the  heavens  are  not  pure  in  his  sight, 
and  all  the  heavenly  legions  are  as  beaten  flax  :  how 
can  filthy  arid  abominable  man  be  pure?  lie  that 
gath*»reth  rirhes  by  derpit,  whose  transactions  are 
hidden,  says  in  his  heart,  who  can  bear  witness 
against  me?

compassion  and  he  will  suppress  the  iniquity  of  the 
rebellious :  he  will  pardon  iniquity,  lighten  the  scale 
of  sins,  so  that  the  good  deeds  may  preponderate, 
causing  them  to  pass  away  in  due  order  separately ; 
for  the  Lord  is  righteous  in  all  his  ways,  and  his 
works  Is  mercy ;  he  desireth  repentance,  and  good 
deeds  are  as  a  shield  against  the  divine  punishment 
We  beseech  thee,  O  Lord !  who  art  full  of  compassion, 
that  when  thou  risest  up  to  judge  the  creatures  of 
thy  world,  that  thou  wilt  not  awake  thine  anger 
against  the  fewest  of  all  people,  who  acknowledge  the 
unity  of  thy  name  night  and  day,  and  who  continu 
ally  supplicate  thee,  morning  and  evening,  and,  as  a 
father  inclines  towards  his  son,  so  may  thy  tender 
mercy  be  moved  to  comfort  them,  and  to  cleanse  them 
from  the  weight  of  their  iniquity  and  trespasses. 
Remember  the  covenant  made  with  the  three  pious 
ancestors;  O  remember  the  piety  of  the  father  of  the 
multitude  (Abraham),  who,  when  tried  with  ten 
powerful  trials,  was  found  faithful  in  all.  The  Drst 
trial  was  when  he  was  born,  the  diviners  and  sooth 
sayers  took  counsel  for  the  great  men  of  the  empire, 
who  sought  to  slay  him ;  he  was  therefore  hidden 
under  ground  for  thirteen  full  years ;  during  which 
time,  he  neither  saw  sun,  moon,  or  stars  :  and,  after 
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the  expiration  of  thp  thirteen  years,  he  came  forth  an 
accomplished  and  wise  man :  he  despised  the  idols, 
and  abhorred  the  graven  images,  and  was  faithful  to 
his  Creator;  and  his  lot  fell  on  a  pleasant  portion. 
The  second  was,  when  they  cast  him  into  the  burning 
fiery  furnace,  the  King  of  glory  (God)  put  forth  his 
right  hand  to  deliver  him.  and  said.  I  am  the  Eter 
nal  !  who  brought  thee  out  of  the  fiery  furnace  of  the 
Chaldees.  The  third  was,  when  he  commanded  him 
wholly  to  leave  the  place  of  his  nativity,  and  wan 
der.  The  fourth  was,  when  he  set  a  famine  in  those 
days,  which  was  the  first  famine  that  evpr  waa 
In  the  world,  and  which  did  not  extend  to  all  coun 
tries  and  climates,  but  only  to  the  land  of  Canaan,  to 
tempt  him,  and  to  cause  him  to  go  down  to  the  land 
of  Egypt.  The  fifth  was,  when  Sarah  was  taken  to 
the  ruler  of  the  people,  on  the  night  of  observation, 
even  the  night  that  was  observed  for  the  destruction 
of  the  first-born  of  the  Egyptians !  when  the  Lord 
plagued  I*haraoh  with  great  and  terrible  plagues. 
He  (Abraham)  afterwards  dwelt  in  the  land  of  the 
Philistines  many  days,  when  the  King  of  Gerar  took 
his  amiable  wife  (Sarah)  he,  and  all  his  household, 
were  rendered  incapable  of  propagating;  and  the 
angel,  Michael,  descended  to  slay  them  in  wrath  ;  but 
he  exclaimed,  wilt  thou  also  slay  a  righteous  nation, 
and  shed  their  blood?  To  which  he  replied,  restore 
the  man's  wife,  for  he  is  a  prophet,  and  the  father  of 
all  the  wise :  he  then  took  sheep  and  oxen,  men,  ser 
vants  and  maid  servants,  and  Abraham  prayed  to 
God.  who  was  entreated  of  him  from  heaven,  and 
healed  them  of  the  barrenness  of  their  womb.  The 
•ixth  was  when  the  ancient  kings,  with  Chedorlao 
mer,  king  of  Elam,  came  and  attacked  and  plundered 
hi*  brother's  son  ;  and  on  whose  account  they  carried 
away  all  the  spoil  of  Sodom  ;  when  one  who  escaped, 
oame  and  informed  him  what  the  enemy  had  done,  bt 
armed  his  principal  trained  servants,  born  in  his  own 
kou*«,  even,  Anar.  Esohol,  Mamre,  and  Eliezer,  and 
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divided  himself  against  them  that  night,  and  smote 
them  with  discomfiture,  on  the  night  that  was  ap 
pointed  of  old:  and  with  the  help  of  him  who  casteth 
down  those  that  are  exalted,  he  covered  all  the  spoil. 
The  seventh  was  when  he  made  a  covenant  with  him 
and  showed  him  the  four  potent  monarchies,  who 
«acb  in  their  day,  were  to  bear  rule  over  them,  but 
were  afterwards  to  be  totally  lost. 

The  eighth  was,  when  he  circumcised  the  flesh  of 
hi*  foreskin,  which  happened  on  the  tenth  day  of  the 
month  even  on  the  day  of  atonement ;  and  every  year 
the  blood  of  circumcision  is  viewed  by  the  Supreme, 
aa  the  blood  of  bulls  and  their  members  offered;  and 
for  the  sake  of  which  he  pardons  the  iniquities  of  his 
people,  and  justifies  them,  as  though  they  were  up 
right  The  ninth  was,  when  he  was  obliged  to  send 
away  Ishmael,  and  his  mother  into  the  wilderness  to 
•eparate  him  from  the  only  son,  who  was  offered  on 
one  of  the  mountains,  that  he  might  never  inherit 
with  him.  The  tenth  was,  after  the  act  of  circum 
cision,  when  God  tried  him,  and  said  unto  him,  take 
thy  «on  and  offer  him  unto  me ;  he  answered,  which 
•on,  whether  the  son  that  I  begot  when  uncircu  ra 
cked,  or  that  which  I  begot  when  circumcised?  The 
Supreme  replied,  even  thine  only  one,  which  thou 
lovest  so  dearly,  upon  the  mountain :  on  which  the 
divine  Shechina  is  resplendent.  He  then  rose  up  in 
the  morning  without  delay  and  joyfully  saddled  his 
us  himself,  the  very  ass  on  which  Moses  afterwards 
rode  and  is  the  same  on  which  the  Messiah  will  ride 
«t  the  time  of  the  redemption:  and  they  went 
«rralfht  on  their  journey:  when  they  drew  near 
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Mount  Moriah,  they  perceived  a  burning  flame  ascend 
from  it:  by  which  he  understood  that  that  was  tht 
high  mountain :  when  Abraham  with  his  finger 
pointed  out  to  Isaac  the  altar  of  the  most  High,  even 
the  very  altar  that  was  first  built :  the  only  son  then 
besought  him :  to  bind  him  hand  and  foot,  that  he 
might  not  struggle,  and  thus  dishonor  his  parent : 
he  then  bound  him  as  a  lamb  for  a  burnt  offering, 
prepared  the  wood  and  the  fire,  and  trembling  took 
the  knife  to  slay  him  and  as  an  High  Priest  at 
tempted  to  offer  his  mixed  meat  offering,  while  the 
most  High  God  whose  works  are  tremendous,  sat, 
and  beheld  the  father  bind,  and  the  son  submitting  to 
be  bound  in  reverence :  Lo !  the  angels  raised  a  griev 
ous  cry,  a  voice  was  then  heard  saying  to  Abraham, 
«tretch  not  forth  thine  hand  to  the  lad  to  destroy 
aim ;  for  the  ram  that  hath  been  hidden  from  the 
creation  is  to  be  offered,  and  given  a  ransom  for  him ; 
and  shall  be  accounted  as  though  he  had  suffered;  h« 
also  swore  to  bless  him  in  an  especial  manner,  and 
would  remember  the  act  of  his  being  bound  to  his 
posterity,  to  deliver  them  from  all  iniquity  and  wick 
edness  ;  to  take  them  to  him,  as  his  peculiar,  beloved 
people,  and  to  be  our  help  and  salvation  for  ever. 
O  may  the  rectitude  of  him  who  bound,  and  he  who 
was  bound  be  remembered  by  thee  this  day  :  remember 
also  in  mercy.  O  Lord!  the  perfect  man  (Jacob)  wb* 
diligently  dwelt  in  thy  tents.  The  fiery  angels  and 
Cashmalim.  bend  the  knee,  prostrate  themselves,  and 
worship  thee ;  and  in  reverence  they  animate  each 
other,  to  sanctify  the  most  Holy  with  a  threefold 
«anctification. 
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And  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the  first  day 
of  the  month,  ye  shall  have  a  holy  convocation;  ye 
«hall  do  no  servile  work  ;  it  is  a  day  of  blowing  th* 
trumpets  unto  you.  And  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt-offer 
ing  for  a  sweet  savor  unto  the  Lord;  one  young  bul- 
jO(  k,  one  ram,  arid  seven  lambs  of  the  first  year  with 
out  blemish.  And  their  meat-offering  and  their  drink- 
-offering,  as  is  said  :  three  tenth  deals  unto  the  bullock, 
*ud  two  tenth  deals  unto  the  rum.  and  a  tenth  deal 
.into  the  lamb,  and  the  wine  for  the  drink  offering,  and 
the  two  kids  for  an  atonement,  and  the  two  continual 
offerings  according  to  their  institution. 

And  thi«  is  the  law  which  Moses  set  before  the 
children  of  Israel,  by  the  command  of  the  Lord,  by 
the  hand  of  Muses.  It  is  a  tree  of  life  to  those  that 
lay  hold  on  it ;  and  the  supporters  thereof  are  happy, 
its  ways  are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all  its  paths 
•re  peace.  Length  of  days  is  on  its  right  and  on  ita 
left  are  riches  and  honor.  The  Lord  was  pleased  for 
hia  righteousness  sake  to  magnify  the  law  and  adorn 
it 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  people  which  were 
.{eft  of  the  sword  found  grace  in  the  wilderness ;  even 
Israel,  when  I  went  to  cause  him  to  rest.  The  Lord 
hath  appeared  of  old  unto  me.  saying,  yea,  I  have 
loved  thee  with  an  everlasting  love;  therefore  with 
loving  kindness  have  1  drawn  thee  forth.  Again,  I 
will  build  thee.  and  thou  shalt  be  built.  O  virgin  of 
Israel ;  and  thou  shalt  again  be  adorned  with  tabbinets, 
.and  shalt  go  forth  in  the  dances  of  those  that  make 
merry.  Thou  shalt  plant  vines  upon  the  mountain*. 
of  Samaria;  the  planters  shall  plant,  and  shall  eat 
them  as  common  things.  For  there  shall  be  a  day 
that  the  watchman  upon  Mount  Ephraiin  shall  cry, 
arise  ye.  and  let  UH  go  up  to  /ion,  unto  the  Lord,  our 
4jrod.  For  thus  snith  the  Lord,  sing  with  gladness 
for  Jacob,  and  shout  among  the  chief  of  the  nations  ; 
publish  ye  praise,  and  say,  O  Lord  !  save  thy  people, 
the  remnant  of  Israel.  Behold  I  will  bring  them 
from  the  north  country,  and  gather  them  from  the 
<4Xtreinitie8  of  the  earth,  and  with  them  the  blind  and 
the  lame,  the  woman  with  child,  and  her  that  travel- 
**th  with  child  together,  a  great  company  shall  return 
thither  The>  Khali  come  with  weeping,  and  with 
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supplication  will  I  lead  them.  I  will  cause  them  to 
walk  by  the  rivers  of  water,  in  a  straight  way,  where 
in  they  shall  not  stumble ;  for  I  am  a  father  to  Israel, 
Epbraim  is  my  first-born.  Hear  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  O  ye  nations,  and  dociare  it  in  the  isles  afar 
off  and  say,  he  that  scattereth  Israel,  will  gather  him, 
and  keep  him  as  a  shepherd  doth  his  flock.  For  the 
Lord  hath  redeemed  Jacob,  and  rau/somed  him  from  a 
hand  too  strong  for  him.  Therefore  they  shall  come 
and  sing  in  thp  height  of  Zion,  and  shall  flow  to 
gether  to  the  goodness  of  the  Lord,  for  wheat,  and  for 
wine,  and  for  oil,  and  for  the  young  of  the  flock,  and 
of  the  herd;  arid  their  soul  shall  be  as  o  watered  gar 
den,  and  they  shall  not  sorrow  any  more  at  all.  Then 
•hall  the  virgin  rejoice  in  the  dance,  both  young  men 
and  old  together;  for  I  will  turn  their  mourning  into 
Joy,  and  I  will  comfort  them,  and  make  them  rejoice 
from  their  sorrow.  And  I  will  satiate  the  soul  of  the 
priests  with  fatness,  and  my  people  shall  be  satisfied 
with  my  goodness,  saith  the  Lord.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord,  a  voice  was  hoard  in  Uamah,  lamentation  and 
bitter  weeping;  Rachel  weeping  for  her  children,  re 
fused  to  be  comforted  for  them,  because  they  were 
not  Thus  said  the  Lord,  refrain  thy  voice  from 
weeping,  and  thine  eyes  from  tears ;  for  thy  work 
shall  be  rewarded,  saith  the  Lord,  and  they  shall 
come  again  from  the  land  of  the  enemy.  And  there 
is  hope  for  thine  end,  saith  the  Lord:  and  thy  chil 
dren  shall  come  again  to  their  own  border.  I  have 
surely  heard  lOphraim  bemoaning  himself  thus :  thou 
hast  chastised  me,  and  I  was  chastised,  as  a  bullock, 
unaccustomed  to  the  yoke;  turn  thou  me,  and  I  shall 
be  turned  ;  for  thou  art  the  Lord  my  God.  Surely 
after  that  I  was  turned,  I  repented:  and  after  that  I 
was  instructed,  I  smote  upon  my  thigh;  I  wai 
ashamed,  yea,  even  comforted,  because  I  did  bear  the 
reproach  of  my  youth.  Surely,  Ephraim,  is  my  pre 
cious  son  ;  is  he  not  m.v  darling  child?  for,  whenever 
I  speak  of  him,  I  do  earnestly  remember  him  still : 
therefore  my  bowels  are  troubled  for  him  :  I  will 
•urely  have  mercy  upon  him.  saith  the  Lord, 
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^13  Blessed  art  thou.  O  Lord!  onr  God  and  the 
God  of  our  fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of 
Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob,  the  great  God !  powerful 
and  tremendous,  the  most  high  God!  bountifully  dis 
pensing  benefits,  the  Creator  of  all  things ;  who  re 
membering  the  piety  of  the  fathers  will  send  a  Re 
deemer  through  their  posterity  for  his  name's  sake  in 
love. 

According  to  the  institution  of  the  wise  and  intelli 
gent,  and  their  instructive  knowledge,  will  1  open  my 
mouth  with  prayer  and  supplications,  to  implore  and 
fntreat  the  presence  of  the  supreme  King  of  kings  and 
Lord  of  lords. 

Who  is  like  unto  thee,  most  merciful  Father  who  In 
his  great  mercy  remembereth  thy  creatures  to  life, 

To  the  God  who  arrangeth  judgment  To  him  who 
•earebeth  all  the  hearts  on  the  day  of  judgment  To 
him  who  revealeth  hidden  things  in  judgment.  To  him 
who  speaketb  uprightly  on  the  day  of  judgment  To 
him  who  sboweth  knowledge  in  judgment  To  him  who 
la  powerful  and  showeth  mercy  in  the  day  of  judg 
ment  To  him  who  remembereth  his  covenant  in  judg 
ment.  To  him  who  hath  compassion  on  his  works  in 
the  day  of  judgment  To  him  who  cleansetb  those  who 
trust  in  him  in  judgment  To  him  who  knoweth  tht 
hidden  thoughts  in  the  day  of  judgment  To  him  who 
•ubdueth  bit*  anger  in  judgment  To  him  who  la 
clothed  in  righteousness  in  the  day  of  judgment  To 
him  who  pardoneth  iniquities  In  judgment.  To  him 
who  is  tremendous  in  praises  In  the  day  of  judgment 
To  him  who  forgiveth  those  who  were  born  by  him  IB 
Judgment.  To  him  who  answeroth  those  who  call  upon 
him  in  the  day  of  judgment  To  him  who  exerciseth 
his  merry  in  judgment  To  him  who  clearly  vieweth 
the  most  secret  things  in  the  day  of  judgment  To  him 
who  purohnseth  his  servants  in  judgment.  To  him  who 
oompassioneth  his  people  in  the  day  of  judgment  To 
him  who  preserveth  those  who  love  him  in  judgment 
To  him  who  supporteth  his  perfect  ones  in  the  day  of 
judgment 

We  will  express  the  mighty  holiness  of  this 
day,  for  it  is  tremendous  and  awful ;  on  which  thy 
kingdom  Is  exalted,  and  thy  throne  established  la 
tract;  whereupon  thou  art  seated  in  truth.  Verily 
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It  IB  thou  who  art  Judge  and  Arbitrator,  who  kuowest 
all,  and  art  witness,  writer,  sigillator,  recorder,  and 
teller;  thou  callest  to  mind  all  things  long  forgotten 
and  dost  open  the  book  of  records,  so  that  it  may  be 
read  of  itself;  every  man's  signature  is  in  it.  The 
great  trumpet  Ls  soundpd  !  a  dull  mtirmuring  noise  Is 
heard !  the  angels  shudder  1  fear  and  trembling  seize 
them!  "Ha  !  ( they  cry)  it  is  the  day  of  judgment  I 
the  heavenly  choir  are  to  be  visited  in  judgment" ! 
(for  in  justice,  even  they  are  not  found  faultless  be 
fore  thee).  All  who  are  about  to  enter  into  the 
world,  now  pass  before  thee,  as  a  herd  of  sheep ;  as 
the  shepherd  mustereth  his  flock,  and  passeth  under 
his  crook,  so  dost  thou  cause  to  pass,  number,  appoint 
and  visit  every  living  soul,  fixing  the  limitation  of  all 
creatures  and  prescribing  their  destiny. 

On  the  First  Day  of  the  year  it  is  in 
scribed,  and  on  the  Fast  Day  of  Atonement  it  Is 
sealed  and  determined,  how  many  shall  pass  by,  and 
how  many  be  born;  who  shall  live,  and  who  die;  who 
•hall  finish  his  allotted  time,  arid  who  not ;  who  is  to 
perish  by  fire,  who  by  the  sword,  and  who  by  wild 
beasts  ;  who  by  hunger,  or  who  by  thirst ;  who  by  an 
earthquake,  or  who  by  a  plague;  who  by  strangling, 
or  who  by  lapidation  ;  who  shall  be  at  rest  and  who 
shall  be  wandering1;  who  to  remain  tranquil,  and  who 
be  disturbed  :  who  shall  reap  enjoyment,  and  who  h' 
painfully  afflicted;  who  grow  rich,  and  who  become 
poor;  who  shall  be  cast  down,  and  who  exalted. 

But  penitence,  prayer,  and  charity  can 
avert  the  evil  decree. 

For  as  thy  name  is  merciful,  so  is  thy 
praiseworthy  character :  with  difficulty  excited  to 
wrath,  and  easily  reconciled  ;  for  thou  desireth  not 
the  dpflth  of  the  sinner,  but  that  he  return  from  his 
evil  \\ny,  and  live,  nay,  even  unto  the  day  of  his  death 
dost  thou  wait  for  him.  and  if  he  return,  dost  imme- 
diatt'ly  receive  hira.  Verily  it  is  thou  who  art  their 
O'-aioi  and  thou  only  knowest  their  nature,  for  they 
are  but  flesh  and  blood.  Man's  original  Is  dust,  and 
his  termination  is  also  dust;  hi.s  sustenance  Is  ob 
tained  at  the  constant  expense  of  his  life,  for  hp  Is 
Hke  the  fragile  potsherd,  the  withered  grass,  the  fad 
ing  bloom,  the  passing  shadow,  the  dissipated  smoke, 
•  l>p  wnvfng  wind,  tli'1  lying  dust,  and  the  transient 
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Rut  tbou,  O  King !  art  the  living  and  erer- 
extetlng  Power!  Thy  years  have  DO  limitation,  nor  the 
length  of  thy  days  any  end;  there  is  no  possible  esti 
mation  of  the  innumerable  attendants  on  thy  glory  , 
nor  any  degr«>e  of  explication  to  the  mystery  of  thy 
holy  name.  Thy  name  Is  suitable  to  thee,  and  thou 
only  to  thy  holy  name;  yet  our  name  hast  thou  called 
after  thy  name.  Favor  us,  therefore,  for  the  sake  of 
thy  name,  and  let  thy  name  be  honored  by  those  who 
sanctify  thy  Lame:  O  grant  it  for  the  sake  of  thy 
glorious  name,  that  is  reverenced  and  sanctified,  ac 
cording  to  thy  mystic  expression  of  the  holy  seraphim, 
who  sanctify  thy  name  in  holiness;  both  those  that 
d^ell  in  heaven,  as  well  as  (we)  the  inhabitants  of 
the  earth,  proclaim  with  tripled  voice  a  thrice  re 
sounding  sanctification  ;  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand 
of  thy  prophet,  and  one  (angel)  called  unto  another, 
and  said:  Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  the 
whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory.  (Cong.)  His  glory 
fllleth  the  universe,  and  his  ministering  angels  inquire 
of  each  other,  where  is  the  place  of  his  glory?  whilst 
they  alternately  proclaim,  Hlessed  ! 

Blessed  is  the  glory  of  the  Lord  from  the  place  of 
his  residence.  From  the  place  of  his  residpnce  may  he 
regard  with  mercy,  and  be  gracious  to  the  people,  who 
evening  and  morning,  daily  proclaim  the  unity  of  his 
name,  by  repeating  once  every  day,  continually  with 
fervent  love  and  say  : 

Read.  And  against  each  other  with  blessings  they 
say: 

Cong.  Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  from  his 
place. 

Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  is  our  God,  the  Lord  la 
One.  (Cong.)  Our  God  is  Unity,  he  is  our  Father, 
our  King,  our  Saviour ;  and  through  his  infinite 
mercy,  will  cause  us  to  hear  the  second  time  in  the 
sight  of  all  living  (the  expression)  "to  be  your  Cod." 

"Who  taketh  hold  of  the  attribute  of  judgment.  And 
all  believe  that  he  is  the  God  of  truth. 

Cong.  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God  in 
Zion  from  generation  to  generation.  Praise  ye  the 
Tx>rd. 

Read.  Unto  all  generations  we  will  declare  thy 
freatness,  and  to  all  eternity  we  will  sanctify  thy 
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Who  taketh  hold  of  the  attribute  of  judgment.  And 
all  believe  that  he  is  the  God  of  truth. 

Who  searcheth  and  proveth  the  secret  reposi'tories. 
And  all  believe  that  he  searches  the  thoughts  of  man. 

Who  reedemeth  from  death,  anxl  deKvereth  from  the 
grave.  And  all  believe  that  he  is  a  mighty  Redeemer. 

Who  alone  jndgeth  all  who  come  into  the  world. 
And  all  believe  he  is  a  true  Judge. 

Who  is  called  the  immutable  Eternal  Being!  And 
all  believe  that  he  was,  is,  and  ever  will  be. 

It  is  he  whose  praise  is  equal  to  his  name.  And  all 
believe  that  he  is  God,  and  none  else  besides  him. 

Who  remembers  to  do  good  to  those  that  make  men 
tion  of  him.  And  all  believe  that  he  remembers  the 
covenant. 

Who  decreeth  the  life  of  all  living.  And  all  believe 
that  he  lives  and  exists  eternally. 

He  is  all  benignity,  and  is  beneficent  to  the  wicked 
and  righteous.  And  all  believe  that  he  is  good  to  all. 

Who  knoweth  the  inclination  of  all  creatures.  And 
all  believe  that  he  formed  them  in  the  womb. 

Who  is  able  to  accomplish  all  things.  And  all  be 
lieve  that  he  is  Omnipotent. 

Who  abideth  in  secret  in  that  impenetrable  shadow. 
And  nil  believe  that  he  is  alone. 

Who  causeth  kings  to  reign,  for  the  kingdom  is  his. 
And  all  believe  that  he  is  the  sole  King  of  the  uni 
verse. 

Who  exerciseth  his  mercy  to  every  generation.  And 
all  believe  that  he  preserved!  mercy. 

Who  patiently  boareth  with,  and  turneth  his  eye 
from  the  rebellious.  And  all  believe  that  he  ever  p:w- 
dons. 
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He  who  la  the  Most  High,  and  hath  hia  eye  on  thos« 
who  fear  him.  And  all  believe  that  he  hearken*  to 
prayers. 

Who  openeth  the  gate  to  those  who  knock  with  re 
pentance.  And  all  believe  that  his  hand  is  always 
open  to  receive  the  penitent. 

Who  waltPth  for  the  wicked,  and  desireth  his  JnMI- 
fication.  And  all  believe  that  he  la  righteous  and  per 
fect 

Whose  anger  is  short,  and  Is  long-suffering.  And 
all  believe  it  is  difficult  to  Irritate  him. 

Who  Is  the  most  merciful,  and  causeth  mercy  to 
precede  wrath.  And  all  believe  that  he  Is  easily  to  b« 
reconciled. 

Who  Is  Immutable,  and  who  holdeth  both  hitrh  and 
low  equal.  And  all  believe  that  he  Is  a  Just  judge. 

Who  Is  unright  and  denleth  truly  with  the  faithful. 
And  all  believe  that  his  work  Is  perfect 


».nd  all  shall  come  to  eerre  thee,  and  bleaa  thy  frlorlona 
name,  declare  thy  rierhteonsnesa  among  the  Isles,  and  tha 
people  that  knew  thoe  not  shall  aeek  tht-e.:  they  shall  praise 
the*  to  the  uttermost  ends  of  the  earth,  and  shall  continually 
«•?  the  Lord  shall  be  extolled.  They  shall  also  offer  their 
••crlflcea  to  the*:  enst  away  their  Idols,  be  ashamed  of  their 
Craven  Images.  Inrllne  to  aerve  the*  with  one  accord;  th*y 
•  ho  aeek  thy  prps^nce  will  revere  and  worship  tbee  at  sun- 
•rlae,  tb*y  will  dlaeern  the  power  of  thy  klnpdom,  and  teach 
andtratanrtlna;  to  thoae  who  err.  They  will  also  speak  of  thy 
cnlgbty  power,  and  -»itol  tbee,  who  art  emlted  aa  Snpreme 
itbore  all.  They  will  pralae  thee  with  rererence,  and  crown 
the*  with  th»  crown  of  glory;  the  hllla  will  burat  forth  with 
•one.  and  the  lalanda  rejoice,  when  tbou  shalt  thus  rel^a; 
•for  they  all  will  submit  to  the  yoke  of  thy  kingdom,  and 
loudly  extol  thee  In  the  congregation  of  tha  people,  to  that 
tlUMM  wno  are  far  off  will  hear  tt  *nd  cooi«  «ad 
frttb  '.ft*  crowa  of  dominion. 
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It  is  peculiarly  our  duty  topraisethc  Lord  of  all;  to 
ascribe  greatness  to  him  who  formed  the  world  In  the 
beginning;  since  he  hath  not  made  us  like  the  nations 
of  the  different  countries,  nor  placed  us  like  the  fam 
ilies  of  the  earth  ;  neither  hath  he  appointed  our  por 
tion  like  theirs,  not  our  lot  like  their  multitude.  But 
TTC  bend  the  knee,  prostrate  ourselves,  and  worship 
the  Supreme  King  of  kings !  the  most  Holy  and 
blessed  is  he,  who  stretched  out  the  heavens,  and  laid 
the  foundations  of  the  earth  ;  the  residence  of  whose 
glory  is  in  the  heavens  above,  and  the  divine  majesty 
of  his  power  in  the  highest  heavens.  lie  is  our  God, 
there  is  no  other.  Verily  he  is  our  King,  and  there 
is  none  besides  him ;  as  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  know 
therefore  this  day,  and  reflect  in  thy  heart  that  the 
Lord  he  is  God,  in  heaven  above,  and  on  the  earth 
beneath ;  there  is  none  else. 


Thou  hast  bf«ni  shown  to  understand  that  the  Lord 
he  is  God,  there  is  none  besides  him.  Know  there 
fore  this  day.  and  reflect  in  thine  heart,  that  the  Lord 
he  is  God,  in  heaven  above,  and  on  the  earth  beneath; 
there  is  none  else.  Hear,  O  Israel  1  the  Lord  is  our 
God,  the  Lord  is  ONE.  Behold  the  heavens,  and  the 
heaven  of  heavens,  belong  to  the  Lord  thy  God;  the 
earth,  and  all  that  is  therein.  For  the  Lord  our  God 
is  the  God  of  gods,  the  Lord  of  lords,  the  irreat, 
mighty,  and  tremendous  God.  who  respecteth  not  per- 
eotis.  nor  takoth  a  bribe.  When  I  call  on  the  name 
of  the  Lord,  ascribe  ye  greatness  unto  our  God. 
Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord,  from  henceforth  and 
for  ev«rinor«. 
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Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  be  thou  with 
the  mouths  of  the  deputies  of  thy  people,  the  house  of 
Israel,  who  stand  in  thy  presence  to  pray  and  .suppli 
cate  for  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel.  Teach  them 
what  they  shall  say,  instruct  them  what  they  shall 
speak,  answer  their  request,  and  cause  them  to  know 
how  to  glorify -thee.  May  they  walk  in  the  light  of  thy 
countenance :  they  bend  the  knee  unto  thee,  and  with 
their  mouth  bless  thy  people ;  O  bless  them  altogether 
with  the  blesing  of  thy  mouth.  They  conduct  thy 
people  into  thy  presence,  and  they  approach  into  the 
midst  of  them  :  the  eyes  of  thy  people  are  fixed  on 
them,  and  their  eyes  wait  on  thee.  They  approach 
the  ark  in  dread,  to  appease  thy  wrath  and  anger ;  thy 
people  compass  them  about  as  a  wall :  O  that  thou 
wouldst  regard  them  with  compassion  from  thy  emi 
nence.  They  life  up  the  eyes  towards  heaven,  and 
pour  out  their  soul  before  thee  as  water  ;  O  ma. vest, 
thou  hear  them  from  heaven.  O  may  they  not  falter 
with  their  tongue,  nor  be  entangled  in  their  speech, 
nor  be  ashamed  of  their  support,  nor  their  congrega 
tion  be  confounded  through  them ;  suffer  not  their 
mouth  to  utter  a  word  that  is  contrary  to  thy  will; 
for  those  who  are  favored  of  thee,  O  Lord,  our  God  I 
are  indeed  favored :  and  those  on  whom  thou  hast 
mercy  are  treated  with  the  tenderest  affection ;  we 
know  it,  O  Lord,  our  God !  that  thou  wilt  be  gracious 
to  whom  thou  pleasest,  and  wilt  show  mercy  to  whom 
thou  art  inclined  :  as  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  "I  will 
he  gracious  to  whom  I  will  be  gracious,  and  will  show 
mercy  to  whom  I  will  show  mercy." 

And  it  is  said,  O  suffer  not  them  who  trust  in  thee, 
O  Lord  God  of  Hosts!  to  be  ashamed  for  my  sake: 
let  not  those  who  seek  thee  be  confounded  through  me, 
O  God  of  Israel. 

I  will  hope  in  God :  I  will  entreat  his  presence ;  and 
beseech  him  to  grant  me  eloquence  of  language ;  that 
in  the  congregation  of  the  people,  I  may  sing  of  his 
mighty  power,  and  in  joyful  strains  rehearse  his  won 
derful  works.  The  dispositions  of  the  heart  are  of 
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man,  but  the  utterance  of  speech  is  from  the  Lord. 
O  Lord  !  open  thou  my  lips,  and  my  mouth  shall  de 
clare  thy  praise. 

May  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditations  of 
oiy  heart  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Eternal! 
my  Rock  and  Redeemer. 


I  will  praise  my  God;  I  will  sing  bis  mighty 
power,  declare  his  glory,  and  adorn  him  with  Imperial  ve»- 
ture.  I  will  extol  the  Maker  of  all,  who  alone  spake,  and  It 
was  done.  I  will  glorify  him.  for  to  him  appertained  sov 
ereignty  I  will  continually  speak  of  his  mighty  strength,  for 
I  am  hlb  host,  and  It  Is  comely  for  me  to  declare  the  great 
ness  of  Ms  kingdom.  I  will  proclaim  In  the  congregation,  in 
the  multitude  of  people  will  I  declare  to  whom  appertained! 
the  true  dignity,  and  excellency,  and  to  whom  is  the  kingdom. 
Draw  nigh,  ye  nations  come  near,  ye  kingdoms,  and  see  how 
glorious  is  the  power  of  his  kingdom.  O  magnify  him  with 
me,  and  let  us  together  extol  him,  and  pride  not  yourselves 
with  tho  crown  of  the  kingdom.  The  act  of  converting  the 
deep  into  several  paths  will  convince  ye  all  to  whom  apper- 
taineth  the  kingdom.  He  trod  down  the  horses  of  six  hundred 
chariot*  In  the  sea;  how  then  can  man  presume  to  oppoM 
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I  will  extol  my  (heavenly)  King  and  walk 
in  his  way ;  and  when  I  homage  his  Omnipotence, 
then  he  appears  in  his  majestic  robe  and  when  I 
throw  off  idolatry,  then,  even  before  the  appointed 
da.v  conieth,  will  he  send  the  promised  messenger 
(Elijah  the  prophet),  and  he  himself  will  reign.  At 
the  arrival  of  this  messenger,  will  he  drive  flattery 
from  the  throne,  destroy  the  house  of  the  proud,  that 
they  no  longer  reign  ;  he  will  then  walk  in  the  midst 
of  me,  shine  forth  as  King;  I  shall  also  then  reign 
under  his  royal  protection.  The  governors  of  em 
pires,  with  other  nations  and  kingdoms,  will  be  hum 
ble,  •  when  he  discomfits  nations  and  realms,  and  he 
alone  will  reign.  O  may  the  roll  and  the  book  of 
men's  Actions  be  open  this  chiy,  to  purify  those  ,\vho 
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fclm.  wbc  bath  the  power  of  the  kingdom  J  Tbe  prince*  the« 
heard  and  trembled;  they  beheld  the  danger,  and  ^trr  dl» 
nayed.  and  abhorred  their  oven  kingdom;  state*  declared  hli 
pomer.  and  aatd,  to  him  alone  ouffbt  to  be  ascribed  tbe  name 
•f  tbe  kingdom.  Tbe  first  of  the  nations  (Amalek)  who 
fought  against  Israel,  was  destroyed;  for  thus  the  living  God 
•wore  by  'he  throne  of  his  kingdom  In  every  generation  h« 
wms  at.  because,  he  did  not  consider  who  fought  at  the  Red 
Sea,  robed  ID  Majesty.  The  slave  (king  of  Arad.  tbe  Canaan 
Ita).  who  dwelt  In  tbe  south,  rebelled  against  bis  master;  for 
this  the  earth  trembled  when  the  slave  was  exalted  to  the 
kingdom.  But  the  b loused  seed  (Israel)  destroyed  tbe  accursed 
ones,  when  they  prayed  to  him  who  is  excellent  in  the  king- 
tea.  Slbon.  tbe  king  of  tbe  Amorites,  who  dwelt  in  Henhbon, 
and  Og.  the  king  of  Banhan.  stirred  op  war  by  denying  a 
passage  to  (Israel)  the  hosts  of  the  kingdom.  Their  armlet 
were  destroyed,  their  land  was  divided,  sod  tbe  power  of  their 
kingdom  fell.  Tbe  children  of  Canaan  were  guilty  of  foil/ 
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bop*  in  him  (Israel)  and  his  reign.  Her  reign  en- 
dureth  In  which  whe  exults,  and  explain*,  who  besides 
me  can  reign?  though  Hhe  hath  obtained  it  by  the 
weeping  voice  of  our  ancestors,  when  supplicating  for 
a  blessing.  She  laid  a  heavy  yoke  upon  those  v\ho 
•re  low,  and  of  humble  spirit,  who  only  strive  for 
purity,  on  the  dn.v  of  judgment.  (Israel)  they  must 
bear  her  yoke  till  he  who  formed  the  world  shall  again 
•  lone  reign.  She  who  worshipped  (the  idol)  Bel. 
wherefore  \n  she  suffered  to  reign?  of  whom  harh  she 
permission,  that  she  hath  so  suddenly  reigned?  He- 
fore  any  King  ever  reigned,  the  living  f»od  did  Hier- 
oHIy  r*»ign.  when  all  is  consumed,  lie  nlone  will  reign. 
Wherefore  do  the  worshippers  of  the  idol  Moleoh, 
pride  themselves  with  the  regsil  authority  of  judg 
ment  f  for.  as  the  whirlwind  rushes  forward,  so  will 
they  nuddenly  be  put  by  from  reigning.  When  he 
who  Is  pure  prrpnreth  to  judge  Israel,  he  exerciseth 
hi*  wonted  at  tributes,  but  when  he  shall  trample 
under  foot,  h«>  will  clothe  him.splf  with  vpng«anr-e.  and 
reifn.  \Vhi-n  he  shall  cast  clown  die  crown  of  the 
proud,  he  will  give  strength  to  his  king  and  will  make 
those  that  are  pure  to  reign  over  all.  T!<>  will  renew 
the  kingdom,  according  to  law  and  eo;isiitutinn.  and 
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In  not  considering  that  they  were  but  strangers  In  the  laud  of 
the  children  of  Shem,  who  were  heirs  of  the  kingdom.  The 
•on  of  Nun  slew  them,  till  he  had  cleared  the  land,  before  the 
«rk  of  the  covenant  of  the  Lord  of  the  kingdom;  SI  sera,  who 
dwelt  In  Harusheth,  baring  then  sorely  oppressed  them,  being 
assisted  by  those  of  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
without  reward.  But  the  Lord  warred  against  them  with  his 
heavenly  host;  thus  may  all  our  enemies  be  destroyed,  and  the 
kingdom  be  the  Lord's.  Sennacherib,  king  of  Assyria,  great 
ai  the  cedar  of  Lebanon,  blasphemously  said,  I  will  cast  down 
the  mighty  one  from  the  kingdom.  The  fiery  angel  discom 
forted  them  on  the  night  of  observation;  then  all  knew  that 
the  kingdom  was  the  Lord's.  Nebuchadnezzar,  who  to  his  de 
struction  bowed  down  to  Bel.  and  imagined  to  ascend  to  heaven, 
hli  heart  was  altered  from  that  of  man  to  that  of  a  wild 
beast,  and  be  was  driven  from  his  kingdom.  When  he  was 
restored  from  his  station,  he  then  was  sensible  of  the  power  of 
God,  who  casts  down,  and  exalts;  and  acknowledged  the  per 
fection  of  his  kingdom.  They  were  cast  down  as  sheep  to  be 
slaughtered,  and  their  actions  weighed,  but  were  delivered 
through  the  merit  of  the  descendant  of  the  younger  ruler  of 
tht>  kingdom.  They  were  sold  for  nought,  and  redeemed  with 
out  silver;  they  extolled  him,  who  dlvertetb  the  hearts  of  the 
kings  as  water.  The  Aoves  (Israel)  were  sold  to  the  descend 
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cause  the  sceptre  of  the  kingdom  to  be  swayed  with 
rectitude.  He  will  bind  up  the  deep  wound  and  apply 
a  remedy  to  this  long  day  of  perplexity,  when  he  again 
will  reign.  The  burthensome  empires,  the  worship 
pers  of  idols,  have  denied  the  desirable  habitation  (the 
temple)  to  reign  imperiously;  but  the  Lord  will  have 
respect  to  the  lamentable  weeping  of  the  righteous 
(Israel),  who  are  sunk  in  the  deep  waves,  for  he  him 
self  will  reign  over  them.  The  descendants  of  kings 
(Israel)  confide  in  him,  that  he,  once  on  this  day  to 
a  certainty,  will  come  and  reign,  he  will  exterminate 
the  "Kittim,"  destroy  their  isles,  establish  the  throne 
of  his  own  empire,  and  reign.  Then  will  the  glory  of 
his  kingdom  and  the  sanctity  of  his  way  be  manifest; 
and  after  the  accomplishment  of  his  great  work,  in  the 
sight  of  all  will  he  reign.  lie  will  humble  the  proud  ; 
every  mountain  and  hill  will  he  bring  down;  nations 
will  he  overwhelm  with  darkness  ;  and  as  the  irresist 
ible  light  he  will  reign.  He  will  roll  up  the  heavens, 
and  will  a  second  time  create  new  ones.  This  is  the 
day  which  he  appointed  by  lot,  from  Zion,  to  reign. 
Tfc*  heavens  will  decline,  the  proud  will  be  troubled. 
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tints  of  th*  Greeks,  who  removed  them  from  the  border  of 
their  kingdom.  They  made  break  the  covenant  and  the  law, 
*nd  caused  them  to  rebel  against  God;  but  he  destroyed  them 
toy  the  weak,  even  the  priest*  of  the  kingdom.  Ksau  flattered 
ttla  parent  with  hla  venison,  and  hy  his  supplicating  voice 
Inherited  the  sword  and  the  kingdom.  The  plain  man  wa» 
-trtrengtbeni-d  with  the  blessing  of  being  lord  over  his  brethren: 
wherefore  the  kingdom  will  then  be  restored  to  Israel,  who  1* 
called  Jeshurun. 

O  make  thyself  a  tremendous  name  in  Zlon,  by  our 
restoration,  as  thou  didst  aforetime  prosper  us  with  the  thron* 
>t  thy  kingdom.  Stir  up,  and  awaken  the  joy  of  all  the  earth, 
•and  establish  thy  throne  In  the  royal  city.  Confound  the  light 
*ef  the  sun  and  moon,  that  their  worshippers  may  be  ashamed 
•when  thou  dost  exalt  thyself  to  the  kingdom.  O  crown  the 
•beautiful  city,  for  Israel's  sake  who  are  pure  as  the  sun;  and 
tn  our  presence,  reveal  the  glory  of  thy  kingdom.  The  host 
that  were  remembered  from  Kgypt,  sang  on  the  night  of  th« 
feast;  which  night  is  reserved  for  the  annihilation  of  the 
•wicked  from  the  kingdom.  They  trod  the  waters  of  the  sea, 
that  were  meted  by  his  hand;  with  their  Intellectual  eye  the/ 
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the  haughty  will  slip,  when  he  who  is  truly  majestic 
will  come  to  reign.  Then  those  who  are  compared  to 
the  fish,  and  the  sand  of  the  sea,  shall  reign,  when  the 
king  of  the  nations  cometh  to  reign.  The  princes  of 
the  people  will  be  gathered  together,  to  bear  the  few 
est  of  all  people  (Israel)  to  their  place  (Jerusalem) 
to  reign.  With  tuneful  notes  will  they  bring  them 
thither,  to  homage  their  Deliverer  and  King.  The 
idols  will  they  then  destroy  and  overturn :  no  more 
will  they  reign.  To  the  mystery  of  the  God  of  gods 
£ive  praise,  O  ye  sons  of  the  mighty :  take  the  psalm, 
and  praise  the  Lord,  when  he  shall  reign.  He  shall 
.stretch  forth  his  Almighty  hand,  and  exalt  his  prince 
(Messiah),  aggrandize  Israel,  and  majestically  reign. 
When  he  hath  lifted  up  his  hand,  he  will  reign  and 
lit  on  his  high,  and  exalted,  and  glorious  throne. 
With  a  decided  consummation  will  he  break  in  piece* 
the  wicked  of  the  earth :  in  wrath  will  he  spread  a 
maze  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  and  will  reign. 
With  the  terror  of  the  mighty  trumpet,  when  sounded 
thrice,  will  he  break  in  pieces  the  wicked :  from  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  shall  they  utter  a  glorious 
praise,  when  he  shall  reign.  His  praise  will  ascend 
from  the  earth,  his  glory  from  the  waters ;  and  the 
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foresaw  when  they  would  be  planted,  and  recelr*  th»  kln*4om. 
The  gatea  of  the  everlasting  temple  are  cut  down,  for  the 
kingdom  la  departed  from  them.  The  most  holy  one  will  enter 
them  again,  and  continue  therein  for  ever;  then  will  they  lift 
up  their  beads  when  he  renews  the  kingdom.  Tbe  voluptuous 
resteth  In  tranqullity,  without  widowhood,  because  the  end  of 
their  kingdom  hath  been  extended.  Plead  with  Edoiu,  0  y» 
deliverers,  deepoll  her  of  her  regal  vesture,  and  give  the  honor 
of  the  kingdom  to  the  Lord.  Ood  haiteth  falsehood,  tut  that 
!•  on  onr  tougue;  he  requlreth  truth,  but  Is  not  to  be  found; 
the  kingdom,  therefore,  is  removed  from  us.  O  tbou  Al 
mighty  Ood!  cause  Iniquity  to  depart  from  thine  hosts,  that 
they  may  proclaim  thee  Sovereign  of  the  kingdom.  O  gird 
thyself  with  majesty,  and  Invest  tbeyself  with  power,  that  no 
alien  may  bear  rule  In  the  kingdom.  Thou  wilt  establish  the 
world  when  then  shall  empty  It  of  the  wicked;  cause  righte 
ousness  to  attend  at  the  feet  of  the  Messiah,  and  crown  bin 
with  the  kingdom.  Tbou  shalt  avenge  thyself  of  nations,  re 
buke  the  people,  break  the  sceptre  of  the  wicked  ruler  of  tbt 
kingdom.  Thou  shalt  annihilate  the  Idols,  be  exalted  alone, 
and  for  evermore  be  called  sole  Sovereign  of  the  kingdom. 
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heavenly  host  will  joyfully  shout  when  he  shall  reign. 
He  will  apply  an  healing  plaster  to  the  wound  of 
every  being  that  he  hath  made,  and  will  bestow  ft 
beautiful  diadem  ou  his  chosen  people ;  for  behold,  he 
will  reign  in  righteousness.  The  princes  who  havt 
hitherto  reigned  will  cast  away  their  robes,  and  with 
one  voice  proclaim  the  Lord  for  their  King,  when  he 
•hall  come  to  reign.  Those  who  are  invited,  will 
reign,  and  walk  securely  after  him,  who  will  reign  at 
their  head.  The  hidden  secret  is  appointed  for  tKi* 
day  ;  it  is  noted  for  the  time  and  season,  on  which  ht 
who  taketh  vengeance  will  reign.  When  the  faithful 
shepherd  cometh  from  Teman,  he  will  cause  a  tempest 
to  rage  from  the  south,  and  will  reign  in  (Jilead.  The 
heavenly  assembly  of  angels,  who  praise  him  from  hi« 
holy  temple,  will  burst  forth,  when  he  shall  reign. 
The  nethermost  deserts,  the  heavenly  host,  and  all 
creatures  will  shout  with  joy,  when  he  shall  reign. 
The  throne  of  the  Messiah  is  established  as  the  sun; 
his  form  majestic,  as  the  sun.  at  its  going  forth  :  when 
he  reigneth.  then  will  God  truly  reign.  He  who  snp- 
norts  the  world  from  east  to  west  will  exalt  his  unde- 
nled  ( Israel ) ,  who  are  pure  as  the  sun.  and  then  will 
be  reign. 
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This  day.  the  world  was  called  into  existence 
this  day  he  causeth  all  the  creatures  of  the  universe 
to  stand  in  judgment,  either  as  children,  or  as  ser 
"rants.  If  we  are  esteemed  as  children,  have  mercy 
•upon  us.  as  a  father  hath  mercy  on  his  children,  and  if 
*s  servants  our  eyes  are  attentively  fixed  on  thee. 
until  thou  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  bring  forth  our 
Judgment  as  the  light,  O  thou  who  art  so  tremendous 
*nd  holy 

May  the  request  of  my  lips  be  acceptable  in 
thy  presence,  O  thou  Most  High  and  exalted  God,  who 
understandeth,  regardeth,  heareth  and  art  attentive 
to  the  voice  of  our  sounds.  O  be  pleased  to  receivt 
with  m*»rcy  and  favor,  the  form  of  the  acknowledge 
ments  of  our  allegiance. 

I  am  terrified,  on  considering  my  actions.  I  an> 
'•in  constant  anxiety  1  I  dread  the  day  of  judgment,  when  co» 
tag  fortb  to  be  remembered!  I  will  seek  the  all-gracious!  ' 
will  pray  to  the  All-merciful!  I  will  supplicate  him  who  «*• 
•tabllshed  for  me  a  day  of  remembrance!  Lo!  when  coming 
•forth  to  be  adjudged,  on  whom  can  I  depend?  and  who  will 
••earch  tc  find  for  me  a  memorial  of  righteousness?  Hereto 
fore  I  rested  on  the  sanction  of  the  patriarchs,  but  the  fruit*  of 
•shelr  food  works  I  have  long  consumed,  which  heretofore 
•erred  me  as  a  memorial;  then  was  my  arm  strengthened, 
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The  memorial  of  every  action  done  the  whole  year 
-Is  thi«  day  recited ;  O  Thou  who  hast  formed  them, 
reject  not  their  hope  by  the  remembrance  of  their 
<«ins.  If  the  decree  for  the  chastisement  of  our  actions 
1s  gone  forth  in  wrath,  may  tie  who  supports  all.  grant 
•A  pardon  for  His  own  sake,  and  remember  His  crea 
tions,  O  may  He  view  and  remember  the  memorial, 
j*nd  the  merit  of  the  ancient  patriarchs,  and  their  rt*- 
4cendanta.  And  though  we  be  obnoxious  to  sewr« 
jpunl^hment,  yet  remember  what  thou  hast  promtae^ 
tto  those  who  return  penitent.  The  memorial  of  tV"» 
created  man  from  the  dust,  and  the  m«>rit  of  hi« 
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when  Moses  cried,  "Blot  me  out,  I  pray  thee";  In  order  to 
»»r*  from  erasure  my  name  and  remembrance;  but  had  I  now 
even  a  man  worthy  to  pray  for  me,  what  would  It  avail!  should 
he  seek  merit  at  my  hands  for  a  memorial?  I  might  hay* 
been  favored  through  the  Intercession  of  the  ephold  clothed 
priests,  who  bore  the  breast-plate  of  Justice  on  wblcb  my  nam* 
wa»  engraven,  for  a  remembrance;  such  an  one  briskly  moT- 
(ng  the  censor,  succeeded  In  putting  a  stop  to  the  wrathful 
mortality,  occasioned  by  the  Intrusion  of  the  stranger,  who  was 
transfixed  by  fire,  for  a  memorial.  Behold,  0  God!  as  I  DOW 
•tand  before  thee,  without  a  man  among  my  congregation  who 
can  esplre  to  be  nuted  by  thee  as  worthy  of  remembrance !  Is 
any  one  existing  who  can  pray,  and  put  aside  wrath,  whose 
name  may  be  registered  to  generations  as  a  memorial  ?  Who 
Is  there  now  that  uninterested  can  cry,  "Witness  ye  for  me"! 
to  whom  the  Lord  will  answer,  I  witness  his  memorial.  And 
who,  with  a  suckling  lamb,  can  atone  for  us;  and,  like  Moses 
and  Aaron,  ascend  for  a  memorial?  Where  can  we  find  another 
{who  observing,  and  dreading  thy  wrath),  shall  cry  out,  0 
let  thy  hand  be  against  me?  like  him,  who  after  God's  own 
heart,  stands  as  a  memorial.  He  cried  out,  and  the  destroying 
•word  was  returned  to  Its  sheath;  wherefore  resplendent  like 
the  sun  was  hla  throne  exulted  to  remembrance!  Wherefore  ( 
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enumerated  generations,  may  he  remember  to  the 
nation  compared  to  the  sand  of  the  sea  ;  whose  fourth 
part  cannot  be  numbered,  who  supplicates  for  atone 
ment  ;  they  assemble  to  sound  the  cornets  ;  O  remem 
ber  to  purify  them.  The  memorial  of  the  recital  of 
the  book,  in  which  my  substance  being  yet  imperfect 
wns  ornamented,  is  also  written  the  meritorious 
actions  of  every  generation,  to  be  remembered.  If 
wrath  be  engraven  in  the  book,  so  that  they  cannot 
obtain  expiation,  O  may  the  performance  of  this  book 
of  the  law  be  remembered  before  him.  The  memorial 
of  him  (Noah)  who  was  concealed  from  those  who 
rebelled  ajvunst  the  light,  who  was  perfect  In  his 
generation,  as  the  light,  when  God  was  wrath  so  as 
bo  curse  the  earth  ;  O  may  his  merit  be  remembered  to 
his  posterity!  Bring  forth  the  judgment  of  those  who 
are  straitened  in  thy  presence,  pure  as  the  light :  and 
regard  not  their  evil  imaginations  in  judgment.  The 
znpruorial  of  the  g,  ,»d  works  of  the  ancient  patriarch 
(Abraham),  whom  thou  didst  raise  up  from  the  east, 
may  his  work  shine,  and  its  merit  be  remembered  In 
the  approaching  years.  And  if  it  is  decreed  that  hl« 
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could  hope,  In  time  of  drought,  for  the  intercession  of  tho*« 
whose  prayers  could  procure  rain,  who  could  restore  life  to  • 
child  dead,  and  lost  to  remembrance,  and  who  is  living  still  • 
witness  of  the  covenant,  on  account  of  his  saying,  I  am  Jealous, 
because  the  people  have  forsaken  the  covenant  and  memorial. 
Alas!  the  time  was  when  I  possessed  means  to  appease  th* 
countenance  of  the  Lord;  meat  offerings  were  brought  at  • 
propitiatory  memorial;  his  temple  was  with  Incense,  spikenard, 
and  spices  circumambulated;  the  altars,  sprinkled  with  sacrl- 
iclal  blood;  and  the  shew  bread  exhibited  as  a  memorial;  but 
now,  alas!  the  empty  censor  is  consuming;  yet  as  thou  one* 
Mid,  Israel  is  widowed  from  his  God;  this  do  I  put  forth  for 
th/  remembrance.  In  thee,  O  God!  do  I  put  my  trust,  and  not 
In  princes;  they  go  to  the  grave;  but  thy  name  is  an  everlast 
ing  memorial.  All  these  have  been  my  support,  and  thy  mercies 
have  I  sought,  without  which  I  should  surely  have  been  ended, 
and  put  out  of  remembrance.  Thy  congregation  Is  come  not 
with  bold  confidence,  but  with  thy  exalted  praise  In  their 
mouths;  set  forth  their  memorial, .  for  this  day  the  sum  of  ac 
counts  is  reserved:  it  is  the  first  of  days,  and  principal  in 
remembrance,  on  which  is  to  be  read  the  writing  of  an  indeli- 
blj  pen,  clear  and  publicly  to  be  published  as  a  memorial; 
life. and  death,  peace  and  war,  death  and  plenty,  all  come  forth 
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descendants  shall  be  crushed  in  the  snare,  maj  hU 
prayer,  when  he  interceded  in  behalf  of  Sodom,  be 
remembered  in  favor  of  them.  The  memorial  of  him 
who  was  bound  on  Mount  Moriah  (Isaac),  whose  eyes 
became  dim  ;  and  for  the  sake  of  those  who  are  naked 
and  bare  (of  merit),  remember  the  ram  that  was 
caught  in  the  thicket.  If  then  his  offspring  be  doomed 
to  affliction,  O  may  his  merit,  and  his  prayer,  when 
bound,  be  remembered  to  them.  The  memorial  of  him 
who  dreamt  he  saw  angels  ascend  and  descend  on  a 
ladder  (Jacob),  and  above  it  their  Creator;  may  his 
merit  be  now  remembered,  as  it  was  then.  If  then  his 
posterity,  because  of  their  trespass,  are  to  be  ab 
horred,  O  may  his  prayer  be  efficacious  to  them  in  the 
remembrance  of  the  covenant  The  memorial  of  the 
twelve  tribes  expressed  by  name,  whom  God  swore  he 
would  preserve,  whose  offspring  now  have  no  rest;  O 
may  he  remember  to  strengthen  them,  for  they  now 
bear  the  burden  of  oppression ;  and  though  he  has 
decreed  to  destroy  them,  yet  may  the  destruction  of

toto  remembrance:  all  the  work  of  man,  the  very  number  of 
hi*  steps,  long-forgotten  by  man,  but  to  God  ever  present  IB 
remembrance.  Who  can  dare  say,  my  ways  are  secret,  It  to 
to  ascribe  sla  to  my  memorial?  for  before  a  man's  face  hi* 
works  will  confute  him,  prove  his  falsehood,  and  become  a 
testimony  In  memorial.  Speak  reverentially  of  the  determina 
tions  of  God,  all  ye  children  of  men:  who  like  sheep,  pan 
mnder  his  rod  for  remembrance  of  him  who  shuttetb  the  door 
upon  the  perfect,  during  the  period  of  wrath,  till  the  Una*  b* 
come  that  they  shall  go  forth  In  remembrance.  O  work  won 
ders  wlt%  the  living,  that  they  be  not  like  unto  the  dead;  for 
how  can  thy  truth  be  declared  In  th«  grave,  as  a  memorial! 
Heretofore  bast  tbou  been  roused  by  good  works.  O  pray  act 
for  us,  although  destitute  of  worths:  surely  thus  will  thy  mar 
vellous  actions  cause  an  eternal  memorial.  Turn,  O  Lord!  thy 
countenance  towards  those  seated  In  bowers,  who  are  con 
stantly  discoursing  of  thy  law  as  a  memorial.  The  works  of, 
these  who  eat  the  bread  of  sorrow,  are  before  thee,  and  th«ir 
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for  them.  The  memorial  of  the  patriarchs,  who  are 
the  foundation  of  the  world,  he  hastened  to  remember 
the  merit  of  their  works  to  those  who  cried  aloud  in 
Egypt ;  thus  may  he  remember  the  cry  of  the  suck 
lings  at  the  Red  Sea,  the  command  of  the  statutes 
and  covenant,  and  his  holy  word.  The  memorial  of 
those  who  are  scattered  among  the  gentiles,  and  who 
render  the  prayer  of  their  lips  instead  of  sacrifice!, 
may  he  remember;  and  at  the  time  that  the  books 
are  searched,  which  declare  the  most  secret  transac 
tions,  may  he  remember  the  righteousness  of  Moses 
and  Aaron,  who  are  compared  to  two  young  roes. 
The  memorial  of  the  glory  of  the  tabernacle,  the 
place  where  my  beloved  dwelt,  and  where  the  cherubim 
were  placed  ;  O  remember  the  kindness  of  that  time. 
The  laver  and  its  stand,  and  the  pleasant  voice  of 
the  Levites  on  the  platform,  may  he  who  is  mighty 
remember  to  his  people,  on  this  appointed  day.  The 
memorial  of  the  son  of  Nun,  and  the  son  of  ifri,  who 
descended  from  Jephunah,  shall  be  mentioned  In  our 
prayers  ;  that  their  wonders  may  be  remembered  :  and 
If  the  glittering  sword  be  unsheathed  to  nmict  them, 
h.-xrken  to  their  supplication,  and  remember  those  to 
whom  thou  hast  been  gracious.  The  memorial  of  the 
instruction  of  the  judges,  and  the  sign  of  the  wheat 
harvest,  but  hide  the  sUly  acts  of  fools,  and  do  not 
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reward  recorded  by  thee  In  the  book  of  remembrance.  Th« 
foxes,  destroyers  of  vineyards,  thougbt  to  cut  off  thy  win*, 
foot  and  branch,  from  remembrance,  through  righteous  oppres- 
•lon;  but  they,  crying  out,  were  assisted  through  the  rirtue  of 
tbi  ancient  patriarchs,  long  registered  for  a  memorial.  Tno» 
bast  anticipated  generations  of  DO  Talue,  and  hast  destroyed 
and  annihilated  them  from  all  remembrance:  but  one  genera 
tion  haat  thou  selected  from  a  thousand,  hast  made  them  Inherit 
thy  word,  and  for  them  hast  at  all  time  established  a  memo 
rial.  O  thou  Most  High!  who  greatly  dellghteth  In  the  youth 
ful  bride  (Israel),  al.  of  whose  slain,  kindred,  and  affliction* 
bast  thou  placed  to  remembrance;  her  following  thee  In  tot 
desert.  In  the  ralley  of  death,  her  complete  and  confident  lore 
thou  wilt  make  a  memorial.  When  these  people  were  corrupted 
ami  set  up  reproach  for  their  enemies,  by  placing  an  Idol,  and 
•ot  God,  for  a  memorial:  they  would,  In  an  Instant,  have  bees 
annihilated  hud  not  Muses  stood  In  the  breach,  and  held  fort* 
the  oath  and  covenant,  for  a  remembrance.  From  that  period 
(through  his  Intercession)  hast  tbou  abhorred  all  heathen,  and 
test  delighted  to  select  us  from  them.  An  eternal  witnessing 
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remember  them ;  and  if  they  are  deserving  of  being 
punished,  with  the  four  dreadful  punishments,  yet  re 
member  the  laws  which  thou  didst  set  before  them. 
The  memorial  of  him  (David)  who  rose  at  midnight 
to  offer  thanksgiving;  O  remember  the  tuning  of  his 
harp  to  those  who  are  in  the  obscure  darkness  of 
night:  and  in  the  search  of  the  visitation  of  the  night, 
remember  their  meditation  of  the  statutes  by  day, 
and  enlighten  them  as  with  a  flame  at  night.  Th* 
memorial  of  thy  dwelling,  which  hath  been  destroyed 
because  of  my  transgression,  and  still  beareth  mj 
presumptuous  sins,  remember  no  longer :  and  if  wratn 
Is  gone  forth  to  destroy  as  the  flood,  yet  may  th« 
memorial  of  the  temple  which  was  finished  in  th« 
month  Bui,  be  remembered  with  mercy.  The  memorial 
of  the  reason  of  every  act,  are  all  weighed  in  tht 
balance:  and  if  the  rebellious  trespasses  should  pre 
ponderate,  O  remember  thine  abundant  mercy ;  and 
whether  the  works  be  good  or  bad,  at  the  time  ap 
pointed  to  reward  them,  remember  not  to  mote  to  them 
a/?  they  have  meted.  The  memorial  of  the  living,  how 
long  they  are  to  live,  and  whether  decreed  to  life  or 
death.  O  rpmomhor  thorn,  thou  livine  Ood.  and  th* 
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memorial  as  in  exchanging  a  debased  coin.  Thou  didst  recall  a 
•eeirliiply  forgotten  generation  to  take  us  up  again;  for  w» 
are  forgotten  from  all  remembrance.  The  perfect  man  (Jacob), 
(wrceiYlng  from  whom  his  posterity  would  derlTe  Its  name, 
directed  his  band  wisely  for  a  memorial.  O  take,  then,  Bph- 
raim  to  thy  embrace,  whom  thou  hast  called  thy  dear  first-born; 
and  as  such,  hast  marked  him  for  a  memorial. 

This  day,  the  world  was  called  into  existence; 
this  daj  he  causeth  all  the  creatures  of  the  universe 
to  stand  in  judgment,  either  as  children,  or  as  ser- 
rants.  If  we  are  esteemed  as  children,  have  mercy 
upon  us.  as  a  father  hath  mercy  on  his  children,  and  if 
as  servants  our  eyes  are  attentively  fixed  on  thee, 
until  thou  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  bring  forth  our 
judgment  as  the  light,  O  tftou  who  art  so  tremendous 
and  holy. 

May  the  request  of  my  lips  be  acceptable  in 
thy  presence,  O  tbou  Most  High  and  exalted  God,  wh« 
understandeth,  regardeth,  heareth  and  art  attentive 
to  the  voice  of  our  sounds.  O  be  pleased  to  receive 
with  mercy  and  favor,  the  form  of  the  acknowledge 
men ta  of  our  allegiance. 

In  flying  for  help,  I  ever  find  the  Almighty 
near  me,  when  I  call  with  a  loud  voice ;  amidst  the 
holy  congregation,  be  is  always  standing:  and  here  in

numrfv/us  multitude  of  creatures,  who  pass  before 
thee,  as  young  sheep,  remember  every  one  of  them 
as  worthy  of  justification.  The  memorial  of  riches 
and  poverty,  famine  and  plenty,  sin  and  merit,  will 
he  remember  in  justice.  All  things  hidden  and  pub 
lic,  good  and  bad,  deficient  and  exuberant,  according 
to  their  limits,  will  he  remember. 

I  will  elevate  my  knowledge  in  righteousness, 
will  ascribe  righteousness  to  my  Maker,  and  request 
righteousness  in  judgment ;  when  in  prayer  I  lift  up 
my  voice  at  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  No  one  pre 
ferred  his  suit  in  righteousness,  hear  me  O  thou  God 
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the  little  sanctuary,  will  I  attune  my  roice.  O  search 
after  me  and  seek  me,  I  am  a  stray  sheep;  I  have  been 
shorn,  and  am  made  dumb,  nor  dare  to  raise  my  voice; 
those  who  have  shorn  me  say,  she  is  abandoned;  her 
keeper  and  shepherd  will  never  more  call  for  her  with 
his  voice.  When  I  discover  an  acquiescent  expression 
of  his  statutes,  and  my  state  was  correct,  he  inclined 
the  ear,  and  said,  let  me  hear  thy  voice;  but  now  he 
has  swiftly  fled  from  me,  as  an  hart  over  all  the  dis 
tant  mountains,  or  searching  far  in  my  habitation  for 
his  law  and  signs,  and  perceiving  no  such  voice.  O 
thou  who  didst  watch  and  spring  from  place  to  place, 
restore  him  to  me;  perhaps  he  will  regard  thy  kind 
ness  for  us ;  still  keep  in  view  the  lamb  of  Mount 
Morish ;  let  his  mute  righteousness  operate  in  favor 
of  those  who  do  not  hearken  to  thy  voice.  O  remove 
from  Jacob,  the  rough  manners  of  Esau,  uttering  sup 
plications  to  thee  with  the  voice.  O  save  us,  that 
these  testimonies  may  not  be  forgotten,  and  its  vole* 
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of  righteousness,  when  I  call  upon  thee  during  tb« 
found  of  the  Shophar.  I  have  considered  within  my- 
«elf,  and  raised  my  ideas  unto  him  (the  Lord)  who 
is  far  oft8.  Then  I  perceived  the  sound  of  the  Teruah, 
«ind  the  long-sounding  Shophar  (on  Mount  Sinai), 
Therefore  when  I  sound  the  Shophar  my  Creator 
will  be  reconciled  unto  me,  and  grant  me 
strength  through  the  powerful  sound  of  the  Sho 
phar.  I  approach  on  the  day  of  judgment,  to  plead  in 
judgment ;  he  will  remove  the  severity  of  judgment, 
by  means  of  the  sound  of  the  clear  Shophar.  And 
if  sentence  of  guilt  should  be  pronounced  against 
rae  in  judgment,  I  will  avert  the  evil  sentence  bl 
«ny  prayer,  and  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  0 
«earch  for  a  cure  before  the  wound  is  inflicted, 
and  Instruct  those  who  are  wounded  how  to  cure 
themselves  with  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  Though 
•doomed  to  the  pit  for  their  crimes,  yet  pro 
claim  thou  freedom  to  all  creatures,  by  the  sound  of 
the  Shophar.  Fie  who  hath  been  snared  In  adultery 
by  false  embraces,  and  is  straightened  when  in  judg 
ment,  so  as  to  be  sentenced  with  the  dreadful  sound  of 
the  Shophar,  but  repents  and  wishes  to  become  pure. 
maj  he  be  benefited  by  bending  his  heart,  at  the  sound 
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depart  not  from  the  mouth  of  his  seed.  My  prophet* 
and  preachers  were  sons  of  thy  nation  ;  they  continu 
ally  urged  that  I  should  obey  his  voice.  They  stood 
on  their  guard,  and  cried  aloud  for  the  revelation  of 
divine  mysteries,  and  he  answered  them  by  a  voice; 
but  now  he  hath  withdrawn  himself  from  me:  .shall 
I  wander  about,  and  seek  him?  he  is  everywhere; 
whither  shall  I  lift  up  my  voice?  if  mention  is  made 
of  my  beloved  (God)  here  beneath ;  it  is  said,  the 
Omnipotent  is  in  the  heavens  above:  the  whole  earth 
Is  full  of  his  majesty,  is  what  the  angels  on  high  pro 
claim  with  a  voice.  The  watery  hosts,  among  whom 
ta  his  paths,  said,  we  saw  no  similitude,  only  heard  a 
roice.  I  inquired  in  the  wilderness  and  asked,  is  he 
here?  but  was  informed,  no.  Once,  when  he  gave  the 
law  he  terrified  me  with  a  voice:  the  most  y>ure  has 
tened  over  your  mountains,  and  from  his  habitation 
•n  Mount  Moor  (Zion),  he  gave  the  voice:  but  I  pro 
faned  his  lovely  habitation,  and  he  ascended:  yet,  on 
the  appointed  day  he  will  come,  and  cause  mine  ear 
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•f  the  bent  Shophar.  And  if  the  enticer  should  de 
light  him  with  sin,  and  then  accuse  him  in  judgment, 
then  will  virtue  hasten  to  support  him,  at  the  terrific 
•ound  of  the  Shophar.  And  as  the  sound  enters  in 
one  part,  and  goeth  out  at  the  other,  so  will  the  ac 
cuser  (satan)  fly  to  and  fro  at  the  sound  of  the 
Shophar.  But  the  sound  of  the  Shophar,  when  the 
nation  was  assembled  to  be  united  to  the  Supreme, 
differed  from  the  sound  of  every  other  Shophar.  The 
living  God  hath  distinguished  this  day  from  all 
others;  it  is  appointed  for  Israel  who  are  to  be  freed 
by  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  It  hath  also  an  addi 
tional  dignity,  that  the  sins  of  the  whole  year  may 
be  put  away  by  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  O  may  he 
that  is  pure,  accept  the  sound  of  the  .Shophar.  When 
the  wicked  cast  off  their  filth  and  return  from  trans- 
freesions.  then  wilt  thou  heal  their  wound  by  the 
Toice  of  supplication,  and  the  sound  of  the  Shophar. 
May  my  prayer  that  is  recited  this  dny  with  the  re 
newal  of  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  be  more  accept- 
;j>l«  than  the  young  bull,  or  the  beautiful  ram.  May 
An  stumbling-block  of  sin  be  annihilated.  Satan  put 
ft  fbaoua.  and  the  upright  heart  become  beautiful,  by 
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to  hear  his  voice.  I  was  precious  in  his  sight,  he 
forsook  me  not  In  captivity,  he  hath  assured  me  with 
a  voice  that  he  will  be  with  me.  He  went  down  to 
Shinar,  and  set  his  throne  in  Elam,  whence,  as  the 
roaring  of  a  lion  and  the  hissing  of  a  serpent,  they 
cause  their  voice  to  be  heard.  He  put  an  end  to  the 
dominion  of  the  bear  over  me,  when  they  ceased  from 
the  work,  though  the  decree  was  proclaimed  •  with  a 
loud  voice ;  he  subdued,  for  me,  the  four-headed 
leopard  for  which,  I  will  also  th  ink  him,  and  cause  him 
to  hear  my  voice:  he  aftfrwards  sold  my  country  to 
the  company  of  spearmen,  who  lifted  up  their  voices 
and  exclaimed,  who  in  heaven  is  above  me?  From  the 
iron  teeth  of  oppression,  have  I  called  on  the  God  of 
my  salvation :  and  because  my  feet  were  sunk  in  thick 
mire,  I  cried  with  a  loud  voice.  The  end  of  the  time 
of  this  captivity  hath  he  not  made  known  unto  me. 
Ah  I  when  shall  the  voice  of  liberty  be  heard  in  my 
land?  from  the  learned  hath  he  concealed  the  end  of

the  sweet  sound  of  the  Shophar.  At  the  time  they 
sounded,  valleys  were  split,  cities  were  sunk,  at  the 
mighty  sound  of  the  Shophar.  All  the  multitude  of 
evil  doers  are  broken  with  terror,  when  they  sound 
the  alarm ;  thus  will  he  shout  with  the  sound  of  the 
Shophar^  When  his  voice  shall  be  heard,  all  the  in 
habitants  of  the  earth  will  be  in  trouble,  he  will  chase 
nations  with  the  tempest,  and  with  che  impetuous 
sound  of  the  Shophar.  But  of  those  who  revere  God, 
Jt  will  be  said,  and  it  Is  a  good  sign  for  you  at  the  time 
/on  arrange  your  prayer  with  the  sound  of  the  Sho 
phar  But  those  who  reject  him,  he  will  rend  asun 
der;  those  who  have  dealt  treacherously  will  he  root 
«ut,  and  the  rebellious  will  he  overwhelm  with  the 
mighty  sound  of  the  Shophar.  They  first  sound  a 
long  blast,  then  a  short  one,  then  blow  the  alarm  and 
long  blast,  with  the  threefold  sound  of  the  Shophar. 
He  sendeth  forth  his  dread,  and  terrifieth  nations,  so 
that  they  exclaim,  fly  ye  from  the  terrifying  sound 
of  the  Shophar.  He  will  break  down  the  walls,  will 
»!au8»»  wars  to  cease,  with  a  mighty  sound,  with  the 
vol«*«  of  the  Shophar.  When  he  gave  the  law  on 
Mount  Sinai  to  his  peculiar  people,  he  ended  it  with 
the  long  sound  of  the  Shophar.  When  the  secret  of 
tb«  day  of  redemption  will  be  made  known,  joy  and 
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my  captivity,  that  my  watchman  may  not  know  when 
to  lift  up  the  voice.  I  therefore  beseech  thee  to  look 
up,  and  regard  mine  affliction  and  misery,  for  I  know 
uone  to  whom  I  can  lift  up  my  voice.  I  nevertheless 
will  ever  hope,  that  not  one  word  will  fail  of  all  that 
was  delivered  by  those  who  heard  the  still  voice  of 
prophecy.

rladnesa  will  be  heard  by  the  sound  of  the  Shophar. 
Iniquities  are  blotted  out,  servitude  is  ended  and  ser 
vants  rest,  because  of  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.  H« 
will  break  and  storm  the  kingdoms  of  Seir,  and  un 
cover  her  transgressions  with  the  mighty  sound  of  the 
Sbophar.  The  gates  of  their  cities  will  sink  down 
tnd  be  destroyed  by  fire,  terror  will  seize  both  old  and 
young,  with  the  dreadful  sound  of  the  Shophar.  It 
was  a  sign  of  our  future  redemption,  when  they  with 
thee  hundred  trumpets  shouted,  and  caused  the 
Midianites  to  flee,  by  the  combined  sound  of  the  trum 
pets.  Then  the  lamentable  cry  of  the  Midianites  re 
sounded,  but  the  Israelites  sang  the  wonderful  work 
of  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  with  the  melodious  sound  of  the 
fchophar.

O  blot  out 
the  transgressions,  and  the  evil  deeds  of  the  children 
of  thy  covenant,  exercise  thy  kindness  toward  us,  for 
that  in  thy  glory;  and  say  to  the  remnant  (Israel)  I 
have  pardoned.  O  hearken  to  my  prayer,  and  accept 
my  supplication  ;  pardon  mine  iniquity ;  O  do  it  for 
thine  own  sake,  and  say,  I  have  pardoned.  O  regard 
our  contrition,  and  in  lieu  of  it  pardon  our  iniquity ; 
O  put  away  our  sin,  and  proclaim  the  good  tidings  to 
those  who  hope  In  th<»i»  by  saying,  I  have  pardoned.  O 
hear  mv  voice,  and  behold  the  tears  which  flow  from

mine  eyes ;  O  plead  my  cause,  have  regard  to  my 
words,  and  answer  me,  I  have  pardoned,  O  hasten  to 
purify  us,  and  cause  our  transgressions  to  vanish  as  a 
cloud ;  O  blot  out  the  transgressions  of  the  people 
that  hath  been  saved,  (Israel)  and  say,  I  have  par 
doned. 

(Read.)  O  behold!  as  the  clay  is  in  the  hand 
of  the  potter,  who  when  he  pleases  extends  it,  and 
when,  he  pleases,  condenses  it ;  thus  are  we  in  thy 
hand  most  gracious  Preserver  :  look,  therefore,  to  the 
covenant,  and  regard  not  the  accuser  (satan).

behold  !  as  the  rudder  is  in  the  hand  of  the  pilot,  who 
at  his  pleasure  takes  hold  of  it,  or  lets  it  go,  thus 
are  we  in  thy  hand,  O  God!  who  art  good,  and  ready 
to  pardon :  look,  therefore,  to  the  covenant,  and  re 
gard  not  the  accuser.  (O  behold,  etc.)  O  behold!  as 
the  glass  is  in  the  hand  of  the  maker,  who  when  he 
pleases,  forms  it,  a 'id  when  he  pleases,  dissolves  it, 
thus  arc  we  in  thy  hand  O  thou  who  causest  pre 
sumptuous  and  ignorant  sins  to  pass  by  :  look  there 
fore,  to  the  covenant,  and  regard  not  the  accuser.  (O 
behold,  etc.)  O  behold  !  as  the  hanging  is  in  the  hand 
of  the  embroiderer,  who  at  his  pleasure  works  it 
straight,  or  crooked;  thus  are  we  in  thy  hand.  O  thou 
who  art  a  jealous  and  avenging  God  ;  look  therefore, 
to  the  covenant,  and  regard  not  the  accuser.  (O  be 
hold,  etc.)  O  behold!  as  the  silver  is  in  the  hand,  of 
the  refiner,  who  at  his  pleasure  adulterates  it,  or  re 
fines  it,  thus  are  we  in  thy  hand.  O  thou  vvno  pre- 
parest  a  cure  for  our  wound :  look,  therefore,  to  th« 
covenant,  and  regard  not  the  accuser. 
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O  Lord,  remember  thy  mercy  and  benevo 
lence,  for  they  are  everlasting.  O  remember  not  our 
former  iniquities,  but  hasten  and  prepare  thy  mercy, 
for  we  are  brought  exceeding  lov/.  Remember  us,  O 
Lord,  with  thy  wonted  favor  to  thy  people  and  visit 
us  with  thy  salvation.  O  Reirember  thy  congrega 
tion  tvhich  thou  didst  purchase  of  old,  the  tribe  which 
thou  didst  redeem  for  thine  heritage,  even  Mount 
Zion,  whereon  thou  didst  dwell,  O  Lord !  remember  the 
love  of  Jerusalem,  and  forget  not  for  ever  the  affection 
of  Zion,  Remember,  O  Lord !  the  children  of  Edom, 
in  the  day  of  Jerusalem,  who  said  to  each  other,  raze 
it,  raze  it,  unto  its  foundation.

O  remember  unto  us  the  covenant  with  our 
ancestors,  as  thoa  hast  promised,  and  I  will  remember 
my  covenant  with  Jacob,  and  also  my  covenant  with 
Abraham  will  I  remember,  and  the  land  will  I  also  re 
member,  O  remember  unto  us  the  covenant  with  the 
patriarchs,  as  thou  hast  promised,  I  will,  for  their 
sakes,  remember  the  covenant  with  their  ancestors, 
\vlipn  I  brought  them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egpyt, 
in  the  sight  of  the  nations  that  I  might  be  their  God;  I 
Am  the  Eternal!  Act  by  us,  as  thou  hast  assured  us: 
and  yet  for  all  that,  when  they  be  in  the  land  of  their 
enemies.  I  will  not  reject  them,  neither  will

I  abhor  them,  to  destroy  them  utterly,  and  to  break 
my  covenant  with  them,  for  I  am  the  Eternal  their 
God !  Have  mercy  on  us  and  destroy  us  not :  aa  it  is 
written :  For  the  Lord,  thy  God,  is  a  merciful  God, 
he  will  not  fail  thee,  nor  will  he  destroy  thee ;  neither 
will  he  forget  the  covenant  with  thine  ancestors,  which 
he  swore  unto  them.

O  cause  our  sins  to  become  white  as 
gnow  and  wool ;  as  it  is  written :  Come  now,  and  let 
us  reason  together,  saith  the  Eternal !  though  your  sins 
be  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be  as  white  as  snow ;  though 
they  be  as  red  as  crimson,  they  shall  be  like  wool.  O 
sprinkle  clean  water  upon  us,  and  cleanse  us  ;  as  it  is 
written:  Then  will  I  sprinkle  clean  water  upon  you, 
and  ye  shall  be  cleansed  from  all  your  uncleanness, 
and  from  all  your  filthiness,  will  I  cleanse  you.  O 
pardon  our  sins,  on  this  day  and  cleanse  us ;  as  it  Is 
written :  For  on  this  day  an  atonement  is  made  for 
fou,  to  cleanse  you ;  that  ye  may  be  clean  from  all 
jour  sins  before  the  Eternal.  O  bring  us  unto  thy 
holy  mountain,  and  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  thy  house  of

And  I  will  bring  them  unto 
my  holy  mountain,  and  I  will  make  them  rejoice  in 
my  house  of  prayer;  their  burnt  offerings  and  their 
sacrifices  shall  be  accepted  on  mine  altar;  for  my 
house  shall  be  called  the  house  of  prayer,  for  all 
people.

WTe  are  full  of  iniquity,  but  thou  art  full  of  inercy  1 

We  decay,  our  days  are  as  a  passing  shadow  ;  but 
thou  art  immutable,  thy  years  have  no  end.

thou  wilt  cast  them  into  a  place  where  they  shall  not 
be  remembered,  nor  visited,  nor  thought  of  forever. 
Thou  wilt  show  faithfulness  to  Jacob,  and  mercy 
unto  Abraham,  which  thou  didst  swear  unto  our  an 
cestors,  in  the  days  of  old.

the  mount  of  the  Lord  it  shall  be  seen.  And  the  angel 
ef  the  Lord  called  unto  Abraham  out  of  heaven  the 
second  time,  and  said,  By  myself  have  I  sworn,  said 
the  Lord,  for  because  thou  hast  done  this  thing,  and 
hnst  not  withheld  thy  son,  thine  only  son,  I  will  bless 
thee,  and  I  will  multiply  thy  seed  as  the  stars  in  the 
heaven,  and  as  the  sand  which  is  upon  the  sea  shore ; 
tnd  thy  seed  shall  possess  the  gate  of  its  enemies  ;  and 
In  thy  seed  shall  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  be  blessed, 
because  thou  hast  obeyed  my  voice.  So  Abraham  re 
turned  to  his  young  men,  and  they  rose  up,  and  went 
together  to  Beer-sheba  ;  and  Abraham  dwelt  at  Beer- 
•heba. 

Man  should  ever  fear  God,  as  well  in  public  as  In 
private ;  confess  and  declare  the  truth,  as  it  is  in  hi* 
heart  j  let  him  rise  early  and  pray  : 

May  it  please  thee,  0  Eternal!  our  God  and  our  fathers' 
Godl  most  merciful  King!  to  return  unto  us  through  thin* 
abundant  mercy,  and  to  compassionate  us  and  thy  sanctuary.  0 
ro build  It  pnpedlly  and  exnlt  its  glory.  O  our  Father!  our  Klrgl 
manifest  the  glory  of  thjr  kingdom  over  us  speedily;  shine  forth, 
and  exalt  thyself  In  the  sight  of  all  the  liviug.  O  gather  ouf 
dispersions  from  among  the  nations,  and  assemble  our  outcasts 
from  the  extremities  of  the  earth,  conduct  u»  unto  Zlon,  thy 
city,  wilh  joyful  song,  and  unto  Jerusalem,  the  residence  ol 
thy  holy  temple,  with  everlasting  Joy.  And  tliere  will  we  pre 
pare  the  offerings  enjoined  on  us,  even  the  dally  offerings 
according  to  their  order,  and  tbe  additional  offerings  accord- 
Ing  to  their  Institution,  and  tbe  additional  sacrifices  of  (on 
the  Babbuth  say,  the  Sabbath  day  and)  this  day  of  memorial 
Will  we  prepare  and  offer  unto  thee  with  fervent  love,  accord 
ing  to  the  behest  of  thy  will,  as  thou  hast  commanded  In  th/ 
law,  written  and  delivered  by  the  hand*  of  thy  servant  Moaas 
(AS  specified). 

Lord  of  all  worlds !  It  Is  not  trusting  to  our 
merits  that  we  )ay  down  our  prayer  before  Thee, 
but  on  account  of  Thy  great  mercy.  What  are  we/ 
what  is  our  life?  what  our  love  and  mildness?  what 
•ur  merits?  what  our  help?  what  our  power  and 
might?  what  shall  we  speak  before  Thee,  Eternal, 
•ur  God  and  God  of  our  ancestors !  Are  not  all  heroes 
like  nothing  before  Thee  and  the  men  of  glory,  as 
If  they  had  not  been,  and  the  wise  men,  as  if  thej 
were  without  knowledge,  and  the  prudent  men  as  if 
they  were  without  judgment?  For  the  number  of 
their  deeds  is  nothing,  and  their  days  of  life  only  art

Bat  we.  Thy  nation,  tons  of  Thy  confeder 
acy,  the  sons  of  Abraham,  Thy  friend,  to  whom  Thou 
bast  sworn  on  the  mount  Morijah,  the  descendant  of 
Jizchak,  his  only  son,  who  waa  bound  on  the  altar; 
the  congregation  of  Jacob;  Thy  son.  Thy  firstborn,  to 
whom  thou  hast  given,  for  Thy  love,  with  which 
thou  hast  loved  him,  and  for  the  joy  with  which  thou 
didst  rejoice  with  him,  the  name  Israel  and 
Jeschorun. 

Therefore  we  are  obliged  to  thank  The*,  to 
praise  Thee,  to  celebrate,  to  bless  and  to  sanctify,  to 
render  praise  and  thanks  to  Thy  name.  Welfare  to 
as,  who  do  speak  early  and  late,  in  the  morning  and 
in  the  evening,  two  times  every  day?

Thou  art  the  Eternal,  our  God,  in  Heaven  ana" 
on  earth,  and  in  the  highest  heaven  above.  It  is  true, 
Thou  art  the  first  and  Thou  art  the  last  and  without 
Th«*  there  Is  no  God.  Unite  those  who  hope  on  The* 
from  the  four  ends  of  the  earth.  May  ail  inhabitants 
•f  the  world  comprehend  and  conceive,  that  Thou  art 
alone  the  Lord  of  all  the  empire  of  the  earth.  Thou 
hast  formed  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea  with  everything 
1m  it  and  who  is  there  between  all  the  works  of  Thy 
land,  between  those  of  the  world  above  and  those  of 
the  world  below,  who  could  say  to  Thee:  What  doest 
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Thou  make?  Our  father  in  Heaven,  O  render  us  grace 
on  account  of  Thy  great  name,  by  which  we  are  called 
and  confirm  what  is  written :  At  that  time  I  shall 
bring  you  home  and  unite  you  in  that  time ;  for  I 
will  make  you  known  and  glorified  between  all  the 
peoples  of  the  earth,  when  I  return  to  your  banished 
men,  before  your  eyes,  says  the  Eternal.

And  the  Lord  spoke  ante  Moses,  saying:  command 
the  children  of  Israel  and  say  unto  them,  my  offering,  my 
bread  which  my  fire  consumes  for  a  sweet  savour  unto  me, 
•hall  ye  observe  to  offer  unto  me  In  Its  due  season.  Aud  thou 
•halt  «ny  unto  them,  this  Is  the  offering  made  by  flre,  which 
ye  shall  offer  nnto  the  Lord  for  a  continual  burnt-offering. 
The  one  lamb  ahalt  thou  offer  In  the  morning,  and  the  other 
lamb  shalt  thou  offer  at  evening,  and  a  tenth  part  of  an  ephah 
of  flour  for  a  meat-flour  for  a  meat-offering  mingled  with  oil 
for  one  bullock,  first  year  without  spot  and  three  tenth-dealt 
of  offering  mingled  with  a  fourth  part  of  a  bin  of  beaten  oil. 
It  Is  a  continual  burnt-offering  which  was  ordained  In  Mount 
Slnal  for  a  sweet  savour,  a  sacrifice  made  by  flre  unto  tht 
Lord.  And  a  drink-offering  thereof  sbsl)  he  the  fourth  part  of 
a  hln  fo  the  one  lamb:  In  the  holy  place  shalt  thou  cpuse  the 
•trong  wine  to  be  poured  unto  the  Lord  for  a  drink-ottering. 
And  the  other  lamb  shalt  thou  offer  at  evening,  as  the  meat 
offering  of  the  mornlrg,  and  as  the  drink-offering  thereof,  tho< 
•halt  offer  it,  •  sacrifice  made  by  fir«  ot  a  rweet  savour  unto  tbt 
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Which  are  the  places  of  sacrificing?  the  holy  of 
holiest,  their  sacrifice  was  toward  the  north  :  the  bul 
lock  and  coat  on  the  day  of  atonement,  their  sacrifice 
was  in  the  north  :  and  the  reception  of  their  blood  IB 
the  vessel  of  service  in  the  north,  and  their  blood  re 
quired  sprinkling  over  and  between  the  staves,  the 
veil,  and  the  golden  altar,  one  gift  neglected,  Inter 
rupted  the  service ;  the  rest  of  their  blood  was  poured 
at  the  bottom  on  the  west  side  of  the  outer  altar ;  if 
not  given  it  did  not  interrupt  the  service.  The  bul 
locks  and  the  goats  which  were  burnt,  their  sacrifice 
at  the  north  side.  And  the  reception  of  their  blood, 
in  the  vessel  of  service  at  the  north  :  and  their  blood 
required  sprinkling  on  the  veil,  and  on  the  golden 
altar:  one  gift  omitted,  interrupted  the  service;  and 
the  rest  of  their  blood  waa  poured  at  the  bottom  on 
the  western  side  of  the  out?r  altar ;  if  it  was  not 
given,  it  would  not  hinder :  both  were  burnt  in  the 
house  of  ashes.  The  sin-offering  of  the  whole  congre 
gation,  and  of  particular  persons,  these  are  they; 
the  sin-offerings  of  the  whole  congregation,  the  goats 
which  were  brought  on  the  beginning  of  the  months, 
and  they  of  the  festivals,  their  slaughter  was  at  the 
north  ;  and  the  reception  of  their  blood  was  in  vessels 
of  service  in  the  north  ;  and  their  blood  required  four 
gifts  on  the  four  corners.  In  which  manner  ht 
went  up  the  sloping,  and  turned  towards  the  Sobib, 
and  came  to  the  southeast  corner,  then  to  the  north 
east,  northwest,  and  from  thence  to  the  southwest ; 
the  rest  of  the  blood  was  poured  at  the  bottom  of  the 
south ;  and  they  were  eaten  within  sight  of  the  cur 
tains,  by  the  males  of  the  priesthood,  dressed  after 
any  manner,  for  that  day  and  night,  until  midnight 
The  burnt-offering  is  holy  of  holies ;  her  sacrifice  was 
at  the  north ;  the  reception  of  her  blood  was  In  a 
serving  vessel  in  the  north  ;  and  her  blood  required  two 
gifts,  which  are  four:  it  required  flaying  and  dis 
membering  and  total  consuming  by  fire.  The  peace- 
offerings  of  the  whole  congregation,  and  for  tres 
passes,  these  are  the  trespasses :  the.  trespass  of  thiev 
ery  ;  of  falsities ;  of  a  betrothed  servant  of  Nazaritej  of

leprosy ;  and  doubtful  sin :  their  slaughter  was  tn  the 
north ;  the  reception  of  their  blood  was  in  a  vessel  of 
service  at  the  north ;  and  their  blood  required  two 
gifts,  which  are  four  ;  and  they  were  eaten  within  the 
curtains  by  the  males  of  the  priesthood  dressed  after 
any  manner,  for  that  day  and  night  until  midnight 

Tho  thanksgiving-offering,  and  the  ram  of  the  Naz- 
arite,  less  holy,  their  slaughter  was  in  all  places  in  the 
outer  court ;  and  their  blood  required  two  gifts,  which 
are  four ;  and  they  were  eaten  in  all  the  city  by  all 
men,  dressed  after  any  manner  that  clay  and  night, 
until  midnight.  That  which  the  priest  takes  from  the 
offerings,  are  like  the  rest,  except  that  what  was  separ 
ated  was  eaten  by  the  priests,  their  wives,  their  chil 
dren,  and  their  servants.  The  peace-offering  less  holy, 
their  slaughter  was  in  any  part  of  the  court,  and  its 
blood  required  two  gifts,  which  are  four;  and  were 
eaten  throughout  the  city  by  all  men  dressed  after  any 
manner,  for  two  days  and  one  night ;  the  separation  of 
them  was  like  the  rest,  except  that  which  was  separ 
ated,  was  eaten  by  the  priests,  their  wives,  their  chil 
dren,  and  their  servants.  The  first-born,  the  tithea, 
and  the  offering  of  passover  was  less  holy,  their  sacri 
fice  might  be  in  any  part  of  the  court,  and  their  blood 
required  one  gift,  only  it  must  be  given  towards  the 
bottom,  but  there  was  a  difference  in  the  eating :  the 
first-born  was  eaten  by  the  priest,  and  the  tithe  by 
every  one ;  and  they  were  eaten  in  all  the  city,  dressed 
after  any  manner,  for  two  days  and  one  night.  The 
passover-offering  was  not  eaten  but  in  the  night,  it  was 
not  eaten  but  till  midnight:  it  was  not  eaten  but  by  a 
certain  number,  nor  was  it  eaten  otherwise  than  roast 
ed.

Withhold  not  thou 
thy  tender  mercies  from  me,  O  Lord,  let  thy  loving 
kindness  and  thy  truth  continually  preserve  me.  Re 
member,  O  Lord,  thy  tender  mercies  and  thy  loving 
kindness ;  for  they  have  been  ever  of  old.  Ascribe 
ye  strength  unto  God,  his  excellency  is  over  Israel, 
and  Els  strength  is  in  the  clouds.  O  God  thou  art  ter 
rible  out  of  thy  holy  places  :  th*  God  of  Israel  Is  he 
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that  givcth  strength  and  power  unto  his  people. 
Blessed  be  God.  O  Lord  God  to  whom  vengeance 
belongeth ;  O  God,  to  whom  vengeance  belongeth, 
shew  thyself.  Lift  up  thyself,  thou  judge  of  the 
earth  ;  render  a  reward  to  the  proud.  Salvation  be 
longeth  unto  the  Lord :  thy  blessing  is  upon  thy 
people.  Selah.  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us,  the 
God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge.  Selah.  O  Lord  of  hosts, 
blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  thee.  Save,  Lord, 
let  the  king  hear  us  when  we  call.  Save  thy  people, 
and  bless  thine  inheritance:  feed  them  also,  and  lift 
them  up  for  ever.  Our  soul  waiteth  for  the  Lord  :  he 
is  our  help  and  our  shield.  For  our  heart  shall  re 
joice  in  him,  because  we  have  trusted  in  his  holy  name. 
Let  thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  be  upon  us,  according  as  we 
hope  in  thee.  Shew  us  thy  mercy.  O  Lord,  and 
grant  us  thy  salvation.  Arise  for  our  help  and  re 
deem  us  for  thy  mercies'  sake.  I  am  the  Lord  thy 
God,  which  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt:

The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  fir 
mament  showetb  his  handiwork.  Da.v  unto  d:iy  uttereth  speech, 
and  night  unto  night  showeth  knowledge.  There  is  no  speech 
nor  language,  whore  their  voice  is  not  heard.  Their  line  is 
fone  out  through  all  the  earth  and  their  words  to  the  end  of 
the  world.  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the  sun, 
which  Is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out  of  his  chamber,  and  re- 
Jolceth  as  a  strong  man  to  run  a  race.  His  poing  forth  is 
from  the  end  of  the  heaven  and  his  circuit  nnto  the  ends  of  it: 
and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat  thereof.  The  law  of  the 
Lord  is  perfect,  converting  the  soul;  the  testimony  of  the  Lord 
IB  sure,  making  wise  the  simple.  The  statutes  of  the  Lord 
are  right,  rejoicing  the  heart;  the  commandment  of  the  Lord 
i«  pure  enlightening  the  eyes.  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean. 
«xlnring  for  ever;  the  Judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true  and 
righteous  altogether.  More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold, 
yea,  than  much  fine  gold;  sweeter  also  than  honey  and  the 
honeycomb.  Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  servant  warned:  and  in 
keeping  of  them  there  is  great  reward.  We  can  understand 
his  errors!  Cleanse  thou  me  from  secret  faults.  Keep  back 
thy  •arrant  also  from  presumptuous  tins,  let  them  not  hav* 
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-dominion  orer  me;  then  shall  I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  tw  lan«- 
cent  from  the  great  transgression.  Let  th«  words  of  mj 
mouth,  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart,  be  acceptable  In  tfajr 
sight,  O  Lord,  mj  strength,  and  my  redeemer. 

A  Psalm  of  David,  when  he  changed  hi* 
behavior  before  Abimelech  ;  who  drove  him  away,  and 
he  departed.  I  will  bless  the  Lord  at  all  times;  his 
praise  shall  continually  be  in  my  mouth.  My  soul 
shall  make  her  boast  in  the  Lord :  the  humble  shall 
hear  thereof,  and  be  glad.  O  magnify  the  Lord  with 
me,  and  let  us  exalt  his  name  together.  I  sought 
the  Lord,  and  he  heard  me,  and  delivered  me  from  all 
my  fears.  They  looked  unto  him,  and  were  lightened; 
and  their  faces  were  not  ashamed.  This  poor  man 
cried,  and  the  Lord  heard  him,  and  saved  him  out  of 
all  hia  troubles.  The  angel  of  the  Lord  encampeth 
round  about  them  that  fear  him,  and  delivereth  them, 
O  taste  and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good  ;  blessed  is  the 
man  that  trusteth  in  him.  O  fear  the  Lord,  ye  hla 
saints  :  for  there  is  no  want  to  them  that  fear  him. 
The  young  lions  do  lack,  and  suffer  hunger :  but  they 
that  seek  the  Lord  shall  not  want  any  good  thin;. 
Come,  ye  children,  hearken  unto  me :  I  will  teach  you 
the  fear  of  the  Lord.  What  man  is  he  that  desireth 
life,  and  loveth  many  days,  that  he  may  see  good? 
Keep  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips  from  speak 
ing  guile.  Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good;  seek  peace 
and  pursue  it  The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  upon  the 
righteous,  and  his  ears  are  open  unto  their  cry.  The 
face  of  the  Lord  is  against  them  that  do  evil,  to  cut 
off  the  remembrance  of  them  from  the  earth.  The 
righteous  cry,  and  the  Lord  heareth,  and  delivereth 
them  out  of  all  their  troubles.  The  Lord  is  nigh 
vtnto  them  that  are  of  a  broken  heart ;  and  saveth  such 
them  all.

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A  Prayer  of  Moses  the  man  of  God.  Lord,  tfioa 
hast  been  our  dwelling  place  in  all  generations.  Before  the 
mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  erer  thou  badst  formed  the 
earth  and  the  world  ewn  from  everlasting  to  everlasting, 
thou  art  God.  Thon  turuest  man  to  destruction,  and  sayest, 
return,  je  children  of  man.  For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight 
art  but  as  yesterday  when  it  is  past,  aud  as  a  watch  In  tht 
night.  Thou  carries!  them  away  as  with  a  flood;  they  are  at 
a  sleep,  in  the  morning  they  are  like  grass  which  groweth 
np.  In  the  morning  it  flourlshetb  and  groweth  op;  la 
the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  and  wtthereth.  For  we  are 
consumed  by  thine  anger  and  by  thy  wrath  are  we  troubled. 
Thou  h«»t  set  our  iniquities  before  thee  our  secret  sina  in  the 
light  of  thy  countenance.  For  all  our  days  are  passed  away 
in  thy  wrath:  we  spend  our  yean  as  a  tale  that  Is  told. 
The  days  of  our  years  are  threescore  yean  and  ten;  and  If 
by  reason  of  strength  they  be  fourscore  years,  yet  Is  there 
strength,  labpr  arid  sorrow,  for  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly 
away.  Who  knoweth  thee  In  thy  wrath  ?  So  teach  us  to  num 
ber  our  days,  the  power  of  thine  auger,  even  according  to 
thy  fear,  so  we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom.  Return, 
0  Lord,  how  long?  and  let  it  repent  tbee  concerning  thy 
servants.  O  satisfy  us  early  with  thy  mercy;  that  we  may 
rejoice  and  be  glad  all  days.  Make  us  glad  according  to  the 
days  wherein  thou  hast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein 
we  have  seen  evil.

The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  all 
them  that  call  upon  him,  to  all  that  call  upon  him  in 
truth.  He  will  fulfill  the  desire  of  them  that  fear 
him;  he  also  will  hear  their  cry,  and  will  save  them. 
The  Lord  preserveth  all  them  that  love  him :  but  th« 
wicked  will  he  destroy.  My  mouth  shall  speak  tht 
praise  of  the  Lord;  and  let  all  flesh  bless  his  holy 
name  for  ever  and  ever.  And  as  for  us,  we  will  bless 
the  Lord  from  this  time  forth ;  and  for  evermore.

His  breath  goeth 
forth,  he  returneth  to  his  earth ;  in  that  very  day 
his  thoughts  perish.  Happy  is  he  that  hath  the  God 
of  Jacob  for  his  help,  whose  hope  is  In  the  Lord  his 
God.  Which  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and  all 
that  therein  is  which  keepeth  truth  for  ever:  Which 
executeth  judgment  for  the  oppressed :  which  giveth 
food  to  the  hungry.  The  Lord  looseth  the  prisoners  i 
The  Lord  openeth  the  eyes  of  the  blind :  the  Lord  rals- 
tth  them  that  are  bowed  down :  the  Lord  loveth  the 
righteous :  The  Lord  preserveth  the  strangers ;  he  re- 
lieveth  the  fatherless  and  widow :  but  the  way  of  ths 
wicked  he  turneth  upside  down.

And 
la  the  greatness  of  thine  excellency  thon  hast  overthrown 
them  that  rose  up  against  thee:  thou  sendest  forth  thy  wrath, 
which  consumed  them  as  stubble.  And  with  the  blaat  of  thy 
•ectrlls  the  waters  were  gathered  together,  the  floods  stood 
upright  as  an  heap,  and  the  depths  were  congealed  in  the 
heart  ef  the  sea.  The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  I  will  over 
take,  I  will  divide  the  spoil:  my  lust  shall  be  satisfied  upon 
them;  I  will  draw  nfy  sword,  my  hand  shall  destroy  them.

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fearful  la  praise*  doing  wonders?  Thoa  stretchest  oat  tfcj 
right  hand,  the  earth  swallowed  them.  Thou  In  thy  mercy 
«*at  led  forth  the  people  which  thon  hast  redeemed:  thorn 
aaat  guided  them  In  thy  strength  unto  thy  holy  habitation. 
Tha  people  shall  hear,  and  be  afraid:  sorrow  shall  take  hold 
OB  the  inhabitancy  of  Palestine.  Then  the  dukes  of  Edoa 
shall  be  am  a  red:  the  mighty  men  of  Moab,  trembling  shall 
take  hold  upon  them;  all  the  inhabitants  of  Canaan  shall  melt 
away.  Fear  and  dread  shall  fall  upon  them;  by  the  greatness 
*f  thine  arm  they  shall  be  as  still  as  a  stone;  till  the  people 
pass  OTer,  which  thou  hast  purchased.  Thou  shalt  bring  them 
Im  and  plant  them  in  the  mountain  of  thine  inheritance,  in  th» 
place,  0  Lord,  which  thou  hast  made  for  thee  to  dwell  in  tb« 
Sanctuary.  O  Lord,  which  thy  hands  hare  established.  The 
Lord  shall  ivtgn  for  erer  and  ever.  For  the  kingdom  is  th« 
Lord's;  and  he  Is  the  governor  among  the  nations.  And  deliv 
erers  shall  ascend  Mount  Zion,  to  Judge  the  mount  of  Esau, 
tad  the  kingdom  shall  be  the  Eternal's.  And  the  Eternal  shall 
to  king  over  all  the  earth;  on  that  day  the  Eternal  shall  b«

Respect 
the  righteousness  of  him  (Abraham)  who  came  from 
the  other  side  of  the  river,  when  thou  causeth  thy 
sheep  (Israel)  to  pass  under  the  rod;  grant  them  thy 
mercy  without  angpr,  O  thou  who  art  merciful,  and 
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passeth  by  transgression.  Cleanse  them  from 
their  presumptuous  sins  ;  hearken  to  their  supplica 
tion,  and  delay  not.  Enlighten  the  countenance  of 
those  who  are  supported  by  thy  right  hand,  and  purifj 
and  pardon  their  sins  and  errors. 

O  enlighten  our  judgment  as  at  noonday, 
and  save  the  remnant  of  those  who  hope  in  thee  for 
good,  O  search  for  and  purify  our  righteousness  that 
we  may  be  shielded  in  thy  shield,  and  be  glorified. 

In  thy  name,  and  in  remembrance  of  thee,  la 
the  desire  of  our  soul ;  hasten  to  have  mercy  on  those 
who  bless  thy  memorial;  may  they  be  considered  by 
thee  with  the  love  of  a  father  to  his  young  and 
tender  child  ;  for  they  are  called  and  noted  thy  first 
born,  Thou  didst  bring  out  thy  holy  hosts  from  the 
furnace  of  the  Egyptians,  and  to  redeem  them  from 
bondage  angels  went.  O  deliver  those  who  have  been 
born  by  thee  from  the  womb,  (Israel)  from  tumult, 
support  them ;  do  not  mete  unto  them  as  they  have 
meted.  Thy  covenant  was  given  to  them  for  a  statute 
In  their  flesh ;  which  they  received  from  the  rock 
whence  they  were  hewn  (Abraham).  O  have  respect 
to  the  covenant,  wash  away  their  filth,  wash  them 
thoroughly,  and  cause  their  brightness  to  shine  forth. 
May  the  binding  of  the  only  child  (Isaac)  be  visible 
In  thy  presence  for  the  sacrificer  (Abraham)  and  the 
sacrifice  (ls*ac)  were  both  in  dread  for  the  perform 
ance  of  thy  words.  O  deliver  us,  his  offspring  from 
dread  and  fear  and  suffer  the  sacrifice  and  the  ashes 
to  be  united  in  thy  presence.

us;  revive  us  with  thy  dew,  that  we  may  declare  thy 
truth. 

Until  the  day  of  man's  death  dost  thou  wait  for 
him  to  repent,  that  he  may  incline  to  the  rigrht  way, 
to  enjoy  immortal  life. 
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How  can  a  mortal  be  pure,  when  eTen  the 
heavenly  host  are  not  pure  in  thy  sight.  If  the  fir* 
!•  kindled  in  those  trees  which  are  green,  how  much 
easier  will  it  consume  those  that  are  dry  and  wither 
ed?  Darkness  is  revealed  before  thee  as  light,  for 
thine  eyes  pervadeth  all  things.  Thy  habitation  ia 
In  secret,  yet  all  things  are  laid  before  thee.  Thou  art 
sole  Judge,  art  one  in  mind,  and  who  can  turn  thee 
from  thy  purpose?  On  a  whole  nation  as  well  as  an 
individual,  dost  thou  extend  the  line  of  judgment,  and 
who  can  oppose  thee?  This  every  creature  ought  to 
consider ;  his  evil  imagination  will  then  not  be  able 
to  lead  him  astray,  to  sin  against  his  Creator.  He 
thould  remember  that  he  was  bound  in  the  womb,  will 
be  buried  in  the  grave,  and  must  give  an  account  be 
fore  his  Creator ;  that  the  seed  of  pollution  is  in  his 
flesh :  during  his  life  he  is  susceptible  of  being  defiled, 
and  after  death  he  becomes  an  infectious  uncleanness. 
The  days  of  his  life  are  emptiness,  his  nights  are  void, 
and  all  his  business  is  vanity.  He  is  like  one  that 
awakens  out  of  a  dream ;  terror  affrights  him  contin 
ually.  At  night  he  cannot  sleep,  in  the  day  he  cannot 
rest,  until  he  sleeps  in  the  grave.  Wherfore  shall  a 
living  man  complain?  It  is  enough  that  he  lives. 
Born  to  labor  and  sedulity,  happy  is  he,  if  his  labor  if 
in  the  study  of  the  law  of  truth.  His  end  will  de 
termine  it;  wherefore  should  he  then  dissemble?  His 
own  signature  will  hereafter  testify  against  him, 
wherefore  should  he  then  practice  deception  against 
him  who  cannot  be  imposed  upon?  If  he  performs 
righteous  acts,  they  will  accompany  him  to  a  future 
state.  If  he  study  wisdom  it  will  abide  with  him  in 
old  age.  If  he  anger  the  Supreme  by  being  guilty  of 
deceit  and  murder,  his  days  will  be  cut  off.  But  If 
he  delights  in  virtue,  and  willing  to  receive  reproof, 
he  shall  bring  forth  fruit  in  good  name,  it  will  be 
better  for  him  than  titles  obtained  otherwise.  Hene< 
thi>  day  of  d<wj*U  *  better  tbsn  the  day  of  one's  birth. 

Tttou  hast  chosen  for  us  this  one  day  in  the  year 
and  appointed  it  as  balm  and  cure  for  (Israel)  liken 
ed  to  the  rose ;  when  thy  temple  existed  aforetime 
In  Jerusalem  its  service  made  atonement  for  thy  peo 
ple.  But  now  that  they  are  driven  from  they  dwell 
ing,  and  scattered  far  distant,  they  pour  out  their 
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pr.iyer  to  bind  up  their  bruised,  broken  and  scattered 
spirit.  O  thou  ma«t  Holy,  estimate  it  as  the  sacrifice 
of  the  burnt-offering.  For  the  sake  of  him  (Jacob) 
who  was  perfect  from  the  womb,  and  dwelt  in  the 
tents,  and  whose  image  is  engraven  under  thy  glori 
ous  throne,  be  gracious  to  his  offspring,  who  are  sol 
emnly  assembled  to  proclaim  thy  glory,  and  to  praise 
thy  name.

Accept  the 
bumble  prayer  that  I  now  pour  oat  as  thou  didst  In 
thy  beautiful  temple.  O  hearken  to  my  voice,  and 
east  my  shame  into  the  deep :  my  mouth  shall  utter 
thw  praise  of  the  Lord.  We  beseech  thee  now  to  for 
give  our  transgression  and  to  pardon  our  iniquity, 
that  thy  power  may  now  be  magnified,  O  thou  moat 
Holy!

thy  chosen  portion,  who  adhere  to  thy  truth,  who 
meditate  in  thy  decree,  who  delight  in  thy  law,  who 
are  employed  in  thy  fear,  who  are  continually  en 
raged  in  thy  service,  who  desire  to  enter  the  gates  of 
thy  house,  who. long  to  see  thee  in  thy  holy  temple, 
who  delight  to  draw  near  to  thee,  who  are  slain  for 
thy  law,  who  are  stoned  for  love  of  thee,  who  are 
burnt  for  thy  testimony,  who  are  strangled,  slaugh 
tered,  drowned,  hanged,  and  buried  alive  for  testify 
ing  thy  holy  unity;  who  are  called  thy  congregation, 
the  aim  of  thy  creation.

and  the  imagination  of  his  heart  is  evil  from  his  youth, 
which  imagineth  evil  in  his  dwelling,  lieth  in  wait  for 
him  in  his  secret  places  ;  he  (evil)  nestles  as  a  serpent 
In  his  hidden  places  ;  as  a  fly  he  enters  the  doors  of  his 
apartment,  and,  with  his  filthy  leaven,  causeth  the 
dough  to  send  forth  a  stinking  savor,  entices  him  to 
decline  from  the  right  path ;  he  continually  troubles 
him  ;  is  accounted  as  his  enemy,  for  he  is  the  principal 
of  his  adversaries,  he  troubles  him  in  all  his  borders, 
hunts  him  on  all  sides,  disquiets  all  his  members, 
jrieves  him  with  his  words,  causes  him  to  sin  with 
his  evil  cogitations,  causes  him  to  stumble,  so  that  he 
may  fall  in  his  net ;  thinks  to  cast  htm  into  his  deep 
pits,  and  besieges  him  in  his  vulnerable  parts,  were  It 
not  that  thou  doit  help  him  against  his  adversaries. 
tfe  also  every  day  renews  his  attacks  on  him,  to  seek 
occasion  against  him,  to  fall  upon  him,  to  pervert 
him  and  lead  him  into  the  perverse  path,  to  make  him

for  those  whose  wound  has  not  been  bound  up,  and 
didst  produce  a  cure  and  plaister  for  the  wound  ;  this 
day  hast  thou  appointed  for  pardon  and  forgiveness,  to 
enter  thy  gates  with  thanksgiving  and  praise,  to  come 
Into  thy  presence  with  supplication,  to  make  mention 
of  those  (our  ancestors)  who  rest  in  the  cave  of  Mak- 
belah,  that  thou  mayest  hearken  to  prayer  hi  an  ac 
ceptable  time,  to  cause  all  shame  and  infamy  to  past 
by,  to  make  void  all  iniquity  and  folly,  to  cause  right 
eousness  and  praise  to  spring  forth,  to  demolish  wrath, 
and  to  multiply  pardon  :  to  take  away  the  stumbling- 
block  and  remove  the  snare,  to  clear  the  way  and  to 
level  the  path,  to  give  ablution  and  purity  to  those 
who  return  penitent,  to  cause  deliverance  and  enlarge 
ment  to  arise,  to  cast  iniquity  into  the  deep  abyss,  and 
to  pardon  trespasses  and  presumptuous  sins.

affliction  didst  thou  note  in  thy  statutes  ;  didst  speak 
of  the  attire  of  the  priest  in  the  white  linen  garments, 
hi  the  golden  garments  ;  didst  explain  the  value  of  his 
garments ;   didst   instruct   him   in   the  change  of  gar 
ments  ;  all  this  didst  thou  impart  to  thy  holy  ones  :  all 
Its  laws  didst  thou  also  make  known,  its  precepts  didst 
thou  search,  its  judgments  didst  thou  decide,  its  stat 
utes  didst  tbou  engrave,  its  decrees  didst  thou  decree, 
all  its  subjects  didst  thou  pen,  its  lot  and  portion  didst 
thou  adorn  and  beautify  above  all,  didst  appoint  it  for 
freedom  to  the  bruised,  didst  mark  it  for  liberty  to  the 
captives,   didst    ordain   it   for   perfect   freedom   to    the 
bounden  :  this  tenth  day  of  the  month  didst  thou   fix 
for  Israel ;  tbou  didst  appoint  it  the  most  solemn  day 
of  rest,  to  those  who  rest  on  the  Sabbath  ;  didst  give 
the  day  of  atonement  to  those  who  bestow  charity ;  to 
expiate   iniquities,   to  blot  out   presumptuous   sins,   to 
destroy    transgressions,    to    make    an    end    of    sins,    to 
cleanse  the  defiled,  to  clear  away  the  spots,  to  wash 
clean  the  filthy,  to  make  the  scarlet  sins  as  white  as 
•now,  to  make  the  red  sins  as  white  as  wool,  to  scour 
the  guilty,  cleanse  the  sinners,  the  trespasses  vanish.

and  the  trespassers  are  pure :  thus  remission  is 
ted  to  the  fraternal  nation  (Israel),  and  pardon  to  the 
perfect  congregation.  This  day  also  thy  people  are 
united,  they  assemble  in  thy  presence  to  supplicate 
thee,  and  to  attract  thy  divine  presence  among  them  { 
they  are  assembled  and  detained  to  serve  thee  in  fear, 
for  they  stand  in  dread,  and  praise  thee  in  terror;

As  expressed  in  thy  law,  O  pardon,  I  beseech  rhea, 
the  iniquity  of  this  people,  according  to  thy  great 
mercy ;  as  thou  hast  always  forborne  with  this  people, 
from  their  exit  from  Egypt,  even  until  now.  As  ex- 
pi  essed,  And  the  Lord  said,  I  have  pardoned  accord 
ing  to  thy  word. 

For  the  sake  of  the  honor  of  thy  name,  be  thou 
compliant  unto  us,  O  thou  who  pardonest  and  for- 
givest ;  forgive  us,  we  beseech  thee,  for  the  sake  of 
thy  name. 

A  day  on  which  the  meek  [Moses]  besought  thee 
for  us,  O  remember  it.  This  day  forgive  our  iniqui 
ties,  and  no  more  remember  our  sin. 

As  it  is  written,  in  the  words  of  thy  holy  [David], 
Remember  not  our  former  sins ;  hasten  and  prepare 
thy  mercy  for  us,  for  we  are  brought  very  low. 

A  day  on  which  our  errors  shall  be  sought  for  in 
vain.  This  day  confirm  the  word,  Iniquity  shall  be 
•ought  for,  but  there  shall  be  none. 

As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  In 
those  days,  and  at  that  time,  saith  the  Eternal,  the 
Iniquity  of  Israel  shall  be  sought  for,  but  there  shall 
6«  none ;  and  the  sins  of  Judah,  but  they  shall  not  be 
found ;  for  I  will  pardon  those  whom  I  reserve 
[Israel]. 

A  day  on  which  they  seek  thee,  thou  purifiost  and 
cleansest.  This  day  shalt  thou  cleanse  us  from  all 
our  sins. 

As  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  For  on  this  da^  an 
atonement  is  made  for  you,  to  cleanse  you,  that  ye  may 
be  clean  from  all  your  sins  before  the  Eternal. 

A  day  on  which  I  address  thee  with  supplication  to 
pardon  all  iniquity.  This  day  incline  thine  ear  to  our 
cry. 

As  it  is  written  in  the  words  of  thy  holy  [Daniel], 
O  my  God,  incline  thine  ear,  and  hear;  open  thine 
eyes,  and  behold  our  discomposure,  and  the  city  which 
la  called  by  thy  name :  for  we  do  not  presume  to  pre 
sent  our  supplications  before  thee  for  righteousness, 
but  for  thine  abundant  mercy.  O  Lord,  hear ;  O 
Lord,  pardon ;  O  Lord,  be  graciously  attentive,  and 
grant  our  requests;  delay  not,  for  thine  own  safc%,  ^ 
my  God,  for  thy  city  and  thy  people  aro  railed  by  my 
name. 
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For  the  sake  of  the  honor  of  thy  name,  be  thoa 
compliant  unto  us,  O  thou  who  nearest  prayer.  Hear 
our  prayer  for  the  sake  of  thy  name. 

Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee?  I  will  praise 
thee  with  a  loud  voice,  thou  Shield  of  Abraham.  Who 
Is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee?  Let  me  be  of  those 
who  die  by  the  hand,  because  thou  revivest  the  dead. 
Who  Is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee?  I  will  seek  thy 
greatness,  O  thou  holy  King.  Who  is  Omnipotent, 
equal  unto  thee?  Who  searchest  the  words  of  knowl 
edge,  and  graciously  bestowest  knowledge.  Who  !• 
Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee?  Who  sayest.  Return, 
vnd  who  delightest  in  penitence.  Who  is  Omnipotent^ 
equal  unto  thee?  Who  pardonest  and  forgivest ;  and 
who  pardonest  abundantly.  Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal 
unto  thee?  With  the  voice  of  song  and  thanksgiving. 
It  is  proper  to  give  thanks  unto  thee,  who  are  all  good 
ness.  Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee  Thy  di 
vine  presence  is  peace ;  thou  makest  peace.  Who  i» 
Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee. 

O  remove  the  transgression  of  a  people  who  return 
from  transgression. 

As  it  Is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  Who  IB 
Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee,  who  pardonest  iniquity, 
and  passest  by  the  transgression  of  the  residue  of  his 
heritage?  and  who  keepeth  not  his  anger  for  ever,  be 
cause  he  delighteth  in  mercy.  He  will  turn  again,  he 
will  have  compassion  on  us,  he  will  turn  again,  he 
will  suppress  our  iniquities.  Yea,  thou  wilt  cast  all 
their  sins  into  the  depths  of  the  sea ;  and  all  the  sln» 
of  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  into  a  place,  where 
they  shall  not  be  remembered,  nor  visited,  nor  thought 
of,  for  ever.  ,  And  it  Ls  said,  Thou  wilt  show  faith 
fulness  unto  Jacob,  and  mercy  unto  Abraham ;  which 
thou  didst  swear  unto  our  fathers,  in  days  of  old. 

Our  Father  and  our  King,  O  remember  thy  mercy 
and  subdue  thy  wrath;  and  extirpate  the  pestilence, 
•word,  famine,  captivity,  destruction,  iniquity,  plague, 
evil  occurrence,  and  all  manner  of  disease,  obstruction. 
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contention,  and  every  species  of  affliction,  evil  decree, 
and  causeless  enmity,  from  us,  and  from  all  the  chil 
dren  of  thy  covenant. 

And  vouchsafe  to  inscribe  all   the  children  of  thy 
covenant  for  a  happy  life. 

There  is  none  like  unto  thee  among  the  gods, 
O  Lord!  neither  is  there  anything  equal  unto  thy 
works!  Thy  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and 
thy  dominion  subeisteth  throughout  all  generations. 
The  Lord  wigneth ;  the  Lord  hath  reigned ;  the  Lord 
•hall  reign  for  ever  and  ever.  The  Lord  will  five 
•trength  unto  his  people ;  the  Lord  will  bless  his  people 
with  peace. 

Father  of  mercies  !  deal  kindly  in  thy  favor 
with  Zion;  and  rebuild  the  walls  of  Jerusalem;  for 
in  thee  only  do  we  confide,  O  thou  who  art  God !  high 
and  exalted,  the  Sovereign  of  eternity. 

And  when  the  ark  set  forward,  Moses  said : 
Arise  O  Lord !  and  scatter  thy  enemies,  and  cause  those 
that  hate  thee  to  flee  before  thee.  For  from  Zion  shall 
the  law  go  forth,  and  the  word  of  the  Lord  from 
Jerusalem. 

Blessed  be  he  who  hath  given  the  law  to  his  people 
Israel  in  his  holiness. 

The  Lord,  the  Lord  I  God  merciful  and  graci 
ous,  long  suffering,  and  abundant  in  beneficence  and 
truth :  keeping  mercy  unto  thousands,  forgiving  in 
iquity,  transgression,  and  sin,  but  will  not  hold  guilt 
less. 

Sovereign  of  thy  universe !  O  fulfil  my  re 
quests  for  good  ;  further  my  desire,  and  grant  my  peti 
tion,  forgive  all  nfne  iniquities,  and  the  iniquities  of 
mine  household.  Through  thy  pardon  granted  in  be 
nignity  and  mercy ;  and  cleanse  me  from  mine  iniqui 
ties  and  transgressions.  Remember  me  for  good  In 
thy  presence;  and  visit  me  with  the  visitation  of  sal 
vation  and  mercy ;  appoint  me  to  a  long,  happy  and 
peaceable  life ;  to  good  maintenance  and  sustenance ; 
bread  to  eat,  and  raiment  for  clothing;  long  life  to 
•tudy  the  law,  and  keep  the  precepts  thereof:  knowl 
edge  and  understanding,  to  understand  and  comprehend 
th*  mysteries  thereof ;  sen4  us  a  remedy  for  all  ou» 
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•orrows ;  and  bless  thou  the  work  of  our  hands ;  ordain 
thou  us  for  nothing  but  good,  with  salvation  and  com 
fort  :  and  remove  far  from  us  heavy  and  sore  plagues : 
inspire  the  heart  of  the  king,  his  counsellors,  and 
princes,  with  benevolence  towards  us.  May  this  be 
thy  holy  will.  Amen.  May  the  words  of  my  mouth, 
and  the  meditation  of  my  heart  be  acceptable  IT>  thy 
presence,  O  Lord!  who  art  my  Rock  and  Redeemer. 


May  my  prayer  ascend  onto  thee,  O  Lord  !  in 
an  acceptable  time ;  in  thine  abundant  mercy,  O  God  I 
answer  me  in  truth  of  thy  salvation. 

Blessed  be  thy  name,  thou  who  art  Sovereign  of  the 
universe :  blessed  be  thy  crown  and  residence  :  may  eat 
thou  delight  in  thy  people  Israel  for  ever :  shew  them 
the  redemption  of  thy  right  hand  in  thine  holy  temple ; 
and  accept  their  supplication  with  mercy.  May  it  b« 
acceptable  In  thy  presence,  to  grant  me  a  long  and 
happy  life;  and  that  we  may  be  numbered  among  tht 
righteous.  Have  mercy  upon  me,  and  guard  me,  and 
all  that  belong  to  me.  and  to  thy  people  Israel.  Thou 
art  He  who  feedeth  and  maintaineth  all :  thou  art  He 
who  ruleth  over  all :  thou  art  He  who  ruleth  over  all 
kings ;  for  the  kingdom  is  thine.  I  am  the  servant  of 
the  holy  and  blessed  God,  before  whom  and  his  precious 
law,  I  bow  down ;  I  rely  not  on  man,  nor  on  any 
celestial  being,  but  on  the  God  of  heaven,  for  he  is  the 
true  God ;  sufficient  to  do  good  and  righteous  act ;  on 
him  do  I  rely,  and  to  his  holy  and  reverend  name  I 
continually  utter  praise.  O  may  it  be  accept* hie  In 
thy  presence,  to  enlighten  me  in  thy  law,  and  to  fulfil 
the  desire  of  my  heart,  and  the  hearts  of  thy 
lorael,  for  good,  peace,  and  life.  Amen. 
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Bear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  oar  God,  the  Lord  Is  on*. 
Our   God   1*  One;   oar  Lord   la   great;    holy    »nd   tr»- 

mendoua  la  bis  name. 

0    magnify   the   Lord   with    me,    and    let   aa   together 
«xtol  his  name. 

(Cong.)  Thine,  O  Lord!  are  the  greatness,  power,  and 
Clory,  Tlctory,  and  majesty;  for  all  that  la  In  the  heaven,  and 
in  the  earth,  Is  thine;  thine  la  the  kingdom,  O  Lord  I  and  thou 
art  exalted  as  Supreme  above  all. 

Extol  ye  the  Lord,  oar  God  I  and  bow  down  at  hla  footstool, 
tor  he  la  holy.  Extol  ye  the  Lord  oar  God,  and  worship  at  hla 
holy  mount,  for  the  Lord  oar  God  la  holy. 

For  all  which,  the  name  of  the  Supreme  King  of  kings,  th« 
holy  and  blessed  God,  shall  be  extolled,  hallowed,  praised, 
clorlfled,  magnified,  and  exalted  In  the  worlds  that  he  hath 
created,  even  thla  world  and  the  future  one,  according  to  hla 
will,  the  dealre  of  those  who  fear  him,  and  the  desire  of  all 
the  house  of  Israel.  Former  of  the  universe!  Lord  of  all 
creatures  I  and  the  God  of  all  souls!  who  sitteth  In  the  wide 
•xtended  heavens,  and  dwelleth  In  the  heaven  of  heavenst 
fals  hollnes*  la  above  the  and  hla  holiness  is  above  the 

throne  of  glory;  sanctify  thoo  thy  name  through  as,  O  Lord, 
oar  God!  In  the  sight  of  all  the  living,  and  we  will  sing  a 
eew  aoug  In  thy  presence;  as  It  la  written — sing  unto  God, 
•lag  praises  to  his  name;  extol  him  who  rldeth  upon  the 
fc«'nvens;  pralae  him  by  his  name  JAH!  and  rejoice  before, 
fcim;  for  we  shall  see  him  eye  to  eye,  when  he  returns  to  hla 
habitation,  aa  It  la  written — for  eye  to  eye  shall  they  see  bin 
when  the  Lord  returneth  to  Zlon.  And  It  Is  aald,  and  the 
glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  revealed,  and  all  flesh  shall  see  It 
together;  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  It. 

0  merciful  Father  have  compassion  on  those  who  have  beea 
borne  by  thee;  remember  the  covenant  of  the  patriarchs;  de 
liver  our  soul  from  evil  Occurrences;  and  rebuke  the  evil  Im 
agination  from  those  who  have  been  thy  care  from  the  womb; 
<ud  through  thy  mercy  cause  aa  to  escape  It  for  ever;  and 
fuifll  our  desire  with  the  good  measure  of  salvation,  and 
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O  may  he  help,  shield,  and  save  all  those  that  trust 
in  him ;  and  let  as  say,  Amen.  All  of  ye  ascrib* 
power  unto  God,  and  tender  honor  unto  the  law — 
[Here  the  person  is  called  by  name,  who  is  to  axcend 
the  reading  desk,  to  hear  the  law  read.] — Blessed  be  he 
who  hath  given  the  law  to  his  people  Israel  through 
his  holiness.  The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  quieting 
the  soul ;  the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  the 
simple  wise.  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  re 
joicing  the  heart ;  the  commandment  of  the  Lord  la 
clear,  enlightening  the  eyes.  The  Lord  will  give 
strength  unto  his  people:  the  Lord  will  bless  his  peo 
ple  with  peace.  The  way  of  God  is  perfect ;  the  word 
of  the  Lord  is  pure ;  he  is  a  shield  to  all  who  trust  in 
him. 

But  ye  that  did  cleave  unto  the  Lord  your  God,  are 
alive  every  one  of  you  unto  this  day. 

Before  reading  the  law,  say  :  Bless  ye  the  Lord  who 
la  blessed.  [Cong.]  Blessed  be  the  Lord  who  U 
blessed  forever  and  ever. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
universe,  who  hath  chosen  us  from  among  all  nations, 
and  hath  given  us  his  law.  Blessed  be  Thou,  O  Lord, 
fiver  of  the  Law. 

After  reading  the  Law,  say:  Blessed  art  Thou,  O 
Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  universe,  who  hath  given 
us  a  Law  of  truth,  and  hath  implanted  eternal  life 
within  us.  Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  giver  of  the 
Law. 

And  the  Lord  spake  onto  Moses,  after  the  death  of  the  two 
sons  of  Aaron,  when  they  offered  before  the  Lord,  and  died; 
and  the  Lord  aald  unto  Moses,  apeak  unto  Aaron,  thy  brother, 
that  he  come  not  nt  all  tlmea  Into  the  holy  place  within  the  Tell, 
before  the  nv»rry-seat,  which  la  upon  the  ark,  that  he  die  notj 
for  I  will  appear  In  the  cloud  upon  the  merry-seat.  Thus  shall 
Aaron  come  Into  the  holy  place  with  a  young  bull  for  a  sin- 
offering  and  a  ram  for  a  burnt-offering.  lie  shall  pnt  on  th« 
fcoly  linen  coat,  and  be  shall  ha»e  the  linen  breaches  upon 
his  flesh,  and  shall  be  girded  with  the  linen  girdle,  and  with 
the  lln«>n  mitre  shall  he  be  attired;  these  are  holy  garments! 
therefore  shall  he  wash  his  flesh  In  water  and  so  put  them  on. 
And  he  snail  take  of  the  congregation  .of  the  children  of  Israel, 
two  kids  of  the  goats  for  a  sin-offering,  and  one  ram  for  a  burnt 
•Bering.  Aaron  shall  offer  his  bull  of  the  sin-offering,  which 
1*  for  himself,  and  make  an  atonement  for  himself,  and  for  bit 
house.  And  he  shall  take  the  two  goats  and  present  them 
befor*  tbe  Lord  at  the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  congrega 
tion.  And  Aaron  shall  cast  lots  upon  the  two  goat*;  one  lot 
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for  tb*  Ivorri  and  the  other  lot  for  the  Asosel.  And  Aaron  snail 
bring  the  goat,  upon  which  the  Lord's  lot  fell,  and  offer  blm 
for  a  slu-offering;  but  the  goat  on  which  the  lot  fell,  to  be  the 
•cape-goat,  shall  be  presented  aliye  before  the  Lord,  to  make 
an  atonement  with  him.  and  to  let  him  go  for  a  scape-coat 
Into  the  wilderness.  And  Aaron  shall  bring  the  bull  of  the  sin- 
offering,  which  Is  for  himself,  and  shall  make  an  atonement  for 
himself,  and  for  his  house;  and  shall  kill  the  bull  of  the  sin- 
offering,  which  Is  for  himself.  And  he  shall  take  a  censer 
full  of  burning  coals  of  fire,  from  off  the  altar  before  the 
Lord,  and  his  bands  full  of  sweet  Incense  beaten  fine,  and 
bring  it  within  the  Tell.  And  he  shall  put  the  Incense  upon  the 
fire  before  the  Lord  that  the  cloud  of  the  Incense  maj  corer 
the  mercy-seat  that  Is  upon  the  testimony,  that  he  die  not.  And 
he  shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  bull  and  sprinkle  It  with  his 
linger  upon  the  mercy-seat,  eastward;  and  before  the  mercy- 
seat  shall  he  sprinkle  of  the  blood  with  his  finger  seren  times. 
Then  shall  be  kill  the  goat  of  the  sin-offering  that  is  for  the 
people  and  bring  his  blood  within  the  Tell,  and  do  with  that 
blood  as  he  did  with  the  blood  of  the  bull,  and  sprinkle  It  upon 
the  mercy-seat  and  before  the  mercy-seat.  And  be  shall  make 
an  atonement  for  the  holy  place,  because  of  the  uncleanness  of 
the  children  of  Israel  and  because  of  their  transgressions  in  all 
their  tins,  and  so  shall  he  do  for  the  tabernacle  of  the  congre 
gation  that  remalneth  among  them  in  the  midst  of  their  unclean- 
ness.  And  there  shall  be  no  man  in  the  tabernacle  of  the  con 
gregation,  when  he  goeth  in  to. make  an  atonement  in  the  holy 
place,  until  he  come  out  and  hare  made  an  atonement  for  him 
self  and  for  his  household  and  for  all  the  congregation  of 
Israel.  And  be  shall  go  out  unto  the  altar  that  Is  before  the 
Lord  and  make  an  atonement  for  it,  and  shall  take  of  the  blood 
•f  the  bull  and  of  the  blood  of  the  goat  and  put  it  upon  the 
horns  of  the  altar  round  about.  And  he  shall  sprinkle  of  the 
blood  upon  It  with  his  finger  seren  times,  and  cleanse  It  and 
hallow  it  from  the  nncleannesg  of  the  children  of  Israel. 
And  when  he  hath  made  an  end  of  reconciling  the  holy  place 
and  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation  and  the  altar,  be  shall 
bring  the  lire  goat,  and  Aaron  shall  lay  both  his  hands  upon 
the  head  of  the  lire  goat  and  confess  orer  him  all  the  iniquities 
of  the  children  of  Israel  and  all  their  transgressions  in  all  their 
•tu«,  putting  them  upon  the  head  of  the  goat,  and  shall  send 
aim  away  by  the  hand  of  a  fit  man  in  the  wilderness.  And  the 
goat  shall  bear  upon  him  all  their  iniquities,  unto  a  land  not 
inhabited;  and  he  shall  let  go  the  goat  In  the  wilderness.  And 
Aaron  shall  come  into  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation  und 
shall  put  off  the  linen  garments,  which  he  put  on  when  he 
went  into  the  holy  place,  and  shall  leaye  them  there.  And 
he  ahall  wash  bis  flesh  with  water  in  the  holy  place  and  put 
OB  hip  garments  and  come  forth  and  offer  his  burnt-offering, 
and  tho  burnt-offering  of  the  people,  and  make  an  atonement  for 
himself  and  for  the  people.  And  the  fat  of  the  sin-offering 
shall  be  burnt  upon  the  altar.  And  he  that  let  go  the  goat  for 
the  scape-goat  shall  wash  his  clothes*  and  bathe  his  flesh  in 
water,  and  afterwards  shall  he  come  into  the  camp.  And  the 
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trail  for  the  Bin-offering  and  the  goat  for  the  gin-offering,  irtooa* 
blood  was  brought  In  to  make  an  atonement  In  tLe  hoLf 
place,  shall  one  carry  forth  without  the  camp;  and  they  shall 
barn  In  the  fire  their  skits  and  their  flesh  and  their  4unf. 
And  he  that  burneth  them  shall  wash  his  clothes  and  bathe  hi* 
flesh  in  water,  and  afterwards  be  shall  come  into  the  camp. 
And  this  shall  be  a  statute  for  ever  unto  you;  that  in  the  sev 
enth  month,  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  month,  ye  shall  afflict  you* 
souls  and  do  no  work  at  all,  whether  It  be  one  of  y.our  own 
country  or  a  stranger  that  sojournetb  among  you.  For  on  that 
flay  shall  the  priest  make  an  atonement  for  yon  to  cleans* 

{ou  that  ye  may  be  clean  from  all  your  sins  before  the  Lord, 
t  shall  be  a  sabbath  of  rest  unto  you  and  ye  shall  afflict  you» 
•ouls  by  a  statute  forever.  And  the  priest  whom  they  shall 
anoint  and  whom  they  shall  consecrate  to  minister  In  tlM 
priest's  office.  In  his  father's  stead,  shall  make  the  atonement, 
«nd  shall  put  on  the  linen  clothes,  even  the  holy  garment*. 
And  he  shall  make  an  atonement  for  the  holy  sanctuary,  and 
he  rhall  make  an  atonement  for  the  tabernacle  of  the  congre 
gation,  and  for  the  altar;  and  be  shall  make  an  atonement  for 
the  priests  and  for  all  the  people  of  the  congregation.  And 
this  shall  be  an  everlasting  statute  onto  you  to  make  an  atone 
ment  for  the  children  of  Israel,  for  all  their  sins  once  a  year. 
And  he  did  as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses.  And  on  the  tentfc 
day  of  the  seventh  month  ye  shall  have  an  holy  convocation, 
*nd  ye  shall  afflict  your  souls;  ye  shall  not  do  any  work  therein. 
But  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt-offering  unto  the  Lord  for  a  sweet 
«avour.  one  young  bull,  one  ram,  and  seven  lambs  of  the  first 
year;  they  shall  be  to  you  without  blemish.  And  their  meat* 
•offering  shall  be  of  fine  flour,  mingled  with  oil,  three  tenth- 
deals  to  a  bull,  and  two  tenth-deals  to  one  ram;  a  several 
tenth-deal  for  one  lamb,  throughout  the  seven  lambs;  one  kid 
of  the  goats  for  a  sin-offering,  beside  the  sin-offering  of  atone 
ment,  and  the  continual  burnt-offering  and  the  meat-offering 
*f  It  and  their  drink-offerings. 

And  thus  Is  the  law  which  Moses  set  before  tht 
children  of  Israel,  by  the  command  of  the  Lord,  bj 
the  hand  of  Moses.  It  is  a  tree  of  life  to  those  that 
lay  hold  on  it ;  and  the  supporters  thereof  are  happy. 
Ita  ways  are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all  Its  pathi 
are  peace.  Length  of  days  is  on  its  right  and  on  it» 
left  are  riches  and  honor.  The  Lord  was  pleased  for 
his  righteousness  sake  to  magnify  the  law  and  adorn 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God !  King  of  the  uni 
verse  !  who  hath  chosen  good  prophets  ;  and  delighted 
In  their  words,  which  were  delivered  in  truth.  Blessed 
•rt  thou,  O  Lord!  who  hath  chosen  the  law,  his  ser 
vant  Moses,  his  people  Israel,  and  the  true  and  right 
eous  prophets. 
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And  he  (the  prophet)  shall  say,  Make  a  path,  make 
a  path,  clear  the  way !  remove  all  obstructions  from 
the  road  of  my  people!  For  thus  saith  the  High  and 
lofty  One,  who  inhabiteth  eternity,  and  whose  name  is 
Holy,  Yon  high  and  holy  place  I  inhabit ;  and  I  am 
also  with  the  contrite  and  humble  of  spirit;  to  revive 
the  spirit  of  the  humble,  and  to  give  life  to  the  heart 
of  the  contrite.  For  I  will  not  always  contend,  neither 
will  I  be  wroth  forever ;  when  the  spirit,  and  the  souls 
which  I  have  made  shall  be  overwhelmed  from  before 
me.  Because  of  the  iniquity  of  his  coveteousness,  and 
because  he  departed,  and  went  on  forwardly  in  the  way 
of  his  own  heart,  I  was  wroth  and  smote  him,  hiding 
my  face  in  mine  anger.  I  have  seen  his  ways,  yet  I  will 
heal  him  and  will  guide  him,  and  I  will  restore  com 
forts  to  him  and  to  his  mourners.  I  create  the  fruit 
of  the  lips ;  peace  to  him  that  is  afar  off,  and  peace 
to  him  that  is  near,  saith  the  Lord  !  and  I  will  heal 
him.  But  the  wicked  are  like  the  troubled  sea,  for  it 
never  can  be  at  rest :  but  its  waters  cast  up  filth  and 
mire.  There  is  no  peace,  saith  my  God  to  the  wicked. 
Proclaim  aloud,  spare  not ;  like  the  sound  of  a  trumpet, 
lift  up  thy  voice  and  declare  unto  my  people  their 
transgressions  and  to  the  house  of  Jacob  their  sins.  Yet 
daily  they  seek  me,  and  desire  to  know  my  ways,  as  a 
nation  that  hath  done  righteousness  and  hath  not  for 
saken  the  ordinance  of  God ;  they  continually  inquire 
of  me  concerning  the  ordinances  of  righteousness  ;  they 
take  delight  to  draw  unto  God.  Wherefore  have  we 
fasted,  nnd  thou  seest  not?  Have  we  afflicted  our 
souls,  and  thou  dost  not  regard?  Behold,  in  the  day 
of  your  fasting,  ye  enjoy  pleasure,  and  all  demands 
ye  exact  rigorously.  Behold,  ye  fast  for  strife  and 
contention,  and  to  smite  with  the  fist  of  wickedness; 
but  ye  fast  not  as  this  day,  to  cause  your  voice  to  be 
heard  on  high.  Is  such,  then,  the  fast  which  I  have 
chosen,  that  a  man  should  afflict  his  soul  for  a  day? 
Is  it  that  he  should  bow  down  his  head  like  a  bull- 
rush  and  spread  sackcloth  and  ashes  for  his  couch? 
Shall  this  be  called  a  fast  and  a  day  acceptable  to  th« 
Lord?  Verily,  this  fast  I  choose,  to  dissolve  the  bands 
of  wickedness,  to  loosen  the  oppressive  burthens,  and 
to  let  the  oppressed  (slaves)  go  free;  and  that  ye 
should  break  asunder  every  yoke  To  distribute  thy 
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bread  to  the  hungry  and  to  bring  the  miserable  poor 
afflicted  into  thy  house.  When  thou  seest  the  naked 
that  thou  clothe  him  ;  and  that  thou  hide  not  thyself 
from  thine  own  flesh.  Then  shall  thy  light  break 
forth  like  the  morning,  and  thy  health  shall  spring 
forth  speedily ;  thy  righteousness  shall  go  before  thee, 
*nd  the  glory  of  the  Lord  will  receive  thee.  T!ien 
•halt  thou  call,  and  the  Lord  will  answer  ;  thou  shalt 
cry,  and  he  will  say,  Lo !  I  am  here.  If  thou  remove 
from  the  midst  of  thee  every  oppression  ;  the  threaten 
ing  finger,  and  the  injurious  speech — If  thou  pour  out 
thy  soul  to  the  hungry,  and  satisfy  the  afflicted  soul, 
then  shall  thy  light  rise  in  obscurity  and  thy  darkness 
«hall  be  as  the  noon-day.  And  the  Eternal  will  lead 
thee  continually,  and  satisfy  thy  soul  with  heaveuly 
•plendor ;  he  will  moisten  thy  bones,  and  thou  shalt  be 
like  a  well-watered  garden  and  like  a  flowing  spring 
who«e  waters  never  fail.  And  they  that  spring  from 
thee  shall  build  the  ancient  ruins;  the  foundations  of 
old  times  slialt  thou  raise  up,  and  thou  shalt  be  called 
the  repairer  of  the  broken  mound ;  the  restorer  of 
paths  to  be  frequented  by  inhabitants.  If  thy  feet 
rest  on  the  sabbath  from  following  thy  occupations 
on  my  holy  day.  ana  shalt  call  the  sabbath  a  delight, 
and  the  holy  feast  of  the  Lord  honorable,  and  shalt 
honor  it  by  ref  mining  from  thy  purpose,  from  pur- 
•ulng  thy  pleasure  and  from  speaking  vain  words — 
then  shalt  thuu  find  delight  In  the  Eternal,  and  I  will 
make  thee  ride  on  the  high  places  of  the  earth,  and  I 
will  feed  thee  on  the  inheritance  of  Jacob,  thy  father, 
for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God !  King  of  the 
universe!  former  of  all  the  worlds  who  is  righteous 
In  all  generations ;  the  faithful  God,  who  promiseth 
and  performeth  :  speaketh  and  accomplished  for  all  his 
words  are  true  and  just.  Faithful  art  thou,  O  Lord, 
our  God!  and  thy  words-are  faithful:  for  not  one  of 
thy  words  shall  return  back  without  being  fulfilled: 
for  thou,  O  God!  art  a  faithful  and  merciful  King. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord !  the  God  who  is  faithful  in 
all  his  words. 

O  have  compassion  upon  Zion,  for  it  is  the  dwelling 
of  our  life ;  and  speedily  in  our  days,  save  the  afflicted 
•oul.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  !  who  wilt  cause  Zion 
to  rejoice  with  their  children. 
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O  Lord,  our  God  I  cause  us  to  rejoice  In  thy  servant 
Elijah,  the  prophet,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  the  house 
of  David,  thine  anointed.  May  he  come  speedily,  and 
fladden  our  hearts.  Suffer  no  stranger  to  sit  on  hia 
•hrone,  nor  let  any  other  again  inherit  his  glory  :  for 
by  thy  holy  name  hast  thou  sworn  unto  him,  that  his 
lamp  should  never  be  extinguised.  Blessed  art  thou, 
O  Lord!  the  shield  of  David.

trouble  and  danger.  May  the  supreme  King  of  kings, 
through  his  infinite  mercy,  incline  their  hearts,  and 
the  hearts  of  their  counsellors,  and  officers,  with 
benevolence  toward  us,  and  all  Israel.  In  their  days, 
and  in  ours,  may  Judah  be  saved,  and  Israel  dwell  in 
•afety ;  and  may  the  Redeemer  come  unto  Zion ;  and 
may  this  be  the  will  of  God,  and  let  us  say  Amen.

May  It  please  thee,  O  Eter 
nal  I  our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  most  merci 
ful  King  I  to  return  unto  us,  through  thine  abundant 
mercy,  and  to  compassionate  us,  and  thy  sanctuary  t 
0  rebuild  It  speedily,  and  exalt  its  glory,  O  our  Fath 
er  and  our  King:  manifest  the  glory  of  thy  kingdom 
over  us  speedily,  shine  forth  and  exalt  thyself  in  tht 
sight  of  all  living ;  O  gather  our  dispersions  from 
among  the  nations,  and  assemble  our  outcasts  from  tht 
extremites  of  the  earth ;  conduct  us  unto  Zion,  thy 
city  with  Joyful  songs,  and  unto  Jerusalem  the  resi 
dence  of  thy  holy  temple,  with  everlasting  joy.  And 
there  will  we  prepare  the  offerings  enjoined  us. 
eren  the  daily  offerings  according  to  their  order,  ana 
the  additional  offerings  according  to  their  institution, 
and  the  additional  sacrifices  (On  the  sabbath,  say,  the 
Sabbath  day  and)  this  day  of  memorial  will  we  pre 
pare  and  offer  unto  thee  with  fervent  love,  according 
to  the  behest  of  thy  will,  as  thou  hast  commanded 
In  thy  law,  written  and  delivered  by  the  hands  of  thy 
servant  Moses  (as  specified). 

And  on  the  Sabbath  day,  two  lambs  of  the  first 
year  without  spot :  and  two-tenth  deals  of  flour  for  a 
meat  offering  mingled  with  oil,  and  the  drink  offering 
thereof.  This  is  the  burnt  offering  of  every  Sab 
bath,  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering,  and  ita 
drink  offering. 

And  on  the  tent*        day 

of  th»  seventh  month  ye  •hall  have  an  holy  conrocatloa, 
and  je  shall  afflict  your  souls;  ye  shall  not  do  any  work  therela. 
But  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt-offering  unto  the  Lord  for  a  sweet 
savour,  one  young  bull,  one  ram,  and  aeren  lambs  of  the  first 
rear;  they  shall  be  to  you  without  blemish.  And  their  meat 
offering  shall  be  of  flue  flour,  mingled  with  oil.  three  tenth- 
deals  to  a  bull,  and  two  tenth-deals  to  one  ram;  a  several 
tenth-deal  for  one  lamb,  throughout  the  seren  Iambs;  one  kltf 
•f  the  goats  for  a  sin-offering,  beside  the  sin-offering  of  atone 
ment,  and  the  continual  burnt-offering  and  the  meat-offering 
»f  it  and  their  drink-offerings. 
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On  the  Sabbath  say  : 

T  -ey  shall  be  joyful  in  thy  kingdom,  the  observers 
of  tue  Sabbath  ;  and  they  be  called  a  people  that  de- 
llfht  and  sanctify  the  seventh  day.  They  are  all  satis- 
fled,  and  delight  in  thy  benevolence,  for  in  the  seventh 
day  thou  delighted  ;  thou  sanctified  it  :  the  desirable  of 
all  days  thou  called  it,  in  romemberance,  of  the  works 
of  the  beginning  of  thy  creation. 

Our  God  !  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  O  par 
don  our  iniquities,  (on  the  Sabbath  :  on  this  day  of 
rest,  and)  on  this  day  of  atonement.  O  blot  out,  and 
remove  our  transgressions  from  thy  sight  :  as  it  is  said, 
I,  even  I.  nm  he,  who  blotteth  out  thy  transgressions 
for  mine  own  sake;  and  thy  sins  will  I  not  remember. 
And  it  is  said,  I  have  made  thy  transgressions  vanish 
away  like  a  cloud,  and  thy  sins  like  a  vapor;  return 
unto  me  for  I  have  redeemed  thee.  And  it  is  said,  for 
on  this  day  shall  he  make  atonement  for  you  to  cleanse 
you;  that  ye  may  be  clean  from  all  your  sins  before 
the  Lord.  (On  the  Sabbath:  our  God,  and  the  God 
of  our  fathers,  accept  our  day  of  rest.  )  O  sanctify  us 
with  thy  commandments,  and  ordain  our  portion  to  be 
In  thy  law.  O  satisfy  us  with  thy  goodness,  and  cause 
us  to  rejoice  in  thy  salvation  :  (on  the  sabbath  :  and 
cause  us,  O  Lord,  our  God  !  to  inherit  thy  holy  sab 
bath,  with  love  and  delight;  and  grant  that  Israel. 
who  sanctify  thy  name,  may  have  rest  thereon)  ana 
purify  our  hearts  to  serve  thee  in  truth  for  thou  art 
the  pardoner  of  Israel,  who  grantest  remission  of 
sins  to  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun  in  every  generation: 
and  besides  thee  there  is  none  to  whom  we  appeal 
for  pardon  and  forgiveness.  Blessed  art  thou,  O 
Lord,  the  King  who  pardoneth  and  forgiveth  the  In 
iquities  of  his  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  and  causeth 
our  trespasses  to  pass  away  annually.  King  of  the 
whole  earth,  who  sanctifieth  (on  the  sabbath:  the  sab 
bath,  and)  If  jtl,  and  the  day  of  atonement. 


Graciously  accept,  O  Lord,  our  God  1  thy 
people  Israel  and  have  regard  unto  their  prayers.

0  my  God,  before]  was  formed,  1  was  unworthy, 
and  now  that  1  have  been  funned,  1  am  as  though 
I  had  not  been  formed;  dust  I  am  in  my  lifetime, 
how  much  more  at  my  decease.  Behold,  1  stand 
before  thee  as  a  vessel  full  of  shame  and  confusion. 

0  may  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,    0  Lord, 
my  God;  and  God  of  my  fathers,  t  >  assist  me,  that 

1  may  sin  no   more;    and  the    sins  which  1   have 
already  committed    against  thee,  blot  out  through 
thy  mercy,   but    not  by  means   of  severe    bodily 
sufferings,  malignant  diseases. 
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According  to  the  institution  of  the  wise  and  intelli 
gent,  and  their  instructive  knowledge,  will  I  open  my 
mouth  with  prayer  and  supplications,  to  implore  and 
entreat  the  presence  of  the  supreme  King  of  kings  and 
Lord  of  lords. 

The  nation  that  is  compared  to  the  rose  of  the 
valley,  is  very  anxious  to  keep  (this  day)  the  sabbath 
of  rest  strictly  ;  fathers  and  children  are  unanimous  in 
keeping  the  fast  Now  that  her  stronghold  (the  tem 
ple)  is  destroyed,  she  depends  on  the  consequence  of 
iier  pillars  (the  ancestors)  ;  on  them  she  fastens  her 
nails  ;  on  those  who  are  buried  in  the  cave,  Machpela, 
«he  leans  her  tenons.  She  depends  on  the  actions  of 
the  patriarchs,  on  the  perfection  of  those  for  whom 
the  world  was  created  ;  grant  a  cure  to  those  who  as 
sembled  to  sanctify  the  fast  and  cause  the  malevolent 
to  dwell  in  darkness.  The  offspring  of  the  four  ma 
trons  (  Israel  )  who  are  numbered  by  four  banners, 
pray  unto  thee  with  four  forms  of  prayer  ;  accept  them, 
amd  justify  them.  O  view  the  merit  of  him  who 
walked  perfectly,  (Abraham)  in  whose  flesh  circum 
cision  was  impressed;  for  his  righteousness  sake,  to 
^cleanse  us  from  sin  at  this  time,  when  deficient  of  the 
Urini  and  Turnim.  In  exchange  of  the  offering  of  the 
bull,  accept  the  words  of  the  prayer  of  those  who  blow 
the  Shofer  on  the  new  moon  ;  pardon  their  sins  on  thi» 
<day  of  atonement.  Assuage  the  fierce  wrath,  and  be 
gracious  to  the  residue  of  thy  poople  ;  and  let  thy 
beauty  be  upon  us,  that  we  may  again  be  animated  by 
thy  fountain  of  life  that  is  with  thee.  O  thou  most 
Glorious  !  forgiveness  Is  with  thee  ;  hasten  to  prepare 
pardon  for  us  :  prosper  the  words  of  our  lips  ;  hear  our 
*ry,  and  forgive  us. 

Our  dps  declare  the  merit  of  those  who 
*it  ep  in  the  grave,  (our  ancestors),  to  praise  thee  aa 
i+  (David)  who  praised  thee  on  instrument  Shosa- 
sum  ;  the  present  generation,  as  well  as  those  that  are 
3>a*t,  all  depend  on  th<*  shield  of  their  ancestor  (Abra- 
/ham). 


Remember  us  unto  life,  O  King!  who  bast 
«M:ght  in  life  ;  vouchsafe  to  write  us  in  the  book  ol 
life,  for  thine  own  sake,  O  God  of  life, 
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On  this  day  of  atonement,  which  hath  been 
distinguished  and  chosen  above  all  other  days.  0 
have  mercy,  and  be  gracious  to  those  who  know  how 
to  celebrate  it,  and  cast  their  adversaries  into  tht 
abyss.  They  were  wisely  instructed  to  make  mea- 
tion  of  the  merit  of  the  ancient  patriarchs,  that  it  may 
be  an  advocate  for  them.  The  merit  of  him  (Abrtr 
horn)  who  bound,  and  he  (Isaac)  who  was  bound; 
from  that  time  hath  been  appointed  the  hiddon  time 
of  their  redemption,  when  the  stumbling-block  (satan), 
will  be  terrified  and  chastised!  as  he  assured  him  who 
offered  the  ram  that  was  caught  in  the  thicket  which 
was  his  redemption  ;  and  whose  merit  is  preserved  for 
his  posterity;  thus  shalt  thou  also  strengthen  tht 
power  of  those  who  bend  their  knee  to  thee,  day  and 
night  May  his  dread  terrify  our  enemies,  that  they 
may  be  dumb-founded  ;  may  thine  anger  be  restrained 
from  his  offspring,  O  deliver  them  the  talebearing 
•ycophants ;  and  though  we  are  not  possessed  of  good 
works  nor  is  there  any  to  offer  sacrifice  for  us:  yet 
remember  the  merit  of  the  lowly  and  humble,  and  re 
move  wrath  from  their  posterity.  O  thou  most  High  I 
look  to  thy  most  faithful  creatures  :  and  regard  those 
who  worship  thee ;  in  unanimity  they  approach  thy 
presence,  O  most  merciful !  remember  thy  servant: 
let  their  iniquity  be  sought  for,  but  none  be  found ;  0 
cast  it  Into  the  depths  of  the  sea ;  answer  the  darling 
child;  may  the  upright  advocate  be  gracious  unto  him. 
Deliver  those  who  extend  the  time  of  prayer,  from  tht 
•harp  glittering  sword  ;  fulfil  the  request  of  the  sup 
plication.  O  thou  most  merciful  and  gracious  King! 
Redeem  the  ransomed  soul,  that  is  sunk  deep  In  the 
mire  of  sin  ;  and  with  thy  refreshing  dew  revive  those 
who,  with  affliction  and  humiliation,  wait  for  thee. 

While  his  soul  is  yet  in  him,  dost  thou  hope 
for  the  repentance  of  him  who  was  formed  from  the 
earth,  that  thou  mayest  keep  him  alive,  and  cause  hit 
letter  end  to  be  happy. 

How  can  man  be  justified  in  the  presence  of 
hi*  Maker?  for  every  thing  is  revealed  before  him, 
even  his  most  hidden  and  secret  actions ;  yet,  with  this 
may  his  iniquity  be  expiated,  and  his  wound  healed, 
if  he  repent  before  his  light  is  quenched.  While  hla 
•oul,  etc.  Yes,  darkness  cannot  conceal  anything  from 
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though  man  should  hide  himself,  yet  he  will  set 
his  evil  deeds  and  wickedness  will  testify  against 
this  is  his  pre-eminence,  if  he  confesses  during 


his  life.  While  his  soul,  etc.,  Lo  I  even  the  heaven*  are 
not  pure  in  his  sight,  how  much  less,  man,  who  is  pollut 
ed  with  his  trespasses  and  iniquities?  Wherefore  should 
not  then  the  presumptuous  sinner  consider  this  in  his 
thoughts?  Is  not  the  day  of  calamity  before  his  face? 
While  his  soul,  etc.  His  gold  and  beloved  riches  can 
not  profit  him.  to  be  given  a  ransom  to  save  him  on 
the  day  of  wrath  ;  but  if  he  hath  pursued  beneficence 
and  righteousness  while  he  existed,  they  shall  go  be 
fore  him,  and  the  glory  of  his  Creator  will  accept  of 
him.  While  his  soul,  etc.  It  is  good  for  a  man  to 
bear  the  yoke  of  the  laws,  to  perform  its  statutes  in 
love,  reverence,  and  purity;  the  days  of  his  life  will 
then  pass  gently  in  the  paths  of  rectitude ;  it  will  pre 
serve  him  even  in  the  grave,  and  at  the  resurrection 
will  be  his  advocate  to  save  him.  While  his  soul.  etc.

May 
he  suddenly  blot  out  the  spoiler   (satan)   that  he  who 
warreth   against   me,   may   not  exult  over   me.

O  may  they  not  falter 
with  their  tongue,  nor  be  entangled  in  their  speech, 
nor  be  ashamed  of  their  support,  nor  their  congrega 
tion  be  confounded  through  them :  suffer  not  their 
mouth  to  utter  a  word  that  is  contrary  to  thy  will : 
for  those  who  are  favored  of  thee,  O  Lord,  our  God  I 
are  indeed  favored :  and  those  on  whom  thou  hast 
mercy  are  treated  with  the  tenderest  affection :  wt 
know  it,  O  Lord,  our  God !  that  thou  wilt  be  gracious 
to  whom  thou  pleasest,  and  wilt  show  mercy  to  whom 
thou  art  inclined  :  as  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  "I  will 
be  gracious  to  whom  I  will  be  gracious,  and  will  show 
mercy  to  whom  I  will  show  mercy." 

And  it  is  said,  O  suffer  not  them  who  trust  in  the*, 
O  Lord  God  of  Hosts!  to  be  ashamed  for  my  saket 
let  not  those  who  seek  thee  be  confounded  through  ma, 
0  God  of  Israel. 

4  .  m  no^/c  in  God :  1  will  entreat  his  presence ;  ttud 
beseech  him  to  grant  me  eloquence  of  language ;  that 
lu  the  congregation  of  the  people,  I  may  sing  of  hit 
eighty  power,  and  In  joyful  strains  rehearse  his  won 
derful  works.  The  dispositions  of  the  heart  are  of 
man,  but  the  utterance  of  speech  Is  from  the  Lord. 
O  Lord  I  open  thou  my  lips,  and  my  mouth  shall  de- 
~«£re  thy  praise. 

May  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditations  ol 
my  heart  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Eternal  I 
mj  Rock  and  R»rl«»niar 
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O  thou  most  mighty  in  power,  groat  and  abundant 
In  strength,  for  who  can  do  according  to  thy  groat 
works?  Thou  didst  lay  the  beams  of  the  mighty  cham 
bers  upon  the  cold  waters;  thou  didst  also  found  the 
earth  on  a  vacuum.  When  the  universe  was  in  gloomy 
darkness,  as  the  shadow  of  death,  with  the  covering 
of  thy  garment  didst  thou  cause  the  morning  light  to 
Rhine  forth;  between  the  presumptuous  waters  didst 
thou  make  a  division  ;  thou  didst  gather  the  nether 
most  waters  into  the  deep,  that  they  should  not  cover 
the  earth.  Thou  didst  cause  the  dry  laud  to  ap 
pear,  and  didst  <-ause  its  fruits  to  spring  forth;  thou 
didst  plant  a  garden  eastward,  for  the  delight  of  thy 
beloved.  Great  luminaries  didst  thou  place  in  thy 
mighty  heavens ;  with  them  didst  thou  also  com 
mand  the  host  of  constellations.  Multitudes  of  the 
finny  brood,  and  feathered  race,  didst  thou  form  from 
the  waters;  as  also  the  leviathan,  for  a  feast,  for  the 
righteous;  from  the  adhering  clods  didst  thou  bring 
forth  the  creeping  things,  as  also  Shor  Ilabor  (be- 
hometh),  who  feedeth  among  the  reeds  and  mire,  for 
an  entertainment  for  those  whom  thou  hast  invited. 
Thou  didst  prepare  meat  and  drink,  though  there  wa.s 
yet  none  to  partake  of  them.  Thou  didst  then  form 
a  body  of  clay,  according  to  the  form  of  thy  signet, 
and  didst  infuse  into  it  a  pure  spirit;  he  then  fell 
into  a  deep  sleep,  and  of  his  rib  didst  thou  prepare 
an  help  for  him.  Thou  didst  also  command  him  not 
to  eat  of  the  tree  of  knowledge,  but  he,  like  a  simple 
ton,  disobeyed  the  command  by  the  deception  of  the 
serpent;  he  then  was  r.  mushed  by  seeking  his  daily 
food,  by  the  sweat  of  his  brow,  the  foolish  woman 
(Eve),  with  the  pains  of  child-birth,  and  the  subtle 
serpent,  with  dust  for  his  food.  She  conceived  and 
brought  forth  a  husban-dman  Rain  and  a  shepherd 
Abel  a  sacrifice  and  present,  they  together  offered  unto 
thee ;  when  thou  wast  wroth  with  the  elder,  but 
didst  accept  the  presence  of  the  younger.  Fraternal 
love  was  extinguished  in  him,  and  he  slew  his  brother ; 
but  when  he  supplicated  thy  presence,  thou  didst  fix 
a  mark  on  him.  When  the  third  generation  began  to 
commit  idolatry,  thou  didst  call  forth  the  flood  to  over 
flow  and  destroy  them.  The  proud  ones  erred,  when 
they  said,  depart  fi  MM  us;  but  they  were  destroyed 
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by  the  raging  flood ;  they  were  burnt  and  cnt  off  I 
while  he  (Noah)  who  was  supported  by  the  ark  o! 
Gopher  wood,  was  saved,  because  thou  didst  shut  him 
In,  his  offspring  didst  thou  multiply,  that  they  filled 
the  earth.  They  all  together  took  counsel  to  ascend  to 
heaven,  but  God  scattered  them  as  stubble,  by  a 
mighty  tempest  and  whirl  wind.  The  beloved  (Abra 
ham)  who  came  from  the  other  side  of  the  river,  made 
thee  known  in  the  world  and  offered  unto  thee  the 
•on  of  his  old  age  (Isaac)  for  a  burnt-offering.  As  * 
lamb  without  blemish,  was  the  perfect  man  (Jacob) 
made  choice  of;  because  he  delighted  to  dwell  in  tht 
tents  and  adhered  unto  thee ;  a  beautiful  upright  race 
didst  thou  bring  forth  from  his  loins,  wholly  a  true 
•eed,  in  which  there  is  not  contamination.  Thou  didst 
delight  in  the  tribe  of  Levi,  didst  distinguish  that  pioua 
man  (Aaron),  who  was  sanctified  to  minister  unto 
thee  In  the  most  holy  place,  whose  head  was  bound 
with  the  holy  tiara  and  robed  with  the  urim.  Ht 
abode  seven  days  within  the  tabernacle,  for  the  faith 
ful  (the  elders)  separated  the  high  priest  a  week  be 
fore  the  fast  of  the  tenth  day,  according  to  the  statute 
of  consecration  of  the  tabernacle.  The  water  of  purifi 
cation  was  sprinkled  on  him  to  cleanse  him,  and  tht 
•even  preceding  days  be  sprinkled  the  blood,  offered  the 
Incense,  and  trimmed  the  lamps,  that  he  might  be  ac 
customed  to  the  service. 

The  wise  elders,  who  sat  in  the  gate  joined 
Mm,  and  said  unto  him,  read  aloud  the  portion  of  the 
l*w ;  on  the  morning  of  the  ninth  day  he  was  placed  at 
the  east  gate,  where,  the  beautiful  sacrifice  of  the  day 
was  caused  to  pass  in  his  presence,  when  the  sun  wa§ 
near  setting,  he  was  not  suffered  to  eat  a  gross  meal, 
for  fear  that  In  his  sleep  he  might,  by  accident,  defilt 
himself :  the  elders  of  his  tribe  led  him  to  be  instructed 
In  what  manner  he  was  to  take  his  hands  full  of  in 
cense  in  the  holy  place.  His  flesh  trembled,  and  hit 
tears  flowed,  because  he  was  suspected;  they  also 
turned  aside,  and  wept  sore.  If  he  was  a  man  of  eru 
dition,  he  lectured  on  both  the  written  and  oral  lawj 
If  not,  those  who  attended  him,  read  unto  him  till  mid 
night  to  keep  him  awake.  They  whose  lot  waa  driven 
ftrst  to  remove  the  ashes  from  the  altar,  rejoiced; 
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they  cast  lots  again  who  should  remove  the  ashes  from 
the  inner  altar,  and  the  candlesticks  ;  for  the  offer  tug 
of  incense  they  who  had  not  offered  incense  before,  cast 
the  lot  the  third  time ;  and  for  the  arrangement  of  th« 
members  of  the  sacrifice  on  the  altar,  they  cast  the 
fourth  lot.  As  soon  as  the  watchman  proclaimed  that 
the  morning  star  and  risen,  they  spread  a  veil  of  fine 
linen  to  conceal  him  (the  high  priest)  from  the  sight 
of  the  people,  then  put  off  his  linen  garments,  bathed, 
and  put  on  the  golden  garments  ;  he  then  washed  hia 
hands  and  feet,  and  slew  the  daily  burnt-offering  of 
the  morning,  and  commanded  another  (priest)  to  com 
plete  it;  he  received  the  blood  and  sprinkled  it;  he 
then  went  to  offer  Incense,  and  trim  the  lamps,  he  then 
offered  the  burnt-offering  and  poured  out  the  drink- 
offering,  performed  the  service  of  the  burnt-offering 
according  to  order  ;  he  then  entered  the  chamber,  Parvo, 
which  was  the  holy  temple,  where  they  again  spread 
a  veil  before  him  as  at  first :  there  he  washed  his  hands 
and  feet  and  put  off  his  golden  garments ;  he  then  went 
and  bathed,  put  on  the  white  garments,  and  washed  hia 
hands  and  feet.  These  were  costly  garments  from 
Egypt  of  the  value  of  eighteen  minim  they  were  most 
beautiful,  and  fit  to  be  worn  by  him  who  ministered  to 
the  King  of  Glory !  He  then  drew  near  to  his  own 
bull,  which  was  placed  between  the  porch  and  the 
altar,  with  his  face  towards  the  west,  and  his  head 
turned  towards  the  south :  he  sustained  his  hand  on 
its  head,  and  made  confession  of  his  transgression*, 
not  concealing  any. 

He  then  proceeded  to  the  east  of  the  court, 
wh*re  two  kids  were  placed,  purchased  by  the  congre 
gation;  they  were  both  alike  in  form  and  height,  and 
gtood  there  to  make  expiation  for  the  iniquity  of  the 
backsliding  daughter  (the  nation).  There  were  two 
lots  of  gold,  which,  after  shaking  them  in  a  box,  he 
plunged  his  hand  in,  and  drew  out  the  lot  for  the  Lord. 
and  the  other  for  the  strong  rock;  having  put  the  lot 
on  the  kid  he  proclaimed  aloud,  a  sin-offering  to  the 
Lord  I  those  who  heard  him,  answered  him  by  blessing 
the  Lord  He  tied  a  scarlet  twist  on  the  head  of  the 
scapegoat,  and  placed  it  exactly  opposite  to  where  It 
was  to  be  sent;  he  then  passed  by,  and  drew  near  a 
•econd  time  to  his  own  bull,  when  he  made  confession 
to  the  Creator,  of  his  sins,  and  the  sins  of  his  tribe.

Ami  thus  did  he  say,  O  God!  I  now  acknow- 
edge  that  I  have  sinned  ;  I  have  committed  iniquity  :  I 
have  transgressed  against  thee  ;  even  I,  and  ray  house 
hold,  and  the  sons  of  Aaron  thy  holy  people.  I  be 
seech  thee  now,  by  thy  ineffable  name  to  forgive,  par 
don  and  grant  expiation  for  the  sins,  iniquities  and 
transgressions,  which  I  have  committed  against  tbee  :

And  the  priests  and  the  people  who  stood 
In  the  court,  when  they  heard  the  glorious,  tremendous 
and  ineffable  name,  proceed  from  the  mouth  of  the 
high  priest,  with  sanctity  and  purity,  they  kneeled  and 
prostrated  themselves,  falling  on  their  faces,  and  say 
ing  blessed  be  the  name  of  his  glorious  majesty,  for

Read.  He  also  was  attentive  to  finish  pro 
nouncing  the  ineffable  name  at  the  same  time  when 
they  who  blessed  the  name  of  the  Lord,  finished,  to 
whom  he  said,  "ye  shall  be  clean."  .And  thou,  in  thy 
great  goodness,  didst  awaken  thy  mercy,  and  grauteat 
forgiveness  to  thy  ministering  tribes. 

He  then  took  a  sharp  knife,  and  slew  the  bull 
according  to  rule:  he  received  the  blood  in  a  bowl,  and 
gave  it  to  him  to  stir  it,  that  it  might  not  congeal  be 
fore  the  time  of  sprinkling  :  for  if  it  had  congealed,  so 
that  it  could  not  have  been  sprinkled  it  would  have 
rendered  the  expiation  abortive.  He  took  a  censer  of 
pure  gold,  which  was  thin,  light,  and  a  long  handle, 
and  put  into  it  three  Kavin  of  red  hot  flaming  coals; 
they  then  brought  him  a  large  spoonful  of  the  finest 
beaten  inceuse,  of  which  he  took  two  handfuls  and  put 
it  into  the  lesser  spoon  ;  taking  the  censer  in  his  right 
hand,  and  the  spoon  In  hLs  left.  He  straight  went 
towards  the  veil,  and  approached  the  staves  of  the 
ark,  between  which  he  put  the  incense,  causing  the

smoke  to  ascend ;  he  then  went  out  He  then  took  th« 
blood  from  the  person  who  stirred  it,  and  quickly  en 
tered  between  the  staves ;  and  dropping  his  finger  into 
the  blood,  performed  the  expiation  by  sprinkling  ac 
cording  to  the  number,  once  above  and  seven  times  be 
low. 

And  thus  did  he  count: — one,  one  and  one: 
one  and  two:  one  and  three:  one  and  four:  one  and 
five :  one  and  six  :  one  and  seven. 

He  quickly  went  forth,  and  left  it  (the  blood) 
upon  the  golden  seat:  he  then  slew  the  kid,  and  has 
tened  to  receive  its  blood  in  the  holy  bowl :  he  then 
went  to  the  appointed  place  of  the  ark,  and  made  ex 
piations  with  the  sprinkling,  as  he  did  with  the  blood 
of  the  bull. 

He  hastened  and  left  the  blood  of  the  kid  and 
took  the  blood  of  the  bull,  and  ran  and  stood  without 
the  veil  of  separation,  and  sprinkled  on  it,  as  he  had 
before  sprinkled  on  the  mercy  seat.  He  then  hastened 
and  took  the  blood  of  the  kid  a  second  time,  and  sprin 
kled  it  in  like  manner. 

He  returned,  and  mixed  the  blood,  and  puri 
fied  the  golden  altar,  by  sprinkling  seven  times  on  the 
middle  of  it,  and  four  times  on  its  corners.  He  then 
hastened  and  drew  nigh  to  the  live  kid,  and  made  con 
fession  to  God  of  the  sins  of  the  people,  committed  ig- 
norantly  or  presumptuously. 

And  thus  did  he  say,  O  God !  I  now  acknow- 
«dge  that  I  have  sinned ;  I  have  committed  iniquity :  I 
have  transgressed  against  thee ;  even  I,  and  my  house 
hold,  and  the  sons  of  Aaron  thy  holy  ppople.  I  be-

ing  blessed  be  the  name  of  his  glorious  majesty,  for 
ever  and  ever. 

Read.  He  also  was  attentive  to  finish  pro 
nouncing  the  ineffable  name  at  the  same  time  when 
they  who  blessed  the  name  of  the  Lord,  finished,  to 
whom  he  said,  "ye  shall  be  clean."  And  thou,  in  thy 
freat  goodness,  didst  awaken  thy  mercy,  and  grantest 
forgiveness  to  thy  ministering  tribes. 

He  (the  high  priest)  sent  it  (the  scape 
goat)  with  a  proper  person  to  the  strong  rock  in  the 
desert,  that  it  might  carry  away  the  sins  of  this  peo 
ple  to  an  uninhabited  country:  he  drew  it  down  from 
the  point  of  the  rock,  and  roiling  over  as  it  descended, 
its  bones  were  broken,  as  one  that  breaketh  a  potter's 
vessel.  He  then  took  a  sharp  knife,  and  cut  up  the  bull 
and  the  kid ;  he  rent  them  asunder,  took  out  their  en 
trails,  and  suspended  their  flesh  on  hooks  to  be  after 
wards  burnt :  he  read  the  order  of  the  day,  washpd  his 
hands  and  feet,  put  off  the  linen  garments,  bathed  the 
third  time,  put  on  the  golden  garments,  and  washed  his 
hands  and  feet.  He  hastened  and  offered  bis  ram  and 
the  people's  ra-m  ;  the  fat  of  the  sin-offering,  and  the 
additional  offerings,  be  offered  acording  to  the  statute; 
he  then  hastened  to  wash  his  hands  and  feet,  put  off 
the  garments  of  gold,  bathed,  put  on  the  white  linen 
garments,  washed  his  hands  and  feet  and  entered  into 
the  holy  oracle,  to  fetch  out  the  vessels  he  had  used 
for  the  incense :  then  washed  his  hands  and  feet,  put 
off  his  linen  garments,  and  hid  them  forever.  He  then 
bathed,  put  on  the  golden  garments,  washed  bis  hands 
and  feet,  went  in  to  offer  the  continual  sacrifice,  as 
also  the  incense,  and  to  light  the  lamps,  at  the  end  of 
th*  service  he  washed  his  hands  and  feet;  thus  he 
bathed  five  times  :  and  washed  his  hands  and  feet  ten 
times  the  lustre  of  his  (the  high  priest's)  countenance 
was  as  the  sun  when  he  goeth  forth  in  his  might ;  and 
with  joy  he  hastened  and  put  on  his  own  proper  gar 
ments.  The  perfect  nation  conducted  the  faithful  mes- 
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senger  to  his  house;  she  (the  nation)  rejoiced,  when 
she  heard  the  good  tidings  that  the  piece  of  wood  dyed 
crimson  (which  was  sent  with  the  scapegoat)  was  be 
come  white,  for  she  (the  nation)  was  then  adorned 
with  salvation,  and  covered  with  the  robe  of  righteous 
ness  ;  she  showed  her  joy,  and  uttered  gladness.  Th« 
high  heavens  dropped,  and  flowed  with  dew  ;  the  ridges 
of  the  fields  were  watered,  and  gave  their  fruit ;  they 
gave  thanks  when  they  gathered  the  produce  of  the 
seed  in  peace ;  they  who  bore  the  sheaves  uttered  praise 
and  song.  The  nethermost  parts  of  the  delightful  laud, 
caused  songs  to  be  heard,  and  declared  his  righteous 
ness  to  those  who  travelled  through  the  highways ;  the 
faithful  messengers  did  not  frustrate  the  hope  of  those 
who  sent  him ;  their  hope  was  pleasing  to  them  as  a 
cooling  breeze  in  the  day  of  harvest  They  wer« 
washed  and  purified  from  the  filthiness  of  their  pollu 
tion  ;  they  were  made  pure  and  perfect  by  the  purity  of 
his  hand ;  that  all  might  know,  that  he  who  cleanseth 
them,  Ls  the  fountain  of  living  waters ;  the  hope  of  la- 
racl  cleanseth  them  with  faithful  water.  They  were 
made  perfectly  pure  and  clean,  and  were  renewed  as 
those  (angels)  who  are  renewed  every  morning;  they 
were  cleansed  from  all  taints  (sin)  ;  they  uttered  the 
exalted  praise  of  God  with  their  mouth  ;  shouting  was 
on  their  tongue  and  in  their  mouth,  a  new  song.  They 
rejoiced  in  dread,  and  served  in  reverence ;  saints  sanc 
tify  the  holy  sanctifier  of  Israel,  uttering  the  joyful 
shout  upon  the  timbrel  and  cymbal,  excelling  on  the 
musical  instruments,  and  sweet  psalmody.  They  ad 
here  to  the  mighty  exalted  right  hand  of  the  Supreme, 
that  is  filled  with  righteousness,  and  altogether  de 
pend  on  it:  they  drew  nigh  to  enter  his  gates  with 
song ;  may  they  obtain  joy  and  gladness  ;  in  hi.s  name 
they  rejoiced,  and  are  glad  continually,  joyfully  exult 
ing  in  his  presence.  May  the  splendor  of  their  light 
break  forth  as  morning:  they  lift  up  their  voice,  and 
sine  the  exaltation  of  him  who  is  the  Creator  of  the 
Universe.

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occurrence.  And  thus  was  the  prayer  of  the  high 
priest  on  the  day  of  atonement,  when  he  came  out  of 
the  most  holy  place,  without  any  evil  occurrence.

year  in  which  thou  mayest  lead  us  all  securely  to  our 
land:     O  may  it  be  a  year  in  which  no  woman  suffer 
abortion  ;  a  year  in   which  thou   mayest  bring  all  up! 
joyfully  to  our  land ;  a  year  In  which  thy  people,  thej 
house  of  Israel,  may  not  be  necessitated  to  crave  aa-! 
•sistanoe  of  each  other,  nor  of  any  other  people;  when 
thou  shalt  give  them  a  blessing,   in  all   the  works  ofj 
their  hands.     And  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Shoron, 
fie  said,  may  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord,! 
our  God  !  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  that  their  housed 
may  not  become  their  graves. 

Verily,  how  glorious  was  the  appearance  of  the  high 
priest,  when  he  came  forth  safe  from  the  holy  sanc 
tuary,  without  any  evil  occurrence. 
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As  the  lightning  that  proceedeth  from  the  splendor 
of  the  Chajoth  (angels)  was  the  countenance  of  the 
priest.

As  the  diadem  put  on  the  forehead  of  a  king. 

As  the  amiable  tenderness  depicted  on  the  face  of 
the  bridegroom. 

As  the  beauty  of  the  pure  mitre,  was  the  counte 
nance  of  the  priest. 

As  he  who  sat  in  concealment,  to  supplicate  the 
presence  of  the  Supreme  King ! 

As  a  bright  .star,  in  the  border  of  the  east,  was  the 
countenance  of  the  priest. 

All  these  things  were  while  the  temple  was  on  its 
foundations,  and  the  holy  sanctuary  was  on  its  basis ; 
and  the  high  priest  stood  and  ministered ;  his  genera 
tion  saw  it,  and  rejoiced. 

Happy  the  eye  which  saw  all  these  things;  but, 
verily,  to  hear  only  of  them,  afflicts  our  soul.  Happy 
the  eye  which  saw  our  temple,  and  the  joy  of  our  con 
gregation  ;  but,  verily,  to  hear  only  of  them,  afflicts 
our  soul.  Happy  the  eye  that  saw  our  joy,  and  the 
gladness  of  our  soul ;  but,  verily,  to  hear  only  of  it, 
afflicts  our  soul.  Happy  the  eye  that  saw  the  fingers, 
when  tuning  every  kind  of  song;  but,  verily,  to  hear 
only  of  them,  afflicts  our  soul.  Happy  the  eye  that 
saw  the  established  habitation,  and  the  divine  pres 
ence  of  the  living  God  resting  therein  ;  but,  verily,  to 
hear  only  of  it,  afflicts  our  soul.  Happy  the  eye  that 
saw  the  palaces,  and  the  band  of  young  priests,  con 
sisting  of  twenty-four  thousand ;  but,  verily,  to  hear 
only  of  it,  afflicts  our  soul.  Happy  the  eye  which  saw 
the  candlestick,  the  table,  and  its  vessels,  and  the  bor 
der  of  the  table,  and  the  crown  on  it ;  but,  verily,  to 
hear  only  of  them,  afflicts  our  soul.  Happy  the  eye 
which  saw  the  rejoicing  of  those  who  drew  the  water, 
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with  the  attraction  of  the  holy  liberal  spirit;  but, 
rerily,  to  hear  only  of  it,  afflicts  our  soul.  Happy  the 
«ye  which  saw  the  distinguished  separation  of  the 
the  eye  which  saw  the  holy  congregation,  praying 
•loud  in  the  most  holy  place ;  but,  verily,  to  hear  only 
high  priest,  and  when  he  cried  aloud,  I  beseech  thee', 
O  Lord  !  but  to  hear  only  of  it,  afflicts  our  souL  Happy 
of  it,  afflicts  our  soul. 

But,  the  iniquities  of  our  fathers,  have  caused  the 
desolation  ef  the  temple,  and  our  sins  have  prolonged 
the  period  of  our  captivity  ;  O  may  the  rehearsal  of 
these  things  procure  forgiveness  for  us,  and  the  afflic 
tion  of  our  soul,  be  the  means  of  our  pardon;  thou 
hast,  therefore,  hi  thine  abundant  mercy,  given  us  thl» 
<lay  of  atonement,  and  this  day  of  pardoning  iniquity  ; 
for  the  forgiveness  of  iniquity,  and  the  expiation  of 
transgression.  A  day  on  which  eating  and  drinking, 
bathing,  -anointing,  copulation,  and  the  wearing  of 
shoes,  are  prohibited.  A  day  appointed  for  brotherly 
love,  and  fraternity ;  a  day  on  which  we  ought  to 
abandon  envy  and  strife;  a  day  on  which  thou  wilt 
pardon  all  our  iniquities ;  and  now,  at  this  time,  it  ia 
manifest  and  known  in  thy  presence,  before  thy  glor 
ious  throne,  that  we  have  no  guide,  as  in  the  days  of 
old,  no  high  priest  to  offer  an  offering,  nor  any  altar  oa 
which  to  offer  a  burnt-offering. 

And  because  of  our  abundant  iniquities. 

We  have  no  burnt-offering,  nor  trespass-offering;  no 
•taves,  nor  mingled  meal  offerings,  no  lot,  nor  burning 
coals ;  no  oracle,  nor  fine  beaten  incense ;  no  temple, 
nor  sprinkling ;  no  confession,  nor  bull  for  a  sin-offer 
ing,  no  sacrifice,  nor  sprinkling  of  blood  ;  no  sin  offer- 
Ing,  nor  fat  burnt  on  the  altar  ;  no  ablution,  nor  purifi 
cation  ;  no  Jerusalem,  nor  forest  of  Lebanon  ;  no  laver, 
aor  it?  stand ;  no  frankincense,  nor  shew-bread ;  no 
altar,  nor  meat-offering ;  no  sweet  savour,  nor  liba- 
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tions ;  no  fine  flour,  nor  sweet  spices ;  no  argument, 
nor  burnt  offering ;  no  veil,  nor  mercy-seat ;  no  Zion. 
nor  golden  plate;  no  perfume,  nor  sweet  savour  or 
offerings ;  no  present,  nor  peace-offerings  no  thanks- 
jfiving-offering,  nor  continual  burnt-offerings. 

For  because  of  our  iniquities,  and  the  iniquities  of 
our  fathers,  have  we  wanted  these  things.  And  from 
?he  time  that  we  have  been  deprived  of  all  these. 

Troubles  have  come  hastily  upon  us  ;  grief  hath  over 
whelmed  us  ;  we  sought  for  salvation,  but  there  was 
none;  for  peace,  and  lo,  vexation.  Many  are  those 
who  rise  up  against  us ;  they  exalt  themselves,  and 
also  lift  up  their  head  ;  our  life  is  wearied  because  of 
the  yoke  of  those  who  rejoice  over  us  ;  their  burden 
is  painful  upon  us.  The  beautiful  land  is  polluted  be 
cause  of  us  ;  it  vegetates,  but  not  for  a  blessing ;  we 
looked  for  abundance,  but  lo,  there  was  but  little ;  with 
ft  sorrowful  heart  we  enter  our  stores.  The  olives 
withheld  their  oil,  for  they  did  not  produce  sufficient. 
AtRough  there  be  penty  of  tender  grapes  In  the  vine 
yard,  yet  is  not  the  vat  filled  with  wiae.  The  fruit 
of  the  field  was  cursed ;  the  dainty  food  was  taken  from 
us.  The  flocks  decreased  from  the  folds  as  did  their 
fleece,  milk,  and  fecundity.  We  are  become  the  tail, 
and  not  the  h(*ad ;  we  have  been  obliged  to  pawn,  but 
none  have  pawned  with  us.  Our  power  hath  been 
spent  in  vanity  and  trouble,  consumed  without  re 
ward.  Even  those  who  have  acted  with  rectitude, 
have  been  rodiu-ed,  and  there  is  none  to  strengthen 
them.  We  have  been  removed  from  sea  to  sea,  with 
out  necessary  food  for  our  support.  The  evening  ap- 
proaclieth.  and  he  that  hired  himself  expects  his  wages; 
but  lo,  sorrow.  The  borrower  and  lender  are  wroth 
with  each  other.  The  hands  of  the  lender  are  weary, 
and  the  rich  hath  no  mercy  on  the  poor.  Lo !  the 
»arth  Is  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  wicked,  that 
the  multitude  can  not  find  enlargement  therein.  The 
>racle  of  the  house  of  our  God  is  waste ;  our  ways  will 
aot  prosper.  The  joyful  dwelling  is  destroyed ;  how 
Jhen  can  our  hearts  rejoice?  The  stated  allowance  for 
:he  father  ceasevl,  the  children  must  suffer  hunger :  the 
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master  of  the  house  is  as  a  traveller  in  an  inn ;  where 
•hall  we  then  fiud  rest?  From  the  time  that  our  holy 
temple  hath  been  destroyed.  We  are  not  able  to  re 
count  the  troubles  and  sorrows  that  daily  overtake  us ; 
drond  hath  seized  on  us:  our  grandeur  is  brought  down 
to  the  earth.  The  uncharitable  get  forward  ;  the  work 
ers  uf  iniquity  grow  rich ;  while  they  who  act  right 
eously,  are  not  regarded  ;  and  those  who  hate  covetous- 
ness,  cannot  exist.  We  are  compared  to  an  empty  ves- 
•el.  We  are  deprived  of  every  thing.  We  have  neither 
prophet,  nor  vision.  We  walk,  and  feel  our  way  as  the 
blind.  We  daily  enquire,  what  will  be  our  end?  and 
•ay,  our  death  is  better  than  our  life.  Our  life  hang- 
eth  in  doubt  before  us ;  strangers  are  become  the  head, 
and  we  are  become  the  tail.  And  what  shall  we  do,  for 
our  sins  have  caused  this?  Lo  I  we  are  as  if  we  had 
not  been.  We  are  poor,  low,  and  despised  ;  abhorred, 
reproached,  and  defamed. 

The  children  of  aliens  have  dominion  over  us ;  wt 
•aid,  we  are  cut  off,  we  are  doomed  to  destruction.  O 
Lord  I  lighten  our  yoke,  and  send  us  salvation  for  our 
redemption. 

Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors. 

O  do  not  utterly  destroy  us,  let  thy  hand  withhold 
Judgment  When  we  are  to  be  rebuked  by  thee,  O  blot 
not  our  name  out  of  thy  book.  In  thy  approach  to 
teal  the  chastisement  we  deserve,  suffer  thy  mercy  to 
precede  thine  anger ;  and  when  thou  beholdest  our  pov 
erty  of  good  actions,  suffer  thy  charity  to  supply  the 
deficiency.  O  teach  us  how  to  supplicate  thee,  and 
command  our  salvation  at  our  entreaty ;  restore  the 
tents  of  him  who  was  perfect  (Jacob)  ;  for,  behold 
bis  cities  are  desolate.  O  remember,  thou  hast  said, 
that  the  testimony  should  never  depart  from  the  mouth 
of  his  posterity.  Loosen  the  seal  of  the  testimony,  and 
reveal  thy  secret  counsel  to  Its  disciples.  O  God  !  own 
those  who  acknowledge  thee,  and  cast  down  the  people 
who  disown  thee;  for  thou  wilt  cause  the  enchained 
prisoners,  who  wait  with  hope,  to  return  to  the  stronf 
bold.

As  those  who  are  thirsty,  and  to  whom  no 
one  offereth  drink ;  tus  the  simple,  whom  no  one  In- 
etructeth.  As  those  who  are  faint,  and  whom  no  on* 
comforteth  ;  as  those  who  are  hated,  and  whom  no  one 
loveth.  As  those  who  are  cast  out,  and  whom  no  oiie 
solicits  to  bring  back  again ;  as  those  who  are  excom 
municated,  and  there  is  no  one  to  remove  the  excom 
munication.  As  those  who  are  bought,  but  have  no 
master  ;  as  those  who  are  bowed  down,  and  whom  no 
one  raiseth  up.  As  orphans,  who  have  no  father ;  aa 
those  who  are  unclean,  and  whom  no  one  cleanseth. 
As  that  which  is  defective,  and  which  no  one  can  reo- 
tify  ;  as  those  that  are  forsaken,  and  no  one  remem- 
bereth.  As  those  who  rage,  and  have  not  rest;  a* 
those  who  are  poor,  and  no  one  compassioneth.  AM 
sti angers,  whom  no  one  will  receive;  as  those  who  art 
despised,  and  whom  no  one  will  honor.  As  mourner*, 
whom  none  will  comfort ;  as  those  who  are  grieved, 
and  have  no  place  of  refuge. 

Though  we  have  erred,  cause  us  not  to  continue  in 
error;  though  we  have  sinned  through  ignorance,  aban 
don  us  not.  Though  we  have  departed  from  thee,  draw 
us  nigh,  we  beseech  thee ;  when  we  approach  thee,  re 
move  us  not  from  thee.  When  we  cry  aloud,  hide  not 
thyself  from  us ;  though  wre  have  transgressed,  take  not 
vengeance  on  us.  Though  we  have  committed  iniquitj, 
reserve  not  thine  anger ;  though  we  turn  aside,  yet  turn 
thou  not  aside  from  us.  Though  we  are  vindictive, 
take  not  vengeance  on  us ;  though  we  have  rebelled, 
suffer  us  not  to  remain  in  rebellion.  Though  we  have 
scorned,  do  not  oppress  us ;  though  we  have  uttered 
lies.  Withhold  not  thy  mercy,  though  we  are  brought 
down,  sink  us  not  into  the  abyss.  Though  we  have 
eired,  sweep  ua  not  away.  Though  we  have  acted  cor 
ruptly,  destroy  us  not ;  though  we  have  been  presump- 
tucus,  remember  it  not  Though  we  have  rebuked,  re 
buke  us  not ;  though  we  have  acted  wickedly,  expell  ua 
not.  When  we  knock  at  thy  gates,  chase  not  our 
prnyer  away ;  though  we  have  abhorred  thy  statutes, 
•  Uhore  us  not.  When  we  come  unto  thee,  reject  UM 
tw-f  ;  though  we  have  trespassed,  destroy  us  not. 

We  have  not  obtained  the  desire  of  our  heart ;  we 
hojM?d  for  tranquility,  and  trouble  came ;  for  the  ex 
altation  of  our  horn,  and  lo,  depression,  we  said  oar 
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salvation  is  nigh,  but  it  is  far  distant.  We  looked  for 
good,  but  it  fled  from  us  ;  we  enter  our  stores  with  a 
sorrowful  heart ;  grief,  in  what  we  nut  our  hands  to; 
joy  is  departed  from  the  earth.  The  increase  of  tht 
field  (which  anciently  was  blessed)  is  curseu  ,  we  have 
gathered  little  from  abundant  seed.  Its  food  causeth 
hunger,  and  doth  not  satisfy ;  it  no  more  giveth  its 
strength.  The  hands  of  those  who  cultivate  it,  are  en 
feebled  ;  they  cannot  find  their  support  in  it.  Strang 
ers  enjoy  its  best  produce;  its  delicious  vine  branches 
are  in  the  hands  of  aliens.  The  land  is  delivered  into 
the  hands  of  the  wicked ;  even  the  covetous  have  found 
no  substance  in  it.  We  are  cut  off  from  all  assistance ; 
there  is  no  gratitude  among  mortals ;  because  of  our 
iniquities,  the  temple  of  God  is  destroyed,  and  virtu* 
vanished  from  mankind.

0  command  our  trespasses  to  be  blotted  out;  bt 
pleased  to  renew  our  days ;  reveal  the  year  of  our 
recompense ;  and  exalt  our  name.  Cast  out  those  who 
rise  up  against  us,  from  the  earth  ;  shine  forth  from 
heaven,  to  exalt  us.  Remember  thy  mercy  and  have 
mercy  upon  us,  and  hasten  the  comforter  to  comfort 
us.  Cleanse  us  of  our  sins ;  cause  it  to  be  known  that 
thou  art  our  God.  Expiate  our  presumptuous  iniquity. 
Pardon  the  perverseness  of  our  rebellion ;  command 
the  perfection  of  our  fruit.  Hearken  to  the  pouring 
out  of  our  prayer ;  answer  the  entreaty  of  our  suppli 
cation.  O  turn  to  raise  up  our  altar,  and  justify  th« 
speech  of  our  lips.  Hasten  the  period  of  our  (Mes 
siah)  anointed;  accept  our  prayers  as  sweet  savour; 
cause  our  dispersed  to  return  from  the  ends  of  the 
earth  ;  O  support  us,  and  cause  us  to  adhere  to  thee,  as 
a  girdle.

O  King!  fill  her  with  glory,  and  exalt 
her  for  ever  and  ever.  Satisfy  her  with  the  fullness  of 
Joy,  and  crown  her  with  the  cloud  of  the  smoke  of  In 
cense.  Glorify  the  side-posts  of  her  gates,  and  cause 
the  righteousness  of  the  modest  to  spring  forth.  Ban 
ish  the  enemies  of  her  congregations ;  cause  her  to  as 
semble  on  the  three  festivals.  The  tribes  which  thoo 
hast  forgotten,  cause  thou  to  return,  by  calling,  hissing 
and  sounding.  When  thoy  shalt  bring  them  to  thy 
holy  mount,  and  cause  them  to  rejoice  in  thy  house  of 
prayer.

Cast  out  the  stranger* 
from  thy  habitation,  and  grant  righteousness  to  thy 
congregation.  Make  a  new  covenant  with  thy  beloved ; 
may  her  soul  be  precious  in  thy  sight ;  cleanse  her  with 
pure  water.  Cause  her  to  rest  in  the  city  wherein 
David  rested,  and  raise  up  the  statute  for  her  that  in 
compared  to  a  palm  tree.  Make  our  love  known  to 
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all ;  walk  in  the  midst  of  our  camps.  O  seek  the  re 
demption  of  our  captivity ;  reveal  the  period  when  thou 
wilt  recover  us ;  hasten  to  have  mercy  upon  us  ;  exalt 
us  to'thee,  that  we  may  boast  in  thee.

Our  steps  are  not  perfect:  we  have  trespassed  against 
thy  holy  name;  we  have  forsaken  thy  law  and  turned 
aside  from  the  words  of  thy  mouth  ;  we  have  provoked 
thee  with  the  work  of  our  hands  ;  we  have  been  alto 
gether  rebellious  against  thee.  We  did  not  attend  to 
the  words  of  thy  prophets ;  we  provoked  thee,  and  have 
not  sought  thee;  we  have  banished  thy  fear  from  our 
hearts ;  we  have  defiled  that  which  was  pure,  by  the 
work  of  thy  hands;  we  have  sinned  against  thee,  O 
Lord,  our  God ;  we  have  provoked  thee  by  the  multitude 
of  our  iniquities ;  we  have  hardened  our  hearts,  and 
been  stiffnecked. 

We  have  cast  thy  word  behind  us.  and  have  not  de 
clared  thy  greatness.  Thy  house  hath  been  destroyed, 
because  of  our  iniquities;  thy  desirable  habitation  la 
destroyed,  because  of  our  sins.  And  what  shall  we  say 
in  the  presence  of  him  who  speaketh  rectitude? 

And  what  can  we  answer  to  him  from* whom  is  all 
utterance  of  speech?  And  how  shall  we  be  justified  in 
the  presence  of  him  who  is  clothed  with  righteousness) 
He  hath  bestowed  good  on  us,  and  we  have  returned 
evil.  What  virtue,  then,  have  we  yet,  to  supplicate 
the  presence  of  the  heavenly  King? 

I  will  give  vent  to  my  soul,  and  recite  how  the  pre 
sumptuous  have  eagerly  swallowed  us  up ;  for  in  the 
reign  of  a  certain  emperor,  no  remedy  was  found  fot 
the  ten  sages  doomed  to  death  by  his  command.

in  his  hand,  he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death."  Then 
the  heart  of  this  worthless  idolater  exulted;  he  com- 
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manded  his  palace  to  be  filled  full  of  sandals,  sent  for 
ten  of  the  chief  rabbins,  who  were  all  versed  in  the  law 
and  its  intricacies,  and  thus  addressed  them,  Judge  ye 
this  matter  justly,  and  do  not,  by  any  means,  attempt 
to  impose  upon  me  by  a  false  sentence,  but  explain  it 
truly;  "If  a  man  be  found  stealing  any  of  his  brethren, 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  maketh  mcrchnndise  of 
him,  and  selleth  him."  They  instantly  answered  him, 
"That  chief  shall  die."  He  then  said,  "Where  are  your 
ancestors,  who  sold  their  brother  as  merchandise  to  the 
Ishmaelites,  and  exchanged  him  for  shoes?  It  there 
fore  is  requisite  that  ye  acknowledge  the  justice  of 
heaven ;  for  from  their  time,  the  like  of  you  have  never 
been  ;  and  if  they  had  been  living,  I  would  have  pro- 
nouncod  sentence  against  them  in  your  presence;  but 
now  ye  must  bear  the  iniquity  of  your  fathers."  They 
answered,  "Grant  us  three  days,  that  we  may  enquire, 
whether  it  is  thus  decreed  by  heaven ;  and  if  we  are 
guilty  and  have  trespassed,  we  will  cheerfully  submit 
to  the  decree  of  Him  who  is  most  merciful."  They  all 
trembled,  and  were  seized  with  terrific  horror ;  their 
eyes  were  fixed  on  Rabbi  Ishmael,  the  high  priest, 
for  him  to  mention  the  ineffable  name  of  God,  and  to 
enquire  if  the  decree  was  from  our  God.  Rabbi  Ish- 
msel  purified  himself,  and  with  reverence  mentioned 
the  ineffable  name,  and  enquired  of  the  angel  clothed 
in  white  linen;  wbo  answered,  "Submit,  my  beloved 
and  righteous  sages,  for  I  heard  that  God  hath  thus  de 
creed  it."  He  then  informed  his  companions  of  the 
word  of  God ;  the  worthless  tyrant,  then,  instantly 
commanded  the  execution  of  two  of  the  chief  sages  of 
Israel,  Rabbi  Ishmael,  the  high  priest,  the  Rabban 
Sim«on,  the  son  of  Gamliel,  the  ruler  of  Israel.  Then 
Rabban  Simeon  requested  that  he  might  suffer  first, 
and  not  see  the  death  of  him  who  ministered  to  the 
Most  High  [God].  The  cruel  tyrant  commanded  them 
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to  cast  Jots ;  when  the  lot  fell  on  Rabbau  Simeon.  Th* 
tyrant  hastened  to  shed  his  blood,  as  though  it  was  that 
of  an  ox;  and  when  his  head  was  cut  off,  he  [Rabbi 
Ishmael]  took  it,  and  loudly  and  bitterly  exclaimed, 
Alas !  how  doth  the  tongue  that  used  to  teach  the  law 
with  eloquence,  now  lick  the  dust!  How  exceedingly 
did  he  weep  over  him  with  horror!  The  tyrant's 
daughter  standing  by  when  he  thus  wept,  and  observ 
ing  his  beautiful  manly  form,  it  raised  such  a  passion 
In  her  breast,  which  induced  her  to  request  her  father 
to  spare  him.  This  served  but  to  enrage  the  worthless 
wretch ;  she  then  requested  that  the  skin  of  his  fac« 
might  be  flayed  off;  this  the  tyrant  was  not  slow  to 
frant ;  but  when  they  reached  the  place  of  the  phylac 
teries,  he  [Rabbi  Ishmael]  wept  bitterly,  and  called 
aloud  on  Him  who  formed  his  soul.  The  heavenly 
seraphim,  in  bitterness  exclaimed,  Is  this,  then,  th« 
law,  and  this  its  reward?  O  thou,  who  surroundest  thy- 
sdf  with  light  as  with  a  garment,  the  enemy  blasphem- 
eth  and  blasphemeth  the  words  of  thy  law.  A  voice  was 
heard  from  heaven,  which  said,  "If  I  hear  another  ex 
clamation,  I  will  instantly  turn  the  world  to  water ;  I 
will  make  the  earth  a  chaos ;  it  is  a  decree  from  me ; 
submit  to  it,  therefore,  O  ye  who  keep  the  law,  which 
was  reserved  two  thousand  years."  Thus  were  those 
who  were  strict  observers  of  the  law,  and  frequenters 
<jf  the  synagogues,  slain ;  they  were  full  of  precepts  aa 
«  pomegranate,  and  expanded  the  law,  in  all  places ; 
they  then  brought  forth  Rabbi  Akiba,  who  was  ex 
plaining  the  points  of  the  letters;  and  whose  flesh  they 
tore  off  with  a  sharp  pointed  card.  He  then  com 
manded  them  to  bring  forth  Rabbi  Chananya,  the  son 
of  Teraydon,  from  his  study ;  they  burnt  his  body  with 
^ine  branches,  and  laid  thin  wet  layers  of  wool  on  his 
heart,  to  prevent  his  sudden  dissolution ;  but  when  they 
were  taken  from  him,  he  was  suddenly  burnt,  together 
with  a  manuscript  of  the  pentateuch  he  had  with  him. 
Mourn,  O  ye  holy  people,  who  have  not  yet  been  en- 
tiiely  forsaken:  for  a  small  matter  were  they  slain, 
and  their  blood  shed ;  It  was  for  the  sake  of  God  that 
they  willingly  suffered  martyrdom,  as  was  the  case  of 
the  martyr,  Rabbi  Ohutspith,  the  interpreter.  Let 
horror  seize  all  who  hear,  and  let  every  eye  flow  with 
tears,  and  all  joy  be  turned  to  mourning,  for  the  mur- 
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der  of  Rabbi  Eliezer,  the  son  of  Shamuang.  Mine 
enemies  and  oppressors  have  afflicted  me,  and  satiated 
themselves  with  my  delicacies;  but  gave  me  hemlock, 
wormwood,  and  gall  to  drink,  when  they  murdered 
Rabbf  Chanlnah,  the  son  of  Chacheenay.  They  strove 
with  all  their  might  to  oblige  us  to  break  the  com 
mandments  ;  they  refused  to  take  ransom,  but  Insisted 
on  the  lives  of  those  who  were  eloquent  in  the  law; 
each  as  Rabbi  Yesheavav,  the  scribe.  The  sons  of 
voluptuousness  have  destroyed  us,  and  made  us  deso 
late  ;  they  have  persecuted  us  more  than  any  of  the 
kings  of  the  earth ;  they  have  slain  numbers  of  us,  and 
also  murdered  Rabbi  Judah,  the  son  of  Damah.  Thou 
hast  said,  that  the  house  of  Jacob  shall  be  a  fire,  and 
die  house  of  Joseph  a  flame,  and  the  house  of  Esau 
•tubble ;  but  now  the  stubble  hath  quenched  their  fire. 
O  thou  living  God,  hearken  to  my  cry,  and  cause  the 
day  o£  their  annihilation  to  approach  ;  because  they 
agreed,  in  enmity,  to  massacre  the  ten  righteous  per- 
•ona,  with  Rabbi  Judah,  the  son  of  Bava,  This  hath 
befallen  us,  which  we  have  fully  recited,  and 
poured  out  our  humble  and  mournful  heart ;  hearken 
from  heaven,  and  be  gracious,  O  eternal  Omnipotent 
God,  merciful  and  gracious.  O  most  gracious,  view 
from  heaven  the  blood  of  the  righteous  that  was  shed, 
and  remove  the  stains  thereof,  O  thou  Omnipotent 
King,  who  sittest  on  the  throne  of  mercy. 

Thy  servant  David  declared  in  thy  presence,  Who 
can  guard  against  his  errors?  Cleanse  me,  O  Lord, 
from  secret  thoughts.  Cleanse  us,  O  Lord,  our  God, 
from  all  our  transgressions,  and  purify  us  from  all  our 
Impurities:  'O  sprinkle  clean  water  upon  us,  and 
cleanse  us,  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet : 
Then  will  I  sprinkle  clean  water  upon  you,  and 
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all  your  idols  will  I  cleanse  you

Ye  shall  therefore  keep  uy  statutes  and  my  judg 
ments  ;  which  if  a  man  r^o,  he  shall  live  in  them  ;  I 
am  the  Lord  !  None  of  y<  u  shall  approach  to  any  that 
is  near  of  kin  to  him;  t«,.  uncover  their  nakedness:  I 
am  the  Lord.  The  nalj^dness  of  thy  father,  or  the 
nakedness  of  thy  mothei ,  shalt  thou  not  uncover  ;  she 
Us  thy  mother,  thou  sh^,lt  not  uncover  her  nakedness. 
The  nakedross  of  thy  father's  wife  shalt  thou  not  un- 
oover ;  it  Ls  thy  father1?  nakedness.  The  nakedness  of 
thy  sister,  the  daughter  of  thy  father,  or  daughter  of 
thy  mother,  whether  *he  be  born  at  home,  or  born 
abroad,  even  their  n?  nedness  shalt  thou  not  uncover. 
The  nakedness  of  th;  -son's  daughter,  or  of  thy  daugh 
ter's  daughter,  eves  their  nakedness  shalt  thou  not 
nncover ;  for  their1  j  is  thino  own  nakedness.  The 
nakedness  of  thy  father's  wife's  daughter  begotten  of 
thy  father;  she  is  :hy  sister,  thou  shalt  not  uncover 
her  nakedness.  Tnou  shalt  not  uncover  the  naked 
ness  of  thy  fa  that's  mister;  she  is  thy  father's  near 
kinswoman.  The  /  shalt  not  uncover  the  nakedness  of 
thy  mother's  sister;  for  she  is  thy  mother's  near  kins- 
•woman.  Thou  fctj«ilt  not  uncover  the  nakedness  of  thy 
father's  brothf-r,  and  thou  shalt  not  approach  to  his 
wife;  she  is  t.hiiie  aunt.  Thou  shalt  not  uncover  the 
nakedness  of  Miy  daughter-in-law;  she  is  thy  son's 
wife;  thou  shult  not  uncover  her  nakedness.  Thou 
shalt  not  uncover  the  nakedness  of  thy  brother's  wife; 
It  Is  thy  brother's  nakedness.  Thou  shalt  not  uncover 
the  nakedness  of  a  woman  and  her  daughter,  neither 
shalt  thou  take  her  son's  daughter,  or  her  daughter's 
daughter,  to  uncover  her  nakedness  :  for  they  are  her 
near  kinswomen  :  it  is  wickedness.  Neither  shalt  thou 
take  a  wife  to  her  sister,  to  vex  her,  to  uncover  her 
nakedness,  besides  the  other,  in  her  lifetime.  And 
thou  shalt  not  approach  unto  a  woman  to  uncover  her 
nakednpas.  n.«  long  as  she  is  put  apart  for  her  un- 
cleanne&s.  Moreover,  thou  shalt  not  lie  carnally  with 
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thy  neighbor's  wife,  to  defile  thyself  with  her.  And 
thou  shalt  not  let  any  of  thy  seed  pass  through  the 
fire  to  Molech,  neither  shalt  thou  profane  the  name  of 
thy  God :  I  am  the  Lord. 

Thou  shalt  not  lie  with  mankind,  as  with  woman 
kind  ;  it  is  an  abomination.  Neither  shalt  thou  lie 
with  any  beast,  to  defile  thyself  therewith ;  neither 
shall  any  woman  stand  before  a  beast  to  lie  down 
thereto ;  it  is  confusion.  Defile  not  yourselves  in  any 
of  these  things ;  for  in  all  these  the  nations  are  defiled 
which  I  cast  out  before  you.  And  the  land  is  defiled ; 
therefore  I  do  visit  the  iniquity  thereof  upon  it,  and 
(he  land  itself  vomiteth  out  her  inhabitants.  Ye  shall 
therefore  keep  my  statutes  and  my  judgments,  and 
shall  not  commit  any  of  these  abominations  ;  neither 
any  of  your  nation,  nor  any  stranger  that  sojourneth 
among  you  ;  for  all  these  abominations  have  the  men 
of  the  land  done,  which  were  before  you,  and  the  land 
is  defiled :  That  the  land  vomit  you  not  out  also,  when 
ye  defile  it,  as  it  vomited  out  the  nations  that  were  be 
fore  you.  For  whosoever  .shall  commit  any  of  these 
abominations,  even  the  souls  that  commit  them  shall 
t>p  cut  off  from  among  their  people.  Therefore  shall 
ye  keep  mine  ordinance,  that  ye  commit  not  any  one  of 
these  abominable  customs  which  were  committed  be 
fore  you,  and  that  ye  defile  not  yourselves  therein  :  I 
am  the  Lord  your  God. 

Now  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  Jonah,  the  son 
of  Amittai,  saying,  arise,  go  to  Ninevah,  that  great 
city,  and  lecture  concerning  her ;  for  their  wickedness 
is  come  up  before  me.  But  Jonah  rose  up,  to  flee  to 
Tarshish,  from  before  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and 
went  down  to  Joppa,  and  found  a  ship  going  to  Tar- 
shish  ;  he  paid  the  fare  thereof,  and  went  into  it,  to  go 
with  them  unto  Tarshish,  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord.  But  the  Lord  cast  forth  a  great  wind  upon  the 
eea  ;  and  th^re  was  a  mighty  tempest  on  the  sea  ;  and 
tt  was  thought  that  the  ship  would  wreck.  And  the

mariners  were  afraid,  and  each  of  them  cried  unto 
his  God ;  and  they  cast  forth  the  freight  which  was  in 
the  ship,  into  the  sea,  to  be  lightened  of  it.  But  Jonah 
was  gone  down  into  a  corner  of  the  ship,  and  he  laid 
down,  and  was  in  a  sound  sleep.  And  the  ship-master 
came  near  unto  him,  and  said  unto  him,  what  meanest 
thou,  O  sleeper?  a.rise,  call  unto  thy  God ;  perhaps  God 
will  think  upon  us,  that  we  perish  not.  And  they  said 
one  to  another,  come,  let  us  cast  lots,  that  we  may 
know  for  whose  cause  this  evil  hath  happened  unto  us. 
They  cast  lots,  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Jonah.  Then  they 
said  unto  him,  tell  us,  we  pray  thee,  for  what  cause 
this  evil  hath  happened  unto  us?  What  is  thy  busi 
ness,  and  whence  comest  thou?  What  is  thy  country, 
and  of  what  nation  art  thou?  And  he  said  unto  them, 
I  am  an  Hebrew  (Ebri)  and  I  revere  the  Eternal!  the 
God  of  heaven,  who  made  the  sea  and  the  dry  land. 
Then  were  the  men  exceedingly  afraid,  and  said  unto 
him,  what  hast  thorn  done?  for  the  men  knew  that  he 
fled  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord  ;  for  he  had  told 
them.  And  they  said  unto  him,  what  shall  we  do  unto 
thee,  that  the  sea  may  be  calm  unto  us  :  for  the  sea 
grew  more  and  more  tempestuous.  And  he  said  unto 
them,  take  me  up,  and  cast  me  forth  into  the  sea ; 
and  the  sea  shall  be  calm  unto  you  ;  for  I  know  that 
because  of  me,  this  dreadful  tempest  is  upon  you. 

Nevertheless  the  men  rowed  hard  to  bring  back  the 
ship  unto  the  shore,  but  they  could  not ;  for  the  sea 
grew  more  and  more  tempestuous.  And  they  cried 
unto  the  Lord,  and  said,  we  beseech  thee,  O  Lord !  let 
us  not  perish,  for  the  sake  of  this  man  ;  and  compute 
It  not  unto  us,  as  the  shedding  of  irinocf  nt  blood ;  for 
thou,  O  Lord  !  hast  done  as  it  hath  pleased  thee.  And 
they  took  up  Jonah,  and  cast  him  into  the  sea,  and  the 
sea  ceased  from  its  raging.  And  the  men  feared  the 
Lord  greatlj' ;  and  offered  and  made  vows.  And  the 
Lord  prepared  a  great  fish  to  swallow  up  Jonah  ;  and 
Jonah  was  in  the  belly  of  the  fish  three  days  and  three 
nights.  Then  Jonal-  prayed  unto  the  Lord  hi*  God, 
from  the  belly  of  the  fish,  and  said.  Oft  have  I  called, 
by  reason  of  my  distress,  unto  the  Eternal !  and  he 
hath  answered  me;  out  of  the  deep  abyss  I  cried,  and 
thou  hast  heard  my  voice.  Now  thou  hast  cast  me 
into  the  deep,  in  the  midst  of  the  seas ;  a  whirlpool 
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doth  encompass  me ;  all  thy  billows  and  thy  waves 
passed  over  me.  Then  I  said,  I  am  driven  out  from 
before  thine  eyes ;  yet  shall  I  again  look  toward  thine 
holy  temple.  The  waters  surround  me,  to  the  peril  of 
my  life ;  the  depth  compasseth  me  about ;  sea-weeds 
are  wrapt  about  my  head ;  I  went  down  to  the  roots  of 
the  mountains;  the  earth,  with  her  bars,  are  about 
me  forever ;  but  thou  wilt  bring  up  my  life  from  the 
pit  again.  O  Lord,  my  God !  When  my  soul  fainted 
within  me,  I  remembered  the  Lord ;  and  my  prayer 
came  unto  thee,  unto  thine  holy  temple.  The  observ 
ers  of  false  vanities  will  now  forsake  their  idols ;  and, 
as  for  me,  I  will  sacrifice  unto  thee,  with  the  voice  of 
thanksgiving ;  that  which  I  have  vowed,  will  I  pay ; 
salvation  is  of  the  Lord.  And  the  Lord  commanded 
the  fish,  and  it  vomited  Jonah  on  the  dry  land.  And 
the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  Jonah  the  second 
time,  saying.  Arise,  go  to  Ninevah,  that  great  city ;  and 
proclaim  unto  her  the  proclamation  which  I  shall  bid 
thee.  And  Jonah  arose,  and  went  to  Ninevah,  accord 
ing  to  the  word  of  the  Lord.  Now  Ninevah  was  an 
exceeding  great  city,  of  three  days'  journey.  And 
Jonah  began  to  enter  into  the  '""ity,  one  day's  journey; 
and  he  proclaimed,  and  said,  Yet  forty  days,  and  Ni 
nevah  shall  be  overthrown.  And  the  inhabitants  of 
Ninevah  believed  God,  and  proclaimed  a  fast,  and  put 
on  sackcloth,  from  the  greatest  of  them,  even  to  the 
least  of  them.  And  when  this  prediction  reached  the 
King  of  Ninevah,  he  arose  from  his  throne,  and  he 
laid  his  robe  from  him,  and  covered  himself  with  sack 
cloth,  and  sat  on  ashes.  And  he  caused  it  to  be  pro 
claimed  and  published  through  Ninevah,  saying,  "by 
the  decree  of  the  king  and  his  nobles,  let  neither  man, 
nor  beast,  herd,  nor  flock,  taste  anything ;  let  them  not 
feed,  nor  drink  water;  but  let  man  and  beast  be  cov 
ered  with  sackcloth,  and  cry  mightily  unto  God !  let 
them  turn  every  one  from  his  evil  way,  and  from  the 
violence  that  Is  in  their  hands.  Who  knoweth,  God 
may  turn  and  repent,  and  turn  away  from  his  fierce 
anger,  that  we  perish  not?"  and  when  God  saw  their 
works,  that  they  turned  from  their  evil  way,  God  re 
pented  of  the  evil  which  he  had  said  he  would  do  unto 
them,  and  he  did  it  not  But  it  displeased  Jonah  ex» 
reetfingly,  and  he  was  wroth.  And  he  prayed  unto  th<i

Lord,  and  said,  I  beseech  thee,  O  Lord,  was  not  this 
my  saying,  while  I  was  yet  in  mine  own  country/ 
Therefore  I  made  haste  to  flee  unto  Tarshish  ;  for  I 
knew  that  thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God,  slow 
to  anger,  and  abundant  in  mercy,  and  repentest  of 
evil.  Therefore,  now,  O  Lord,  take  I  pray  thee,  my 
life  from  me ;  because  it  is  better  for  me  to  die  than  to 
live.  And  the  Lord  said,  Dost  thou  well  to  be  wroth? 
Now  Jonah  had  gone  out  of  the  city  ;  and  sat  on  the 
east  side  of  the  city,  and  made  himself  a  booth,  and 
sa*  under  it  in  the  shade,  till  he  should  see  what 
would  become  of  the  city.  And  the  Lord  prepared  a 
gourd,  and  grew  it  over  Jonah,  to  be  a  shade  over  his 
head,  to  relieve  him  from  his  affliction.  And  Jonah 
rejoiced  exceedingly  because  of  the  gourd.  But  God 
prepared  a  worm,  when  the  morning  dawned  on  the 
morrow ;  and  it  smote  the  gourd,  and  it  withered.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  the  sun  arose,  that  God  pre 
pared  a  vehement  east  wind,  and  the  sun  beat  upon  the 
head  of  Jonah,  and  he  was  faint ;  and  he  wished 
within  himself  to  die,  and  said,  Botter  for  me  to  die 
than  to  live.  And  God  said  unto  Jonah,  Doest  thou 
well  to  be  wroth,  because  of  the  gourd?  and  he  said  I  do 
well  to  be  wroth  even  unto  death.  And  the  Lord  said, 
Thou  would^st  have  spared  the  gourd  for  which  thou 
hast  not  labored;  neither  hast  thou  made  it  grow ; 
which  came  up  in  a  night,  and  perished  in  a  night; 
and  shall  I  not  spare  Ninevah,  that  great  city,  where 
in  are  more  than  six  score  thousand  innocent  persons, 
who  cannot  discern  between  their  right  hand  and  their 
left  hand  ;  and  also  much  cattle. 

Who  is  omnipotent,  like  unto  thee,  pardoning  ini 
quity,  and  passing  by  transgression,  to  tho  residue  of 
his  heritage?  and  who  keepeth  not  his  anger  forever 
because  he  delighteth  in  mercy.  He  will  turn  again, 
he  will  have  compassion  on  us,  he  will  suppress  our 
iniquities.  Yea.  thou  wilt  cast  all  our  sins  into  the 
depths  of  the  sea.  Accomplish  truth  unto  Jacob,  and 
mercy  unto  Abraham ;  which  thou  didst  swear  unto 
our  fathers,  in  days  of  old. 

Valiant  Abraham  published  his  belief  in  thee,  in  an 
Ege  in  which  they  knew  nor  how  <o  render  themserves 
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acceptable  to  thee ;  he  became  pure  through  thee,  and 
taught  how  to  revere  thee ;  he  rejoiced  to  make  thy 
glory  known  to  all.  Those  who  strayed  he  led  into 
thy  paths,  and  was  called  the  father  of  thy  people; 
he  hastened  to  obey  thy  command  :  his  desire  was  to 
take  refuge  in  the  shadow  of  thy  Divine  presence;  he 
refreshed  the  wanderer  with  thy  food,  and  instructed 
the  traveller  that,  besides  thee,  all  was  nought ;  for  he 
firmly  believed  in  thee,  to  supplicate  thee,  and  planted 
an  ashel,  and  there  preached  thy  Omnipotence.  May 
It  be  accounted  to  us  for  righteousness,  and  through 
the  righteousness  of  our  father  forgive  us ;  act  not  by 
us  according  to  our  sins,  O  thou  art  our  Shield,  for  we 
hope  in  thee. 

When  he  (Isaac)  who  was  beloved,  and  the  only 
child  of  his  mother,  surrendered  himself  for  an  offer 
ing,  the  (Seraphim)  angels  cried  aloud  from  heaven, 
saying.  O  Omnipotent !  have  mercy  and  compassion  on 
him.  The  Redeemer  and  Deliverer  had  mercy  on  him ; 
he  commanded,  and  behold  there  was  a  ram  in  his 
stead:  he  (Abraham)  heard  a  voice  saying,  Spill  not 
his  blood,  for  God's  mercy  hovers  over  him  to  exalt 
him;  he  protected  and  preserved  him  for  the  sake  of 
his  name,  and  made  his  form  beautiful  as  the  re 
splendent  sun  :  O  view  him  this  day  as  burnt  for  an 
offering  in  thy  porch,  remember  his  being  bound,  and 
gracious  to  his  people.

With  the  name  used  by  the  perfect  man  (Jacob), 
the  Erelim  (angels)  ascribe  sovereign  power  to  the 
King  of  Kings  ;  t)  ^y  go  to  view  his  beautiful  form, 
that  is  engraven  on  the  throne ;  his  offspring  stand  this 
day  like  angels.  They  sanctify  the  Supreme,  and  ar 
range  supplication ;  on  this  day  they  cast  away  en 
mity,  and  altogether  bless  the  holy  name  of  him  whom 
th«ir  father  revered,  and  with  mild  words  seek  to  frap- 
him  who  is  Most  High.  For  the  merit  of  the 
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perfect  man  (Jacob)  he  will  look  down  upon  us  out  of 
his  heavens,  the  Omnipotent  will  enlighten  our  dark 
ened  eyes  ;  ho,  the  King,  standeth  in  the  congregation 
of  rh"  blessed  (Israel)  ;  he  delights  in  his  people,  and 
exalts  those  who  are  low.  They  who  knock  early  at 
his  gates  to  pray  unto  him,  he  forgiveth  according  to 
his  mercy  and  goodness,  and  cause  them  to  hear  the 
expression,  therefore  ye  who  were  bruised,  and  belong 
to  the  house  of  those  who  hope,  shall  no  more  be 
ashamed. 

For  thine  own  sake  help  the  remnant  of  the  peo 
ple  who  preserve  their  faithfulness  ;  accept  now  their 
cry  as  iue^nse,  O  thou,  most  Holy  ! 

Pardon   and  orgive,   O   Omnipotent  !    who   art   good 
mid  ready  co  pardon;  thou  most  tremendous  and  holy. 
May  he  t'rom  his  habitation  accept  our  prayers  aa 
,  he,  the  Holy!  Omnipotent! 


On  the  right  is  the  angel  Michael  praising,  and  on 
the  left  the  angel  Gabriel  declaring,  that  in  heaven 
there  is  none  like  thee,  O  God!  and  on  the  earth,  who 
is  like  thy  people  Israel? 

The  Erelim  (angels)  burst  forth  with  kis  praise; 
with  dread  and  fear  they  glorify  him  in  praise,  they 
approach  and  draw  nigh  to  deliver  their  prayer.  The 
Seraphim  stand  by  him.  He  who  without  intermission 
is  exalted  above  myriads  of  angels,  who  looketh  on  the 
<?arth  and  it  quaketh,  he  is  encompassed  by  those  who 
are  agitated  as  the  storm  and  whirlwind.  Each  of 
them  has  six  wings.  The  angels  who  are  like  light 
ning  and  sparks  of  fire,  tremble  in  his  presence;  in 
dread  they  arouse  all  his  chiefs;  they  fly  in  the  four 
corners  of  his  chambers.  With  two  of  them  (the 
wings)  he  covereth  his  face.  In  dread  and  fear  the 
numerous  bands  of  his  hosts  of  angels  run  towarda 
him,  to  extol  him  in  his  temple.  And  with  two  of 
them  (the  wings)  he  covereth  his  feet.  They  fly  from 
sea  to  sea  in  a  moment  ;  they  are  not  able  to  look  at 
him  who  is  most  tremendous  ;  they  hover  round  the 
throne,  and  two  of  the  wings  he  useth  in  flying.  They 
arrange  the  «ubjeft  of  his  might,  and  declare  the  beau- 
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ty  and  perfection  of  preceptive  prayer,  which  in  right 
eous  joy  they  utter,  as  is  said,  and  one  angel  called 
unto  another,  and  said,  etc.  Ten  thousand  times  ten 
thousand  angels  proclaim  the  sanctified  praise  of  the 
holy  One,  they  are  resplendent  as  if  they  were  full  of 
eyes :  the  end  of  their  prayer  is  to  reverence  him  who 
inhabiteth  eternity,  saying,  holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the 
Lord  of  Hosts  !  They  gloriously  praise  him  who  is 
mighty  above  ten  thousand  ;  numerous  groups  stand  to 
honor  him,  the  earth  and  all  who  inhabit  it  sanctify 
his  glory  ;  the  whole  earth  is  filled  with  his  glory. 

On  the  right  is  the  angel  Michael  praising,  and  on 
the  left  the  angel  Gabriel  declaring,  that  in  heaven 
there  is  none  like  thee,  O  God !  and  on  the  earth,  who 
is  like  thy  people  Israel ! 

For  his  chariot  is  in  the  heavens,  and  his  strength 
in  the  skies  ;  his  mighty  arm  is  in  his  dwelling,  and 
his  sanctification  in  hi3  habitation  ;  his  dread  in  thick 
darkness,  and  his  fear  in  the  heaven  of  heavens  :  his 
bow  is  in  heaven,  and  his  voice  is  upon  the  waters : 
his  habitation  is  on  high,  and  he  looketh  attentively 
below :  he  is  sanctified  above,  and  blessed  below  :  he 
receives  glory  from  the  waters,  from  the  rivers  -the 
voice  of  praise,  from  the  earth  song,  from  the  trees 
shouting;  from  the  mountains  leapings,  from  the  val 
leys  song,  from  every  creature  strength,  from  every 
head  declination,  from  every  eye  acknowledgement, 
from  every  mouth  thanksgiving,  from  every  tongue 
praise,  from  every  throat  song,  from  every  heart  in 
vention  of  praise,  from  every  inward  part  meditation, 
from  every  knee  bending,  from  every  height  prostra 
tion,  from  the  old  glory,  from  men  and  women  song, 
from  young  men  and  maidens  praise,  from  babes  and 
sucklings  strength,  from  generation  to  generation 
might,  and  from  eternity  to  eternity  blessing  :  for  thou 
hast  created  them  all  for  thine  own  sake:  they  call  on 
each  other,  and  answer  each  other,  and  say  to  each 
other,  draw  nigh,  assemble,  hasten,  and  let  us  rever 
ence  the  King  of  Glory,  the  God  who  is  reverenced 
and  sanctified  iu  holiness. 
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Read.  We  will  sanctify  thy  name  in  th« 
world,  as  thy  sanctifiers  in  the  heavens  above ;  as  it  in 
written  by  the  hands  of  thy  prophet,  and  one  called 
unto  another  and  said  : 

(Cong.)  Holy,  Holy,  Holy  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts  f 
the  whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory. 

Read.  And  against  each  other  with  blessings  they 
say: 

Blessed  is  the  glory  of  the  Lord  from  the  place  of 
his  residence.  From  the  place  of  his  residence  may  he 
regard  with  mercy,  and  be  gracious  to  the  people,  who 
evening  and  morning,  daily  proclaim  the  unity  of  his 
name,  by  repeating  once  every  day,  continually  with 
fervent  love  and  say : 

Cong.  Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  from  his 
place. 

Hear,  U  Israel,  the  Lord  is  our  God,  the  Lord  is 
One.  (Cong.)  Our  God  is  Unity,  he  is  our  Father. 
our  King,  our  Saviour ;  and  through  his  infinite 
mercy,  will  cause  us  to  hear  the  second  time  in  the 
sight  of  all  living  (the  expression)  "to  be  your  God." 

Cong.  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God  in 
Zion  from  generation  to  generation.  I'raise  ye  the 
Lord. 

(Read.)  Unto  all  generations  we  will  declare  thy 
greatness,  and  to  all  eternity  we  will  sanctify  thy 
holiness ;  and  thy  praise,  O  our  God !  shall  not  de 
part  from  our  mouth,  for  ever  and  ever ;  for  thou  art. 
Almighty !  a  great  and  holy  King.  Blessed  art  thou, 
O  Lord!  the  God  most  holy. 

Thy  servant  David  declared  in  thy  presence,  Who 
can  guard  against  his  errors?  Cleanse  me,  O  Lord, 
from  secret  thoughts.  Cleanse  us,  O  Lord,  our  God, 
from  all  our  transgressions,  and  purify  us  from  all  our 
impurities:  O  sprinkle  clean  water  upon  us.  and 
cleanse  us,  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet : 
Then  will  I  sprinkle  clean  water  upon  you,  and  ye 
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shall  b«  cleansed  from  all  your  defilements,  and  from 
all  your  idols  will  I  cleanse  you. 

Fear  not,  O  Jacob  ;  return,  O  ye  backsliders  ;  return, 
O  Israel.  Behold,  the  guardian  of  Israel  neither  sleeps 
nor  slumbers.  Thus  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy 
prophets,  return,  O  Israel,  unto  the  Eternal,  thy 
God,  for  thou  hast  stumbled  by  thine  iniquity.  And, 
again,  it  is  said,  Take  with  you  prayers,  and  return 
unto  the  Eternal,  and  say,  unto  him,  pardon  thou  all 
iniquity  and  receive  us  graciously,  arid  may  the  thanks 
giving  of  our  lips  be  acceptable  unto  thee,  as  the 
offering  of  oxen.  And  thou,  being  merciful,  receivest 
penitents  ;  for  from  the  beginning  hast  thou  assured 
us  of  the  efficacy  of  penitence  ;  and,  supported  by 
penitence,  our  eyes  hope  unto  thee. 

And  because  of  the  love,  O  Eternal,  our  God,  wh'ere- 
with  thou  hast  loved  thy  people  Israel,  and  the  pity,  of 
our  King,  wherewith  thou  hast  pitied  the  children  of 
thy  covenant,  hast  thou  given  us,  O  Lord  our  God  [on 
the  Sabbath,  say,  this  Sabbath-day,  and]  this  day  of 
atonement,  for  remission  of  sin,  forgiveness  of  iniquity, 
and  pardoning  of  transgressions. 

This,  day  is  come  to  expiate  the  transgressions  of 
those  who  sleep  [Israel].  A  day  which  cometh  but 
once  in  a  year.  As  expressed  in  thy  law,  And  this

For  the  sake  of  the  honor  of  thy  name,  be  thou 
compliant  unto  us,  O  thou  who  pardonest  tl»  forgiv- 
est ;  forgive  us,  we  beseech  thee,  for  the  sake  of  thy 
name. 

A  day  on  which  thou  didst  inform  the  messenger 
[Moses  J  of  the  good  tidings  of  pardon.  This  day  didst 
thou  stand  with  him,  and  didst  proclaim  thy  name. 

As  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  And  the  Eternal 
descended  in  a  cloud,  and  stood  with  him  there,  and 
he  (Moses)  proclaimed  the  name  of  the  Eternal.

O  view  this  day  the  desolation  of  thy  temple.  This 
day  incline  to  our  supplications,  and  view  our  repent 
ance. 

O  thou,  who  revealest  profound  things,  and  speakest 
righteousness.  Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee? 

O  thou,  who  art  magnificent  in  thy  apparel ;  there  is 
no  praise  like  thine.  Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto 
thee? 

O  thou,  who  raisest  up  the  fallen,  and  art  gracious 
to  the  poor.  Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee? 

O  thou,  who  art  pure-sighted,  and  residest  above  the 
heavens.  Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee? 

O  thou,  who  dwellest  above  the  highest  heavens,  and 
art  the  support  of  the  perfect.  Who  is  Omnipotent, 
equal  unto  thre? 

As  it  is  written  in  the  words  of  thy  holy  [Daniel],  O 
my  God,  incline  thine  ear,  and  hear;  open  thine  eyes, 
and  behold  our  discomposure,  and  the  city  which  ia 
called  by  thy  name :  for  we  do  not  presume  to  present 
our  supplications  before  thee  for  our  righteousness,  but 
for  thine  abundant  mercy.  For  the  sake  of  the  honor 
of  thy  name,  be  thou  compliant  unto  us,  O  thou  who 
hearest  prayer.  Hear  our  prayer  for  the  sake  of  thy 
name.  Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee?  O  thou, 
who  art  most  mighty  and  glorious :  the  Creator  of 
heaven  and  earth.  Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto 
thee? 
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And  a  Redeemer  will  come  unto  Zion,  unto  those 
who  turn  from  transgression  in  Jacob,  saith  the 
Lord !  and  behold  this  is  my  covenant  with  them, 
saith  the  Eternal  !  my  spirit  which  is  upon  thee,  and 
my  words  which  I  have  put  into  thy  mouth,  shall  not 
depart  from  thy  mouth,  nor  from  the  mouth  of  thy 
children,  nor  from  the  mouth  of  thy  children's  chil 
dren,  saith  the  Lord !  from  henceforth  and*  for  ever 
more.  Thou  who  art  most  Holy  abidest  amongst  the 
praises  of  Israel.  And  one  (angel)  called  unto  an 
other,  and  said,  Holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts  I 
the  whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory!  and  they  (the 
angels)  receive  the  word  one  from  the  other,  and  say, 
holy  on  yon  high  heavens,  in  the  exalted  temple  of 
his  Divine  Omnipresence;  holy  upon  the  earth,  the 
work  of  his  power ;  holy  to  all  eternity,  the  Lord  of 
Hosts !  the  whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory ;  and  a 
wind  carried  me  away,  and  I  heard  behind  me  a  thun 
dering  voice,  that  said.  Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the 
Lord !  from  his  place,  the  residence  of  his  Divine  Om 
nipresence  ;  the  Eternal  will  reign  for  ever  and  ever 
more ;  thy  kingdom,  O  Eternal!  is  permanent  for  ever, 
even  of  infinite  duration.  O  Lord ;  God  of  Abraham, 
Isaac,  and  Israel,  our  ancestors ;  preserve  this  for 
evermore,  to  incline  the  thoughts  of  the  heart  of  thy 
people ;  and  dispose  their  hearts  aright  to  serve  thee. 
And  he  being  merciful,  forgiveth  iniquity,  and  destroy- 
eth  not ;  yet  he  frequently  turneth  his  anger  away, 
and  awakeneth  not  all  his  wrath;  for  thou,  O  Lord  I 
art  good,  and  forgiving,  and  of  abundant  mercy,  unto 
all  that  call  upon  thee ;  thy  righteousness  is  immut 
able,  and  thy  law  is  truth.  O  accomplish  truth  unto 
Jacob,  and  thy  mercy  unto  Abraham,  which  thou  didst 
swear  unto  them  in  time  of  old.  Blessed  be  the  Lord 
day  by  day ;  though  he  burthens  us,  yet  he,  the  Om 
nipotent,  is  our  help.  The  Lord  of  Hosts  is  with  us ; 
the  God  of  Jacob  is  our  protection.  O  Lord  of  Hosts  I 
happy  is  the  man  that  placetk  his  confidence  in  thee. 
O  Lord !  save  us :  answer  us,  O  King !  when  we  call 
upon  thee.  Blessed  be  our  God !  who  croated  us  for 
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his  glorification  ;  and  separated  us  from  those  that  go 
astray,  by  giving  us  a  law  of  truth,  and  planting 
amongst  us  eternal  life.  He  will  open  our  hearts  in 
the  knowledge  of  his  law,  and  fix  love  and  reverence  in 
our  hearts,  to  perform  his  will,  and  to  serve  him  with 
an  upright  heart,  that  we  may  not  labor  in  vain,  nor 
produce  confusion.  Be  graciously  pleased,  O  Eternal, 
our  God !  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors,  to  enable  us  to 
observe  thy  statutes  in  this  world;  so  that  we  may 
merit  to  live  and  see,  and  inherit  happiness,  and  the 
blessing,  in  the  time  of  the  Messiah,  and  in  the  life 
of  a  future  state ;  that  my  soul  may  praise  thy  glory 
without  ceasing.

All  that  know  thy  name,  confide  in 
thee ;  for  thou  forsakest  not  those  who  earnestly  swk 
thee.  The  Lord  was  pleased  for  his  righteousness' 
sake,  to  magnify  the  law,  and  to  glorify  it. 

Thou  dost  put  forth  thy  hand  to  transgressor.x,  and 
thy  right  hand  is  stretched  out  to  receive  the  peni- 
tont :  and  thou  hast  also  taught  us,  O  Eternal,  our 
God,  to  make  confession  in  thy  presence  of  all  ini 
quities,  that  we  may  restrain  our  hand.s  from  frrmd  ; 
then  wilt  thou  receive  us,  for,  agreeably  to  thy  prom 
ise,  perfect  repentance  is  as  acceptable  in  thy  presence, 
as  burnt-offerings  offered  for  a  sweet  savour ;  there 
would  be  no  end  to  the  burnt-offerings  for  our  sins, 
nor  any  number  to  the  sweet  savour  for  our  tres 
passes  ;  but  thou  knowest  that  our  end  is  to  be  food 
for  the  worm  and  moth  ;  therefore  hast  thou  multiplied 
our  pardon.  What  are  we?  What  our  life?  What 
our  piety?  What  our  virtue?  What  our  help?  What 
our  power?  What  our  might?  What  then  shall  we 
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say  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord,  our  God,  and  the  God  of 
our  ancestors?  Are  not  the  mightiest  heroes  as  naught 
before  thee?  men  of  renown,  as  if  they  had  not  exist 
ed  ;  wise  men,  as  if  they  were  without  knowledge?  and 
the  intelligent,  as  if  void  of  understanding?  for  the 
majority  of  their  actions  is  emptiness ;  the  days  of 
their  life  but  vanity  in  thy  presence;  even  the  pre 
eminence  of  many  over  the  beast  is  naught;  for  all  is 
vanity. 

Thou  didst  distinguish  man  from  the  beginning, 
and  didst  favor  him,  that  he  might  stand  in  thy  pres 
ence;  for  who  can  dictate  to  thee  what  thou  shalt  do? 
And  although  he  be  righteous,  what  doth  he  benefit 
thee?  But  in  love  hast  thou  given  us,  O  Lord,  our 
God,  (on  the  sabbath,  say  this  day  of  rest,  and)  this 
day  of  atonement,  a  termination,  pardon,  and  forgive 
ness  for  all  our  iniquities,  that  we  may  restrain  our 
hands  from  fraud,  and  return  unto  thee,  to  perform 
the  statutes  of  thy  will  with  an  upright  heart.  O 
thou  merciful,  have  mercy  on  us,  for  thou  dost  not 
delight  in  the  destruction  of  the  world;  as  it  is  said, 
Seek  ye  the  Lord,  he  is  easy  to  be  found  ;  call  ye  upon 
him,  he  is  near  at  hand.  Moreover,  it  is  said,  Let 
the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  iniquitous  man  his 
thoughts :  and  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  for  he 
will  compassionate  him ;  and  unto  our  God,  for  he 
aboundeth  in  forgiveness.  And  thou.  O  God  of  for 
giveness,  art  gracious  and  merciful,  long-suffering,  and 
abundant  in  mercy,  diffusing  good  abundantly.  Thou 
dost  also  delight  in  the  repentance  of  the  wicked  :  and 
hast  no  pleasure  in  their  death  ;  as  it  is  said :  Say  ye 
unto  them,  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  have  no 
pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked ;  but  that  they 
turn  from  their  evil  way,  and  live.  Turn  ye,  turn  ye, 
from  your  evil  ways ;  wherefore  will  ye  die,  O  ye  of 
the  house  of  Israel?  And  it  is  said,  Have  I  any  pleas 
ure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked,  saith  the  Lord  God? 
but  rather  that  he  turn  from  his  evil  ways  and  live. 
And  it  is  said,  For  I  have  no  pleasure  in  the  death 
of  him  that  dieth,  saith  the  Lord  God,  therefore  turn 
y*.  and  live. 
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O  my  God,  before  I  was  formed,  I  was  unworthy. 
and  now  that  I  have  been  formed  I  am  as  though  I 
had  not  been  formed  ;  dust  I  am  in  my  lifetime,  how 
much  more  at  my  decease.  Behold,  I  stand  before 
thee  as  a  vessel  full  of  shame  and  confusion.  O  may 
it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Ljrd,  my  God  ;  and 
God  of  my  fathers,  to  assist  me,  that  I  may  sin  no 
more  ;  and  the  sins  which  I  have  already  committed 
against  thee,  blot  out  through  thy  mercy,  but  not 
by  means  of  severe  bodily  sufferings,  malignant  dis 
eases. 


Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God  and  the 
God  of  our  fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of 
Isaac  and  the  God  of  Jacob,  the  great  God  !  powerful 
and  tremendous  ;  the  most  high  God  !  bountifully  dis 
pensing  benefits,  the  Creator  of  all  things,  who,  re 
membering  the  piety  of  the  fathers,  will  send  a  Rfr- 
<leemer  to  their  posterity  for  his  name's  sake  in  love. 

According  to  the  institution  of  the  wise  and  intelli 
gent,  and  their  instructive  knowledge,  will  1  open  my 
tnouth  with  prayer  and  supplications,  to  implore  and 
entreat  the  presence  of  the  supreme  King  of  kings  and 
Lord  of  lords.

then  shall  they  go  up  and  appear  in  thy  presence  with 
a  liberal  spirit.

8w*«t  hymn*  will  I  sing,  and  songs  will  I  Indite,  for  ante 
the*  mj  goul  panteth.  My  soul  longeth  to  dwell  in  the 
shadow  of  thy  power,  to  learn  all  the  secrets  of  thy  mysteries. 
Whilst  I  speak  of  thy  glory,  my  heart  yearneth  for  thy  lore. 
Therefore  will  I  speak  of  thy  glorious  things,  and  thy  Name 
wil!  I  honor  with  songs  of  lore.  Shall  I  relate  thy  glory,  when 
I  bare  not  seen  thee;  shall  I  compare,  shall  1  liken  thee,  when 
I  koow  thee  not?  Through  the  means  of  thy  prophets,  thy 
trusty  servants,  thou  ha«*t  given,  a  similitude  of  the  glorious 
honor  of  thy  majesty.  Thy  greatness  and  thy  might  thy  sur- 
named  after  the  powerful  things  of  thy  creation.  They  com 
pared  thee,  but  not  according  to  thy  actual  Being,  and  they 
likened  thee  according  to  thy  works.  They  represented  thee  IB 
t  multitude  of  visions,  yet  th  uewert  but  one  In  all  the  com 
parison*.  And  they  saw  in  thee  age  and  youth,  and  the  hair 
«f  thy  head  to  whiteness  and  blackness.  Age  on  the  day  of 
judgment,  and  youth  on  the  day  of  battle;  as  a  warrior  brave 
who  prevailetb  in  the  fight,  with  his  head  adorned  with  the 
helmet  of  victory,  when  for  him  prevailed  his  right  hand,  and 
hi-*  holy  arm.  With  sparkling  dew,  his  head  was  filled,  and  his 
locks  with  the  drops  of  the  night.

He  hath 
pleasure  in  his  people,  he  will  adorn  the  meek!  dwelling  amidst 
praises,  he  is  glorified  through  them.  O  tbou!  the  first  of 
whose  words  is  Truth,  who  has  called  forth  all  generations 
from  the  beginning,  regard  thy  people,  that  ever  seeketh  thee. 
Let  the  multitude  of  my  hymns,  I  pray  thee.  be  accepted  by 
thee,  and  let  my  song  approach  thy  presence.  May  my  praise 
be  to  thy  head  a  crown,  and  my  prayer  be  received  In  favor  as 
incense.
